collection of assessments by dealers, handlers and other buyers of soybeans;

STATE OF ALABAMA 
COUNTY OF CALHOUN 


NOTICE is hereby given that a bill substantially as follows will be intro- 
duced in the Legislature of Alabama and application for its passage and en- 
actment will be made, to-wit: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To provide for the planning, design, location, financing, acquisition of 
property for, construction, alteration, enlargement, use maintenance opera- 
tion and fostering of off-street automobile parking facilities in the City of An- 
niston; authorizing the city council to create a parking authority or parking 
committee and providing for its membership, authority and duties. 


Be It Enacted By the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. It is hereby determined and declared that in the City of An- 
niston the free circulation of traffic of all kinds through the streets of said city 
is necessary to the health, safety and general welfare of the public; that in re- 
cent years the greatly increased use by the public of motor vehicles of all 
kinds has caused serious traffic congestion in the streets of said city; that the 
parking of motor vehicles in the streets has contributed to this congestion; 
that such congestion prevents the free flow of traffic in, through and from the 
City of Anniston and impedes the rapid and effective fighting of fires and dis- 
position of its police force, threatens irreparable loss in the values of urban 
property within the city which can no longer be readily reached by vehicular 
traffic and endanger the health, safety and welfare of the general public; that 
this traffic congestion is not capable of being adequately abated except by 
provisions of sufficient off-street parking facilities; that adequate off-street 
parking facilities have not been provided and parking spaces now existing 
must be forthwith supplemented by off-street parking facilities provided by 
public undertaking; and that the enactment of the provisions of this Act is 
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Section 2. The city council or other municipal governing body of the 
City of Anniston is hereby authorized and empowered to acquire, receive, 
take and hold, whether by purchase, gift, lease, device, or otherwise, property 
of every description, whether real, personal or mixed, and to manage said 
property and to develop any undeveloped property owned, leased or con- 
trolled by such city for the purposes hereinafter set out; to execute such con- 
tracts and other instruments and to take such other action as may be neces- 
sary and convenient to carry out the provisions of this Act or to exercise the 
power granted hereunder; to plan, establish, acquire, construct, enlarge, im- 
prove, maintain, equip, operate, regulate and protect parking facilities; to 
lease or let such facilities or any one or more of them to such tenant or ten- 
ants for such term, or terms, at such compensation or rental as the council or 
other governing body may from time to time direct; to issue interest bearing 
revenue bonds payable from the limited sources hereinafter referred to; to 
pledge for payment of such bonds any revenues or funds from which such 
bonds are made payable; to make and enter into contracts, leases and agree- 
ments incidental to or necessary for the accomplishment of any purpose or 
purposes authorized by this Act; to make and enforce rules and regulations 
governing the use of any parking facilities owned or controlled by said city, 
to cooperate with the state, any county, city, town, public corporation, 
agency, department, or political subdivision of the State, and to make such 
contracts with them or any of them as the council or other governing body 
may deem advisable to accomplish the purposes of this Act; to receive and 
accept grants for or in aid of the construction, extension, improvement, main- 
tenance or operation of any parking facility from the United States of Amer- 
ica or any agency thereof, from the state, any department or agency thereof 
and any political subdivision thereof and to receive and accept money, prop- 
erty, labor or other things of value from any source whatsoever; and to do 
any and all things necessary or convenient for the exercise of any power herein 
granted. 


Section 3. The council or other governing body is hereby specifically au- 
thorized to lease any said parking facilities constructed under the provisions 
of this Act; provided, however, that prior to leasing any such parking facility 
the council or other governing body must determine and find the following: 
the amount necessary in each year to pay the principal of and the interest on 
the bonds proposed to be issued to finance such project; the amount necessary 
to be paid each year into any reserve fund which the council or other govern- 
ing body may deem it advisable to establish in connection with the retirement 
of said bonds and the maintenance of said parking facility or facilities; and, 
unless the terms under which the project is to be leased, provided that the les- 
see shall maintain the project and carry all proper insurance (including liabil- 
ity insurance) with respect thereto, the estimated cost of maintaining the 
parking facility in good repair and keeping it properly insured. The lease 
agreement shall provide for the payment of rentals based on such findings 
and determinations as are sufficient (a) to pay the principle of and interest 
on the bonds issued to finance the parking facility, (b) to build up and main- 
tain any reserves deemed by the council or other governing body to be advis- 
able in connection therewith, (c) unless the agreement of lease obligates the 
lessee to pay for the maintenance and proper insurance (including liability in- 
surance) of the parking facility, to pay the cost of maintaining the parking 
facility in good repair and keeping it properly insured. The lease agreement 
may, at the discretion of the council or other governing body, contain provi- 
sions prescribing minimum operating hours, maximum charges to be collected 
by the operator, and other terms to be observed by the lessee. 


Section 4. The principal of an interest of any bonds issued under this 
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Act shall be secured by a pledge of the revenue out of which such bonds may 
be made payable and may be secured by a mortgage covering all or any part 
of any project or projects from which the revenues so pledged may be de- 
rived, and may be secured by a pledge of the lease of such project. The pro- 
ceedings under which such bonds are authorized to be issued or any such 
mortgage may contain any agreements and provisions customarily contained 
in instruments securing bonds. Including, without limiting the generality of 
the foregoing, provisions respecting the fixing and collection of rents for any 
project covered by such proceedings or mortgage, the terms to be included in 
the lease of such project, the maintenance and issuance of such project, the 
creation and maintenance of special funds from the revenues from such proj- 
ect, and the rights and remedies available in event of default of the bond 
holders or to the trustee under a mortgage, all as the governing body shall 
deem advisable and as shall not be in conflict with the provisions of this Act; 
provided, however, that in making any such agreements or provisions the 
City of Anniston shall not have the power to obligate itself except with re- 
spect to the project and the application of the revenues therefrom and shall 
not have the power to incur a pecuniary liability or a charge upon its general 
credit or against its taxing powers. The proceedings authorizing any bonds 
hereunder and any mortgage securing such bonds may provide that, in the 
event of default in payment of the principal of or the interest on such bonds 
or in the performance of any agreement contained in such proceedings or 
mortgage, such payment and performance may be enforced by mandamus or 
by the appointment of a receiver in equity with power to charge and collect 
rents and to apply the revenues from the project in accordance with such pro- 
ceedings or the provisions of such mortgage. Any such mortgage may provide 
also that, in the event of default in such payment or the violation of any 
agreement contained in the mortgage, the mortgage may be foreclosed either 
by sale at public outcry or by proceedings in equity, and may provide that 
any trustee under such mortgage or the holder of any of the bonds secured 
thereby may become the purchaser at any foreclosure sale if the highest bid- 
der therefor. No breach of any such agreement shall impose any pecuniary 
liability upon the City of Anniston or any charge under its general credit or 
against its taxing powers. 


Section 5. Any bonds issued hereunder and at any time outstanding may 
at any time and from time to time be refunded by the City of Anniston by 
the issuance of its refunding bonds in such amount as the governing body 
may deem necessary but not exceeding any amount sufficient to refund the 
principal of the bonds so to be refunded, together with any unpaid interest 
thereon and any premiums and commissions necessary to be paid in connec- 
tion therewith. Any such refunding may be effected whether the bonds to be 
refunded shall have then matured or shall thereafter mature, either by sale of 
the refunding bonds and the application of the proceeds thereof for the pay- 
ment of the bonds to be refunded thereby, or by exchange of the refunding 
bonds for the bonds to be refunded thereby; provided, that the holders of any 
bonds so to be refunded shall not be compelled without their consent to sur- 
render their bonds for payment or exchange prior to the date on which they 
are payable, or if they are called for redemption, prior to the date on which 
they are by their terms subject to redemption. Any refunding bonds issued 
under the authority of this Act shall be payable solely from the revenues out 
of which the bonds to be refunded thereby were payable, and shall be subject 
to the provisions contained in Section 4 of this Act, and may be secured in 
accordance with the provisions of Section 3 of this Act. 


Section 6. The proceeds from the sale of any bonds issued under au- 
thority of this Act shall be applied only for the purpose for which the bonds 
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were issued; provided, however, that any accrued interest and premium re- 
ceived in any such sale shall be applied to the payment of the principal of or 
the interest on the bonds sold; and provided, further, that if for any reason 
any portion of such proceeds shall not be needed for the purpose for which 
the bonds were issued, then such unneeded portion of said proceeds shall be 
applied to the payment of the principal of or the interest on said bonds. The 
cost of acquiring any project shall be deemed to include the following: the 
actual cost of the construction of any part of a project which may be con- 
structed, including architect’s and engineer’s fees; the purchase price of any 
part of a project that may be acquired by purchase; all expenses in connec- 
tion with the authorization, sale and issuance of the bonds to finance such ac- 
quisition; and the interest on such bonds for a reasonable time prior to con- 
struction, during construction, and for not exceedng six months after com- 
pletion of construction. 


Section 7. The City of Anniston may pay out of its general funds or 
otherwise contribute any part of the costs of acquiring a project, and may use 
land already owned by the municipality, or in which the municipality has an 
equity, for construction thereof of a project; and the municipality may accept 
donations of property to be used as a part of any project and money to be 
used for defraying any part of the cost of any project. 


Section 8. Bonds issued under the provisions of this Act shall be legal 
investments for savings banks and insurance companies organized under the 
laws of this state. 


Section 9. The bonds authorized by this Act and the income there- 
from, all mortgages executed as security therefor, all lease agreements made 
pursuant to the provisions hereof, and all projects and the revenues derived 
eal any lease thereof shall be exempt from all taxation in the state of Ala- 

ama. 


Section 10. The city council or other municipal governing body may, 
by local ordinance, create a parking authority or parking committee to which 
it may delegate all authority heretofore or hereafter held by said council with 
respect to the development, creation, operation and general supervision of 
any and all matters related to public parking. Said parking committee shall be 
composed of not less than seven nor more than thirteen members as the city 
council may decide, and all such members shall be residents of the City of 
Anniston and over the age of twenty-one years. In so far as is nearly mathe- 
matically possible, of the members first appointed, one-third shall be ap- 
pointed for terms of two years, one-third for terms of three years and one- 
third for terms of four years. Thereafter all members of the committee shall 
serve for terms of four years. Upon the creation of the parking committee, it 
shall assume all authority of the city council with respect to public parking in 
the City of Anniston, and perform all duties in matters related thereto. 


Section 11. Neither this Act nor anything herein contained shall be 
construed as a restriction or limitation upon any powers which the City of 
Anniston might otherwise have under any laws of this state, but shall be con- 
strued as cumulative; and this Act shall not be construed as requiring an elec- 
tion by the voters of said city prior to the issuance of bonds hereunder by 
such municipality. 


Section 12. If any section, provision, or clause of this Act shall be de- 
clared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect the part or 
parts which remain. 
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Section 13. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

1. Be designated and known as the City of Anniston Retirement Plan

2. Provide for the establishment of the City of Anniston Retirement 
Trust (hereinafter referred to as the Trust or Trust Fund) so designed that it 
will qualify under Sections 401, 404 and 501 of the Internal Revenue Code 
of the United States as a tax-exempt Trust for Federal income tax purposes; 


3. Prescribe conditions for membership in the Plan by employees of the 
Employer; 


4. Provide for contributions by the Employer to the Trust from which 
benefits under the Plan will be paid; 


5. Provide for and prescribe the manner and amount of the payment of 
benefits to an employee upon the event of normal retirement, early retire- 
ment, late retirement, disability retirement, death or other termination of em- 
ployment with the Employer;

Section VII. A copy of the Retirement Plan and of any and all amend- 
ments thereto shall be kept at the office of the City Clerk and such copies 
shall be available to employees for inspection at all reasonable times. 


Section VIII. The purpose of this Act is to provide a method for the 
retirement of the employees of the Employer, but it shall not be construed to 
abridge the right of the Employer to provide or participate in providing for 
the retirement of employees in any other way or manner prescribed by law.

Such deputy 
chief clerk, after he has taken the same oath of office directed to be taken by 
the chief clerk and given bond with surety satisfactory to the judge of probate 
in such sum as he may prescribe, shall be authorized to discharge any min- 
isterial duty and to perform any act relative to the discharge of the duties of the 
judge of probate which the chief clerk is authorized to discharge, do or per- 
form; except that such deputy chief clerk shall not be authorized to continue 
to perform the duties of the probate office in his own name in the event of a 
vacancy in the office of judge of probate, unless there is also a vacancy in the 
_ Office of chief clerk. All such acts shall be done in the same manner prescribed 
by law for the doing thereof by the chief clerk. The deputy chief clerk and the 
sureties on his bond shall be liable for any misfeasance or malfeasance of the 
deputy chief clerk to the same extent that the chief clerk and his bondsmen 
are liable for any misfeasance or malfeasance of the chief clerk. 


Section 2. The county governing body of Madison County shall provide 
for the payment out of the county funds of the cost of the deputy chief clerk’s 
bond. Such bond and the oath of office of the deputy chief clerk shall be ap- 
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proved and filed in the same manner prescribed by law for the oath and 
official bond of the chief clerk. 


Section 3. This act shall not be construed to authorize the judge of pro- 
bate to employ an additional clerk or assistant, nor to increase the compensa- 
tion of the clerk or other assistant who is designated as deputy chief clerk. It 
shall only authorize such judge to designate an assistant or clerk whose em- 
ployment is otherwise authorized by law as such deputy chief clerk.

The joint session was called to order by Honorable Jere Beasley, Lieu- 
tenant Governor and Presiding Officer of the Senate. 


Thereupon, Honorable George C. Wallace, Governor of the State of 
Alabama, delivered his address to the Members of the Alabama Legislature. 


MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR 


TO THE MEMBERS OF THE ALABAMA LEGISLATURE IN REGU- 
LAR SESSION 
ASSEMBLED ON TUESDAY, MAY 4, 1971 


GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE 


Lt. Governor Beasley, Speaker Lyons, Members of the Joint Session of 
the Alabama Legislature assembled. 


You concluded during the last few weeks a session of the Legislature 
that has been very productive in my judgment. No tax has been passed upon 
the people, and I would outline to those who are watching by television and 
listening by radio the accomplishments of this administration. The thirteen 
weeks extension for those unemployed was passed. Two utility bills passed for 
the first time in SO years of Alabama’s history towards regulating utilities in 
the matter of rate increase. One would allow the Public Service Commission 
to put off any rate increase for six months, and I understand the House of 
Representatives has already passed a resolution that asks reconsideration of 
the Public Service Commission vote that raised utility rates to the tune of $17 
million against the people of Alabama. I hope you will pass a resolution also 
asking them, if they do not see fit on their own, to put off voting for six 
months before this new rate goes into affect. We also passed a bill—you did 
—to require in the future that all rate increases be based on the original cost 
of the equipment of utilities and dams, etc., instead of replacement cost. I 
think you are to be congratulated. 


The fact that you passed a bill that would allow students in any school in 
Alabama to transfer to a school of their choice if they are intimidated or as- 
saulted in their school, in my judgment, is one of the finest bills that this Leg- 
islature has passed and was a must bill. I’m glad you did pass it. 


The bills that require banks to pay interest on State deposits and the budget 
bill for the Highway Department introduced in this Senate by Senators Wil- 
son and Harris, floor leaders of this administration in consultation with Mr. 
Pruett, in my judgment, are some of the finest pieces of legislation in many 
years. I welcome the budget, and had you not passed a law, one would have 
been submitted to you in this regular session. 


You, of course, increased the homestead exemption for elderly citizens 
from two to five thousand dollars for those over sixty-five. You are to be con- 
gratulated for having passed a supplemental appropriation bill for medicaid 
as those functions of government were running out of money. 
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The bulk handling bill that you passed for the State Docks includes $15 
million in bonds for the purpose of handling millions of dollars’ worth of coal 
that will be shipped from this port in Alabama during the next ensuing sev- 
eral years. Just the other day, a group of Japanese businessmen were in this 
state talking to me about the hundreds of millions of tons of coal that eventu- 
ally will go from Alabama to other parts of the world through the port facili- 
ties at Mobile. This in itself will provide additional employment and addi- 
tional business for the State Docks. 


I think that one of the finest things this Legislature did was to pass a bill 
to provide a four-year medical school in Mobile--a two-year school at Hunts- 
ville—a two-year school at Tuscaloosa—expand the one in Birmingham, 
which in total is going to provide the training of 325 more doctors instead of 
the 100 that we now train. The fact that you are going to enlarge the Dental 
School to take additional students; the fact that our trade schools are going to 
train more licensed practical nurses; the junior colleges more therapists and 
x-ray technicians and technologists; the fact that the nursing school will be 
built in Huntsville—in my judgment, this is one of the greatest pieces of legis- 
lation that any legislature ever passed. 


Just the other day, the editor of all newspapers, the Atlanta Constitution, 
called me and said, “I think what you have recommended in building these 
additional medical schools of Alabama is something that ought to be emu- 
lated by every state in the South, and I congratulate you.” For once I thought 
that I might be wrong about the medical school proposition. 


My friends, there are those who did not want to pass this bill—some in 
this state—because they wanted all doctors trained in one place. But let me 
say that nothing you did takes away from the fact that we have the finest, and 
will continue to have the finest medical center in the South at Birmingham. 
But today, to have a delicate heart operation or a kidney operation, you must 
wait for a period of six months or longer. In the next four or five years, every 
average citizen in this state can look forward to having this same delicate op- 
eration performed in Huntsville, Tuscaloosa, Mobile, Montgomery or some 
other city in Alabama. It also means as Dr. David Mathews, Dr. Voiker, Dr. 
Graves and every other person involved in these discussions said, it is going 
to provide rural doctors, and that is one of its purposes. 


I hope before the end of this year that we work out some program by 
which a certain portion of those who become invoived in medical studies will 
have to agree to go practice in a city of some small population for a period of 
three or four years. 


This Legislature in passing the mental retardation program centers that 
provide the additional $15 million to care for little children, who sometimes 
hardly know the difference between night and day, established a water mark. 
We look to complete the facility for retarded children at Decatur, build one 
at Wetumpka, Birmingham, Mobile, Eufaula, Thomasville, and Andalusia. 
When this program is concluded, we are going to be able to care for the men- 
tally retarded like we have never been able to do in this state. This Legisla- 
ture, I congratulate for having passed not only that piece of legislation, but 
also for providing additional funds for the Talladega Home for the Deaf and 
Blind. More aid will go to Bryce and Partlow and Mt. Vernon for the men- 
tally ill, and by the end of this administration, it can be said that no adminis- 
tration did any more for these underprivileged people, the mentaliy ill, and 
mentally retarded, than did the Legislature of 1971. 


What are we going to do in this session? 
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We are going to have a balance general fund submitted to you by the 
Governor’s Office. 


We are going to submit to you a strong air and water pollution bill. It 
will be a reasonable bill, but it must be strong because that problem faces us 
in Alabama as it does in other states. 


We shall continue the efforts we made in the past toward industrial de- 
velopment. No administration has ever seen any more industrial development 
than was seen in my first one. More will be seen in this one because when I 
go and visit in other parts of the country, they know who your Governor is, 
and I don’t feel modest when I say that. We are going to use the trade school 
program, as we have already talked about, to train people for industry. The 
textile industry, because of foreign competition, must receive help to replace 
jobs that have been lost. 


I shall ask this Legislature to take the tax off of prescription drugs. This 
will help the elderly, especially, and I said that I would do that as a candi- 
date. 


We want to provide raises for old age pensions, for the blind and for the 
handicapped. That in itself is another humanitarian purpose of this Legisla- 
ture and of my administration. 


I want to tell you about insurance rates. They are too high! Hospital in- 
surance rates are too high! Liability insurance is too high! We are going to 
present a program to the Legislature already worked up by a group of com- 
panies who do business in this state from within and without. This group is 
headed by such eminent men as Frank Samford, Jr. It is a program for the 
near poor so they can have a medical hospital program if they don’t come 
under Medicaid or Medicare that will make it possible for them with their 
low incomes to have the same sort of hospital protection as does a citizen 
with more money. That will be presented to you a little later. 


There is also something happening today that you don’t have any control 
over, but I want to send you legislation that will control it. When you have 
group insurance with some company, it goes up every year they want to go 
up. It doesn’t make any difference. One year is higher than the last year, and 
the first thing you know the entire paycheck of an individual worker is taken 
up with his group hospital insurance. I want to pass a law that says that no 
group insurance can be increased except upon approval of the Insurance De- 
partment of the State of Alabama. And you know that I have an Insurance 
Commissioner that is not going to be for any rate increase unless it is abso- 
lutely necessary and justified. Liability rates are too high and legislation will 
be sponsored by this administration for the purpose of reducing and lowering 
liability insurance. I'll tell you this, a Legislature made of 141 intelligent men 
and women can, if they desire to do so, pass a law so that by the end of this 
administration and even before it will cost every citizen of Alabama less to 
buy his liability insurance, especially for those who have drivers under 25 in 
their families. I commend you to do this and you ought to do it. I believe be- 
lieve you will do it. 


Education is still the primary function of State Government, and I be- 
lieve under existing revenues we can have a teacher salary increase, a better 
free textbook program, a better retirement program, which has already been 
introduced. Other legislation along this line will be introduced, because I am 
proud of the fact that during the time I was Governor the first time, a break- 
through in education came—the largest increases at any time because of our 
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interest. But I am frank to tell you and to tell educators, that the people of 
Alabama are simply turned off on education and some educators because of 
what the Federal Courts and HEW have done to their children from Hunts- 
ville to Mobile. Everyone of you know that I am telling you the truth when I 
tell you that. 


I asked Dr. LeRoy Brown to make me a survey of schools that have 
been arbitrarily closed by court order, and the schools that have been closed 
in this state, as reported by superintendents, have brought about overcrowd- 
ing, bussing, inconvenience and danger to the children that must go long dis- 
tances across cities and towns. They closed $22,523,000 worth of school 
buildings. Closed them down—shut tight—and now they are having children 
go to schools in gymnasiums—to go to school in the halls—to go to school 
outside, while we have $22 million worth of buildings doing nothing. It is es- 
timated that $50 million would be needed to replace those buildings. The esti- 
mated additional transportation cost for bussing little children backwards and 
forwards across every city and county is $365 thousand. An estimated addi- 
tional cost of facilities came about when they closed a school down over there 
that cost a million dollars and transported the children over here. It now 
takes another million dollars over here to accommodate what they brought 
from that other side of town. This was estimated by the Department of Edu- 
cation to have cost $20 million dollars. So a total cost of more than $40 mil- 
lion, and by counting insurance estimates, it would be closer to $60 million 
that has been put on our schools. 


Dr. LeRoy Brown and the State of Alabama will file a suit this summer 
—in the near future—asking that some of these schools be reopened for the 
simple purpose, on a nondiscriminatory basis, of freedom of choice. Any 
child can go any place they want to go. We are going into court, and we have 
the evidence from the Superintendent and from thousands of parents in this 
state that know they are suffering great inconveniences. Even having to get up 
at 4:30 in the morning to get a child off without breakfast is the silliest and 
most asinine thing that has happened in any state or to any people. It is 
against the interest of every black and white child, and for the benefit of the 
press, even if the Atlanta Constitution is here tonight, or the Los Angeles 
Times, and they are here, I’ll tell you that we have always believed in nondis- 
crimination. We have always believed in doing good for everybody regardless 
of their race and color in this state. That will be the same policy of this ad- 
ministration as it continues. 


Yes, I want to mention a Supreme Court decision because our people are 
waking up. I am going to talk about it in Dallas. I may talk about it in Tulsa. 
I may talk about it in Cincinnati. The Supreme Court says you have got to 
bus. But just bus down South, don’t bus any place else. Mr. Nixon says he 
was against bussing, but every member he put on the Supreme Court voted 
for bussing. He ought to talk with them about it before he appoints them to 
the Supreme Court; that is what he ought to have done. That is just some 
more hypocrisy that you National Republicans and National Democrats 
someday will wake up to if you really feel like we do, but if you don’t feel 
like we do, you are still going to be sleeping at the switch when the next elec- 
tion comes around. 


We shall support the legislation for exceptional children’s care and bet- 
terment in this state. 


We shall support a farmer’s market program to markets all over Ala- 
bama, as we built in Slocomb, Dadeville, Dothan and Fort Payne. We have 
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already worked with the Extension Service and the Marketing Authority, and 
we are going to build them in every part of Alabama similar to the one at 
Slocomb in which they sell at least one million dollars worth of tomatoes 
each year. When this is done, the experts at the Extension Service say that we 
will have sixty million dollars more in farm income. 


I am going to ask you to take the four per cent utility tax off the home- 
owners that the last Legislature put on, and put it on the utility companies. I 
have legislation for that. 


I shall ask you to sponsor legislation to allow prisoners to work prior to 
their being released from prison in order that they might begin to have in- 
comes to take their place in society. The Board Members that I have ap- 
pointed know that we are working toward having one of the finest prison sys- 
tems in the country. 


I will ask you to do away with the week waiting period that a working 
man must wait who is out of work. Instead of having to wait a week to draw 
his unemployment pay, he ought to draw it the first week. I have legislation 
that will have unemployment compensation increased to at least sixty dollars, 
and workman compensation benefits just as good. Yes, the working man in 
this state ought to have just as good in unemployment compensation and 
workman’s compensation statutes as any state in our region or in our country. 


I want to report to you that we also have a commission working with a 
group of businessmen to see how much money we can save from outmoded 
and duplicated services, like Oregon did. This will save the taxpayers at least 
$20 million. 


Now, I want to talk with you a little about highways. I want to tell you 
my attitude about highways. One of the most important things this Legisla- 
ture was called to do was bring about a fine highway program. I want to read 
to you the Committee Report, and one reason I called the Legislature into 
session was because the Highway Interim Committee of fifteen House mem- 
bers, and I want to congratulate them for having passed this, and nine mem- 
bers of the Senate Committee said this to me, “The Committee is greatly im- 
pressed with Mr. Pruett, the Highway Director. He is a fine man and knows 
what he is doing.” This Committee finds that we need $130,788,000 to match 
Federal funds. The Federal funds are $478 million, and we are going to lose 
them if we do not match them. That is what the report says. The report says 
also that we want $35 million more to build roads in which there are no Fed- 
eral funds involved. The Committee goes on to say that we must maintain a 
2.4 resource finances in order to have Class A bonds. So, my friends, what I 
am trying to tell you is this. If this Legislature doesn’t arrange $135 million, 
we are going to lose $478 million in Federal funds to other states that rightly 
belong to us. This Committee said a $150 million bond issue would take so 
much, a $170 million would take so much, and even a $200 million program 
so much. Not a single statement in this report is about a $50 million bond 
issue. Not a single statement. It was a $150 million, a $175 or $200 million 
program, and it recommends the Governor to call the Legislature into session 
and that a new bond issue in the amount of $150 million to $175 million be 
presented to get up new money. New money! You cannot have more bond is- 
sues without any new money. This is what the Committee said. But what did 
the Committee in the Senate do when they tried to get it up for a vote. Even 
the Chairman and seven out of the nine members of this interim committee 
wouldn’t bring their legislation up for a vote in the Senate. I don’t think you 
approve of that in this House, and I don’t think the people of Alabama ap- 
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prove of it either. There are those who say we want the bond issue voted on. I 
want the people of Alabama to know that we don’t mind your voting on the 
bond issue. You would have voted for the bond issue because you knew we 
would lose one half billion dollars if you didn’t. But, my friends, let me tell 
you this. They wanted to submit to you a bond issue with a one cent gas tax. 
That taxed you! You know who I think ought to pay for the new roads we build 
in Alabama. It ought to be the trucking industry that makes money off your 
roads and tears the roads up. A $50 million bond issue, my friends, $43 mil- 
lion of it would be used for interstate. If you have a $50 million bond issue, 
you are only going to have interstate work for the next four years. 


If you don’t get a good bond issue during this summer, you are going to 
have 1800 highway employees that are going to have to be furloughed, so 
Mr. Pruett estimates. There are 20,000 people involved in highway work in 
this state that are going to be vitally affected. Yes, this is the most important 
piece of legislation and I hope that you will remember that when we borrow 
the $135 million, with inflation, that is a lot less than any other road program 
that we ever had. I want to say that I have a high regard for every member of 
the House and Senate, but I couldn’t understand why the Senate wouldn’t 
vote on the bill. At least you could have voted on it. If you had defeated it, all 
right. But you had what you call the Ad Hoc Committee. So you Ad Hock’d 
on the bill all the way through! 


We are going to continue to fight the utilities who got a $17 million in- 
crease. The phone company is asking for more, the gas company, and I hope 
the people of Alabama will write your legislative delegation and say, don’t 
stand around and let them take it out of our pockets. The utilities have more 
money than the law allows now and we have already proven it. 


There has also been a suit filed against your Governor so one can’t read 
Bible verses in schools anymore. So, if you say, “Honor thy father and 
mother that thy days may be long upon the land in which the Lord, thy God, 
giveth thee,” that will be unconstitutional and unlawful soon. This suit has 
been filed against your Governor. 


Well, my friends, some of the reasons I have problems in public life is 
due to the fact that I ran for President in 1968. The Democratic Executive 
Committee of Alabama could appoint the candidate for Governor. Did you 
know that? The Democratic Committee wouldn’t have to have an election. 
They are going to appoint electors, and you know why? Because in 1968, you 
people listening to me elected Wallace Presidential Electors. I am sending a 
bill to the Legislature to ask that any party holding a primary in Alabama 
must let the people elect the electors themselves, and then you will elect 
whoever you please. If they want to elect Kennedyites, Humphreyites or Wal- 
laceites, they can. That is a prelude to 1972. But they like the idea of hand- 
picking electors because I dare go out to the average citizens in this country 
and tell your side from San Diego to New Hampshire. I do this while some of 
the sophisticated National Republicans and National Democrats are drinking 
another martini at the Mountain Brook Country Club. That’s what they were 
doing in 1968. 


There is no political fight between us here. We are talking about a road 
program, about programs for Alabama—-and if you can’t stand the hot 
grease, get out of the kitchen and I have caught my share of it. 


Another reason that I have a lot of opposition is because the people of 
Alabama, watching the telecast, and myself, busted up the National Demo- 
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crats in Alabama, and we busted up the National Republicans in Alabama. So 
they want this administration to fail. 


I am going to file a suit soon in the District Court and the Supreme 
Court of the United States that will take off tax exemptions of the multibil- 
lion dollar foundations on Wall Street, such as the Rockefeller’s and the 
Meadows’ and Carnegie. These are unlawful under the 14th Amendment, and 
if done away with, the average citizen will have some of the tax burden taken 
off of him. 


Time has run out. I had some other good things to tell you, but I will tell 
them the next time we assemble. I want this Legislature to join with me in this 
tax suit that I have talked about. I welcome each and every one of you who 
aus like to sign the suit to do so—whatever your political thoughts happen 
to be. 


We have introduced the road program again, and I hope you will pass it. 
Come down and shake hands. I want to congratulate this Legislature and say 
that we might not agree on many things, but in my judgment, the final analy- 
sis is going to be for the good of all the citizens of this state. 


The Lieutenant Governor and Presiding Officer of the Senate then an- 
nounced that the purpose of the joint session having been accomplished, the 
Senate would retire to its Chamber.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Enrolled, An Act, To create an inferior court for Lawrence County in lieu of 
the county court; defining its jurisdiction, providing for its officers and pre- 
scribing their powers and duties, and abolishing the county court. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. There is hereby created and established in Lawrence 
County a court with county-wide limited jurisdiction. The court shall be 
known as the “Intermediate Court of Lawrence County.” It shall not be a 
court of record, but all papers and documents filed in such court shall be kept 
for public inspection. 


Section 2. (a) Except as provided in subsection (b), the court shall 
have power to exercise jurisdiction in all actions, causes, matters, proceed- 
ings, cases, and actions cognizable before the circuit court, or a county court, 
or justices of the peace court or courts created in lieu thereof, and the juve- 
nile court, as provided by general laws. However, the procedure in juvenile 
cases shall be prescribed for juvenile cases as provided in Alabama Code, 
Title 13, Chapter 7, The jurisdiction of the court with respect to juvenile 
cases shall be exclusive, 


(b) The court shall not have power to try persons charged with felonies. 
It shall not have jurisdiction of actions of ejectment or actions in the nature 
of ejectment or of any civil action, nor take cognizance of any matter of pro- 
ceeding in equity. 
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Section 3. (a) The judge of the court shall be a resident citizen and a 
qualified elector of Lawrence County at the time of his appointment or elec- 
tion, and shall reside in the county during his continuance in office, and shall 
be learned in the Law, and shall be a member of the Bar of Alabama. 


(b) Immediately after the effective date of this Act, the Governor shall 
appoint a qualified person as Judge of the Court, and shall issue a commis- 
sion to him as such judge. He shall hold office until a successor is elected as 
provided hereinafter. 


(c) A judge of the court herein established shall be elected by the quali- 
fied electors of the county at the general election of state and county officers 
in 1972, and every four years thereafter. His term shall be for four years 
from the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January next succeeding 
his election, and until his successor is elected and qualified. 


(d) The judge shall, before entering upon the discharge of the duties of 
office, take the oath prescribed by Section 279 of the Constitution. He may be 
removed from office for any cause enumerated in Section 173 of the Consti- 
tution, in the manner provided by law. 


(e) In the event of a vacancy in the office of judge, the Governor shall 
appoint a qualified person as judge and the person so appointed shall hold of- 
fice for the unexpired term. 


(f) In the event the judge is disqualified or unable to act, a special judge 
shall be appointed as provided in Section 124, Title 13, Code 1940. 


(g) The judge shall receive a salary of $6,300 per annum, payable out 
of the general funds of the county in equal monthly installments as the sala- 
ries of other county officers are paid. 


(h) The judge shall have authority to: 1) administer oaths and take ac- 
knowledgements; 2) issue search warrants; 3) exercise such other powers, ju- 
risdiction or authority as may now or hereafter be conferred by law upon 
judges of county courts, juvenile courts, and justices of the peace, including. 
that of magistrate on preliminary examinations. 


(i) The judge shall have an office in the county courthouse, or such 
other place as may be provided by the governing body of the county. His of- 
fice shall be suitably equipped, furnished, and provided at the expense of the 
county with such office supplies, stationery, stamps, furniture, fixtures, and 
other materials as may be necessary for the transaction of the business of the 
court, subject to approval of the board of revenue or other like governing. 
body of the county. 


(j) In the absence of the regular judge, the clerk of court may, if no 
special judge has been appointed, accept a defendant’s written, sworn plea of 
guilt and assess against such defendant such fine and costs as may be author- 
ized by law; and any judgment so rendered by the clerk shall have the same 
force and effect as a judgment rendered by the judge of the court. 


(k) The judge may appoint a secretary, whose compensation shall be a 
salary of $175 a month, payable from the general funds of the county. 


Section 4. (a) The court shall be open for transaction of any and all 
business or judicial proceedings of every kind within its jurisdiction at all 
times. 
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(b) Sessions of the court shall be held at the county courthouse. Regu- 
lar sessions for the trial of criminal cases shall be held on the first Monday in 
each month, and on the third Monday of each month there shall be a call of 
the docket of the court for the handling, trial and disposal of criminal cases 
where the defendant has been confined in jail for five days or more and has 
failed to make bond, and of such other criminal cases in which the defendant 
shall request a trial in time for the witnesses to be summoned and caused to 
appear at the trial. Special sessions may be held at such times as the judge 
shall designate. Sessions may continue as long as may be necessary for the 
court to complete its business. The judge may fix reasonable hours for the 
holding of court. 


Section 5. The sheriff shall attend the sessions of the court in person 
or by deputy. He shall execute all writs and processes of the court, and per- 
form such other duties as he may be required to perform in the county court 
or the circuit court. 


Section 6. The county solicitor elected as provided in Section 6 of Act 
No. 620, H. 1002, approved Nov. 19, 1959 (Acts 1959, v. 2, p. 1524) shall 
be the solicitor of this court. Said solicitor shall attend all sessions of said 
court and do and perform all duties of a solicitor therein and in addition shall 
attend and represent the State at all preliminary hearings therein and shall do 
and perform all duties required of a deputy solicitor by Code of Alabama 
1940, Title 13, Section 256. For such services, he shall be entitled to receive 
as compensation for his services as solicitor of this court the same fees, com- 
missions, percentages, allowances, and other compensation that are or may 
hereafter be allowed to solicitors in the State of Alabama. 


Section 7. (a) The circuit clerk of Lawrence County shall be the ex 
Officio clerk of the court. He shall be entitled to receive an compensation for 
his services as clerk of this court the same fees, commissions, percentages, al- 
lowances, and other compensation that are or may hereafter be, allowed to 
circuit clerks in the State of Alabama. In making his settlement with the state 
or county, as the case may be, the clerk shall retain such fees, commissions, 
percentages or allowances from any monies collected as fees, fines and costs 
in said court. He shall have authority to purchase at county expense, subject 
to the approval of the county governing body, such records, stationery, office 
supplies and equipment as may be necessary to conduct the court’s business. 
He shall keep a seal, which shall be the official seal adopted by the court. Be- 
fore entering upon the performance of his duties as clerk of this court, he 
must give bond as required by law for clerks of county courts. 


(b) It shall be the duty of the clerk to keep all the files and dockets of 
at court in an orderly manner and perform all other duties required by the 
judge. 


(c) The clerk shall have power and authority: (1) to administer oaths 
and take acknowledgements and affidavits; (2) to sign and issue all processes 
issuing out of the court, including warrants, affidavits, summonses, sub- 
poenas, writs, executions, commitments and releases, making the same return- 
able to the court hereby established; (3) to approve bonds in criminal cases, 
including appeal bonds; (4) to enter all judgments, orders and decrees of the 
court; (5) to certify all appeals; (6) to exercise all powers and authority 
which are now or may be hereafter conferred on clerks of the county courts. 


Section 8. The court shall not draw, organize, or empanel grand or 
petit juries. The judge shall decide all issues of fact without the intervention 
of a jury. 
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Section 9. (a) For their attendance upon the court, witnesses shall 
be entitled to the fees and allowances prescribed by law for witnesses in the 
county courts, which fees and allowances shall be taxed, collected, and paid 
in the same manner and according to the same regulations as apply in the cir- 
cuit court. 


(b) In addition to the fees for witnesses, the court shall have authority 
to tax costs and fees for the use of the officers of the county as follows: (1) 
In each criminal case involving an offense of which justices of the peace have 
final jurisdiction, the same as in justice courts; (2) In every other criminat 
case, the same as in county courts, including fees as provided by Section 
87, Title 11, Code 1940, except as provided hereinafter in Section 11. 


(c) A trial tax of Five Dollars ($5.00) shall be collected for the use of 
the county in each criminal case. 


(d) Nocosts shall be taxed in juvenile cases. 


Section 10. Prosecutions may be commenced in the court upon sworn 
complaint made to the judge or clerk of the court, who shall issue a warrant 
of arrest if he is reasonably satisfied that the offense has been committed and 
that there is reasonable cause to believe that the accused is guilty, or upon 
sworn complaint made as prescribed by Code 1940, Title 13, Section 327. 
The case shall be docketed for trial, and the trial shall be held and conducted 
as trials are conducted in the county courts. 


Section 11. Any party may appeal from a judgment rendered against 
him to the circuit court by giving written notice within five days after rendi- 
tion of the judgment and execution of a bond, with sufficient sureties, for 
payment of costs in the case, in both the intermediate court and the circuit 
court. Upon giving such notice and bond for costs, execution on the judgment 
shall be stayed pending the appeal to the circuit court. Such appeals shall be 
governed by Article 6 of Chapter 8, Title 13, Code of Alabama 1940, except 
as herein otherwise provided. 


Section 12. The judge of the court shall have the power to punish for 
contempt in all cases where the judges of the circuit courts of this State may 
punish for contempt, be fine not exceeding fifty dollars ($50) and by impris- 
onment not to exceed five days, or by both fine and imprisonment. 


Section 13. The county court of Lawrence County is hereby abolished, 
and all cases pending in such abolished court when this act becomes effective 
shall be transferred from the docket of that court to the new court created by 
this act. The cases thus transferred shall proceed in the new court as though 
begun therein. This court shall have the same power to control judgments 
rendered by the abolished court and to issue executions and other processes 
thereon in all respects as through the judgments had been rendered by it. 


Section 14. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of the 
act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect the 
part which remains. 


Section 15. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are 
repealed. 


Section 16. This act shall become effective on the first of the month 
next following its approval by the Governor or its otherwise becoming a law.

No more than one member of the Committee shall serve on the 
House Ways and Means Committee and no more than one member shall serve 
on the Senate Finance and Taxation Committee. The chairman of said Com- 
mittee shall be elected by the Committee from among its members. The Com- 
mittee shall meet at the call of the chairman. The expenses incurred in the 
operation of said Committee shall be paid out of the funds appropriated for the 
use of the Legislature, however they shall not exceed $20,000 for the fiscal 
year ending September 30, 1971, nor $50,000 for each of the fiscal years ending 
September 30, 1972 and September 3, 1973. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED That the Committee herein established 
shall be dissolved upon the election of a Joint Fiscal Committee provided for 
pursuant to an Act of the current session of the Legislature and all of its rec- 
ords, books, funds and other properties shall be transferred to such other 
committee.

WHEREAS the U. S. Congress now has pending before it House Reso- 
lution 650 and House Bill 3274 by Mr. Dickinson of Alabama, Mr. Mc- 
Closkey, and Mr. Andrews of Alabama, both of which authorize the Secre- 
tary of Commerce to transfer surplus Liberty ships to States for use in marine 
life conservation programs; and 


WHEREAS the State of Alabama desires to obtain one or more of said 
surplus Liberty ships for the purpose of sinking them offshore in the Gulf of 
Mexico in order to create artificial snapper reefs and marine life havens for 
the benefit of Alabama fishermen; and 


WHEREAS the creation of these artificial snapper reefs and marine life 
havens would be a great boom to the tourist trade in Alabama and of special 
benefit and interest to the salt water fishermen who fish Alabama’s offshore 
coastal waters; and 


WHEREAS this is one of the best uses for which said Liberty ships 
could be placed; and 


WHEREAS the above bills have been referred to the U. S. House Mer- 
chant Marine and Fisheries Committee which will hold a hearing on said bills 
on June 8, 1971; and 
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WHEREAS W. F. Anderson, Chief of the Alabama Seafoods Division 
of the Department of Conservation, will attend said Committee hearing in 
order to encourage the passage of said bills; now therefore 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That the Legislature of Alabama 
does memorialize Congress to pass either House Resolution 650 or House Bill 
3274 authorizing the transfer of surplus Liberty ships to the states for use in 
marine life conservation programs.

Section 1. (a) The word “department” means the state department of 
revenue. (b) The word “county” means Washington County, Alabama. (c) 
The word “annual” means the calendar year, of the taxpayer’s fiscal year, 
when permission is obtained from the department to use a fiscal year as a tax 
period in lieu of a calendar year. (d) The word “value” means the sale price 
or market value at the mouth of the well. If the oil or gas is exchanged for 
something other than cash, or if there is no sale at the time of severance, or if 
the relation between the buyer and the seller is such that the consideration 
paid, if any, is not indicative of the true value or market price, then the de- 
partment shall determine the value of the oil or gas subject to the tax herein- 
after provided for, considering the sale price for cash of oil or gas of like 
quality. (e) The word “oil” means crude petroleum oi! and other hydrocar- 
bons regardless of gravity, which are produced at the well in liquid form by 
ordinary production methods and which are not the result of condensation of 
gas after it leaves the well. (f) The word “gas” means all natural gas, includ- 
ing casinghead gas, and all other hydrocarbons not defined as oil in subsec- 
tion (e) above. (g) The word “severed” means the extraction or withdrawing 
from the soil or water or from below the surface of the soil or water of any 
oil or gas, whether such extraction or withdrawal shall be by natural flow, 
mechanically enforced flow, pumping, or any other means employed to get 
the oil or gas from the soil or water or from below the surface of the soil or 
water. (h) The word “person” means any natural person, firm, co-partner- 
ship, joint venture, association, corporation, estate, trust, any other group or 
combination acting as a unit, and the plural as well as the singular number. 
(i) The word “producer” means any person engaging or continuing in the 
business of oil or gas production in Washington County, which, for the pur- 
pose of this act, includes the owning, controlling, managing, or leasing any oil 
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or gas property or oil or gas well; and producing in any manner any oil or 
gas by taking it from the soil or waters, or from beneath the soil or waters of 
Washington County, and further includes receiving money or other valuable 
consideration as royalty or rental for oil or gas produced or because of oil or 
gas produced, whether produced by him or by some other person on his be- 
half, either by lease, contract, or otherwise, and whether the royalty consists 
of a portion of the oil or gas produced being run to his account or a payment 
in money or other valuable consideration. 


Section 2. (a) In addition to the state privilege tax levied upon per- 
sons engaging in the business of producing or severing oil or gas or other hy- 
drocarbons from the soil or waters of this state pursuant to Act No. 2, H. 47, 
approved May 19, 1945 (Gen. Acts 1945, p. 20), there is hereby levied, and 
to be collected as hereinafter provided, annual privilege taxes upon every per- 
son engaging or continuing to engage within Washington County, Alabama in 
the business of producing or severing oil or gas as defined herein, from the 
soil or the waters, or from beneath the soil or the waters of said county for 
sale, transport, storage, profit, or for use. The amount of such tax shall be 
measured at the rate of one per cent of the gross value of said oil or gas at 
the point of production. 


(b) The tax is hereby levied upon the basis of the entire production in 
Washington County, including what is known as the royalty interest, on 
which production the amount of such tax shall be a lien, regardless of the 
place of sale or to whom sold, or by whom used, or the fact that the delivery 
may be made to points outside the state or county; and the tax shall accrue at 
the time such oil or gas is severed from the soil or the waters, or from be- 
neath the soil or waters of said county, and in its natural, unrefined or un- 
manufactured condition. 


Section 3. (a) The privilege tax hereby imposed in Washington 
County is levied upon the producers of such oil or gas in the proportion of 
their ownership at the time of severance, but, except as otherwise herein pro- 
vided, the tax shall be paid by the person in charge of the production opera- 
tions in said county who is hereby authorized, empowered, and required to 
deduct from any amount due to producers of such production at the time of 
severance, the proportionate amount of the tax herein levied before making 
payments to such producers. The tax shall become due and payable as pro- 
vided by this act; and such tax shall constitute a first lien upon any of the oil 
or gas so produced when in the possession of the original producer or any 
purchaser of such oil or gas in its unmanufactured state or condition. In the 
event the person in charge of production operations fails to pay the tax, then 
the department shall proceed against the producer to collect the tax in the 
manner hereinafter provided by this act. 


(b) When any person in charge of production operations shall sell the 
oil or gas produced by him, the purchaser shall account for the tax. 


(c) When any person in charge of production operations shall use or 
dispose of the oil or gas for fuel or any other purpose, he shall withhold the 
tax imposed by this act; and if he is required to pay other interest holders, he 
is hereby authorized, empowered, and required to deduct from any amounts 
due them the amount of tax levied and due under the provisions of this act 
before making payment to them. 


_(d) Every person in charge of production operations by which oil or 
gas is severed from the soil or waters, or from beneath the soil or waters, of 
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said county who fails to deduct and withhold, as required herein, the amount 
of tax from sale or purchase price, when such oil or gas is sold or purchased 
under contract or agreement, or on the open market, or otherwise, shall be 
liable for the full amount of taxes, interest, and penalties due; and the depart- 
ment shall proceed to collect the tax from the person in charge of production 
operations, under the provisions of this act, as if he were the producer of the 
oil or gas. 


Section 4. The state department of revenue is hereby authorized and 
directed to administer and enforce the provisions of this act and to collect all 
of the taxes levied under the provisions herein. To that end said department is 
authorized to promulgate and enforce all necessary rules and regulations to 
effectuate the purposes of this act. All such rules and regulations duly pro- 
mulgated shall have the force and effect of law. 


Section 5. All laws, and rules and regulations of the department of 
revenue relating to assessments and the manner and time of payment of the 
tax levied by Act No. 2, H. 47, approved May 19, 1945 (General Acts 1945, 
p. 20), as amended, requiring reports from dealers and prescribing penalties 
for violations shall apply with equal force to the tax levied by this act as fully 
as if set out herein. 


Section 6. The department of revenue is hereby authorized to charge 
the county for collecting the special tax levied by this act whenever said de- 
partment incurs costs therefor which are in addition to the costs for collecting 
the state oil and gas tax levied by Act No. 2, H. 47, approved May 19, 1945, 
as amended. The amount charged shall be such amount as the commissioner 
of revenue and the county governing body shall agree upon, but shall not ex- 
ceed ten percent of the amount collected. Such charges, if any, for collecting 
the taxes for the county may be deducted each month from the proceeds of 
the taxes collected before certifying the amount thereof due the county for 
that month. The commissioner of revenue shall pay into the state treasury all 
county taxes collected under this act, as such taxes are received by the depart- 
ment of revenue. On or before the tenth day of each successive month 
(commencing with the month following the month in which the department 
makes the first collections hereunder), the commissioner shall certify to the 
state comptroller the amount of taxes collected under the provisions of this 
act and paid by him into the state treasury for the benefit of Washington 
County during the month immediately preceding the making of such certifi- 
cate. Provided, that before certifying the amount of taxes paid into the state 
treasury for the benefit of the county during each month, the commissioner 
may deduct from the taxes collected in such month any charges due the de- 
partment for the collection of the taxes for the county. From the amount paid 
into the State Treasury for the benefit of Washington County under the provi- 
sions of this act it shall be the duty of the comptroller to issue his warrants 
each month payable as follows: Each year the first $150,000 shall be paid to 
the custodian of the Washington County School Funds and after the payment 
of said $150,000 each year the balance of said funds shall be divided and 
paid 4 to the custodian of the Washington County School Funds and % to 
the custodian of the General Fund of Washington County. The amounts paid 
under the provisions of this act into the Washington County School Funds 
may be expended by the Washington County Board of Education for any 
public education purposes in Washington County and the amounts deposited 
to credit of the General Fund of Washington County may be expended by the 
county governing body in the same manner and for the same purposes as are 
other monies in said general fund. 
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Section 7. Any party making or participating in a false return made 
under the provisions of this act or incorporated herein shall be guilty of per- 
jury and upon conviction shall be punished in the manner prescribed by law. 


Section 8. If it is brought to the attention of the department that any 
producer is guilty of violating any of the provisions of this act, the depart- 
ment is hereby authorized and required, through lawfully authorized counsel, 
to proceed in the courts of the State to obtain a writ of injunction, which writ 
shall be granted by the court when applied for in the manner prescribed by 
law. The department, however, is hereby relieved of the requirement to fur- 
nish bond of any character. 


Section 9. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of the 
act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect the 
part which remains. 


Section 10. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are 
repealed. 


Section 11. This act shall become effective October 1, 1971.

Section 1. This Act shall apply only to the City of Prichard, Alabama. 


Section 2. The residents of any area in Sections One (1), Two (2), 
Three (3), Ten (10), Eleven (11), Twelve (12) and Thirty-seven (37) of 
Township 3 South, Range 2 West, and Section Seven (7) of Township 3 
South, Range 1 West of Mobile County, Alabama, may, at any time before 
the expiration of three years from the date of the enactment of this Act, file a 
petition with the Judge of Probate of Mobile County asking that an election 
be called to determine whether or not the area described in the petition shall 
remain a part of the corporate limits of Prichard. The petition filed with the 
probate judge must be signed by at least fifty per cent of the qualified voters 
residing within the area described in the petition, and the area must contain 
at least one hundred sixty acres, and must not leave any territory remaining 
within the corporate limits noncontiguous. A map or plat shall be filed with 
the petitions showing the boundaries of said city and the area proposed to be 
excluded therefrom. 


Section 3. Upon the presentation of such a petition, accompanied by a 
map or plat, the judge of probate shall file the same and shall give notice of 
the holding of such election by publication in some newspaper published 
within said city or Mobile County, one publication thereof for at least seven 
days being sufficient; which notice shall state the day on which such election 
is to be held, describing the area proposed to be excluded and stating that 
map of such territory is on file in the office of the judge of probate of Mobile 
County, open to public inspection. 


Section 4. Such election shall be held at the regular voting place 
within the territory proposed to be excluded from the corporate limits, if 
there is one, or such other location as may be designated by the probate judge. 
Only electors residing within such territory shall have a right to vote in said 
election. 


Section 5. The election to determine whether or not the area shall be 
excluded from the corporate limits of said city shall be conducted in all re- 
spects as provided by the general election laws and under the same sanctions 
and penalties, except as changed by the provisions of this Act. The following 
words shall be written or printed on the ballot “For exclusion from the corpo- 
rate limits” and “against exclusion from the corporate limits.” The judge of 
probate shall appoint the inspectors, clerks and a returning officer to hold said 
election, and the inspectors, as soon as the polls are closed must ascertain and 
certify the result of the election to the probate judge and deliver the same to 
the returning officer, who must at once return the same to the judge of pro- 
bate and the judge of probate must canvass the returns as made by the 
inspectors and if it appears that a majority of the votes cast at the election 
were “For exclusion from the corporate limits”, the judge of probate must 
make and enter an order on the record of the probate court adjudging and 
decreeing that the corporate limits of said city are reduced by excluding there- 
from the territory as defined in the petition and designated on the plat or 
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map attached thereto, and that the legal corporate limits of said city are the 
same as those of the city prior to the election, excluding therefrom the area 
described in the petition and shown on the map attached thereto. 


Section 6. If a majority of the votes cast at the election were “Against 
exclusion from the corporate limits,” the limits of the city remain unchanged 
and the judge of probate shall enter an order dismissing the petition. 


Section 7. The result of such election may be contested by any quali- 
fied elector voting at the election under the same provisions are provided by 
general law for contesting the election of justice of the peace, making the city 
the contestee. 


Section 8. The City of Prichard shall pay all costs and expenses inci- 
dent to such election. 


Section 9. The judge of probate for services rendered under the provi- 
sions of this Act shall be entitled to a fee of twenty dollars. All other officers 
shall be entitled to the same compensation for services rendered by them as 
they are authorized by law, and the City of Prichard shall pay the same, ex- 
cept in the case of a contest as herein provided, the cost of such contest to be 
paid by the party against whom such contest is decided.

That in all civil cases arising in Montgomery County, 
wherein the amount involved does not exceed five hundred dollars or the 
value of the property sued for in an action of detinue does not exceed five 
hundred dollars, and in all cases of forcible entry and detainer and unlawful 
detainer cognizable in said county, the said Court shall have and exercise 
final jurisdiction, but it shall not have jurisdiction to try and determine ac- 
tions of libel, slander, assault and battery, ejectment or actions in the nature 
of ejectment.” 


Section 2. Section 10 of Act No. 905, H. 1510, Regular Session 1961, 
an act creating the Montgomery County Court (Acts 1961, v. 2, p. 1433), as 
heretofore amended, is hereby further amended to read as follows: 


“Section 10. That the salary of the Judge of this Court shall be Eight- 
een Thousand Dollars per annum, payable in equal Monthly installments out 
of the general fund of the treasury of Montgomery County, upon warrants 
drawn upon the county treasury, in the same manner as the salaries of the 
other county officers are now paid.”

Section 4. That if for any reason any section, clause, or provisions of 
this Act shall be declared invalid or unconstitutional, it shall not be deemed 
or held to affect any other section, clause, or provision, but the same shall re- 
main in full force and effect.

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Milo Howard as director of that department, and to replace the same with a 
flag which is an emblem of far greater significance and historic value to Ala- 
bama; and 


WHEREAS prior to the secession of Alabama from the Union, this 
State had always used the United States flag on formal occasions, but when 
the Secession Convention met in Montgomery and voted January 11, 1861 to 
withdraw from the Union, a flag made by the ladies of Montgomery was pre- 
sented at the request of the donors by Mr. William Lowndes Yancey, leader 
of the Secession movement, at which time he delivered an eloquent address 
describing the beautiful symbolism incorporated in this flag; and 


WHEREAS after resolutions had been introduced accepting the flag and 
expressing appreciation for it, but before the adoption of such resolutions Mr. 
William R. Smith of Tuscaloosa, an opponent of Secession, got the floor and 
delivered a fiery and patriotic speech expressing his surprise at the flag’s pres-

WHEREAS Mr. Smith with much impassionment recounted the glories 
that had been achieved under the glittering folds of the Star Spangled Banner

WHEREAS even this ardent opponent of Secession was impelled to say, 
“Presented by the daughters of Alabama! The history of the world teaches, 
that in times of trouble and anger to her country, woman is always in the 
van. Her heroism is reserved for revolutions. . . . What wonder then that 
now, in these stirring times, when ‘grim-visaged war’ wrinkles the brow of 
Peace—what wonder that the daughters of Alabama should thus endeavor to 
impart to our veins the burning currents of their enthusiasm! What wonder 
that they should strive, by these graceful devices of female ingenuity, to lift 
us up to the height of their own hallowed inspiration! 


“We accept this flag; and though it glows with but a single star, may 
that star increase in magnitude and brilliancy, until it out-rivals the historic 
glories of the Star Spangled Banner’; and 


WHEREAS this glorious flag which once flew above our Capitol dome 
was years later located in 1929 by Miss Fannie Hails of the Alabama Depart- 
ment of Archives and History in the Iowa Historical Memorial and Art De- 
partment where it was labeled “captured Confederate battleflag” and where 
records indicate it was taken by Wilson’s Raiders near the end of the war, 
and although it was not actually returned to Alabama until 1938 after re- 
peated and sustained efforts to obtain its release; and 


WHEREAS the Ladies Memorial Association and the United Daughters 
of the Confederacy in Montgomery, on behalf of the ladies of Alabama, have 
graciously donated to Alabama a replica of the beautiful flag which was pre- 
sented to the Alabama Secession Convention; now therefore

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petroleum products and to require the making of applications for such per- 
mits and payment of a permit fee; to authorize the Board of Agriculture and 
Industries to establish minimum standards for such petroleum products; to re- 
quire complicance with such standards; to provide for enforcement of this 
act, including provisions for maintenance of records and for labeling, sam- 
pling and testing such products, provisions prohibiting adulteration thereof, 
and provisions for penalties for violation of this act; to prohibit the sale, of- 
fering for sale, storage or use in this State of petroleum products not meeting 
the said standards; to impose an inspection fee in respect of each such petro- 
leum product; to provide for the disposition of such inspection fees and any 
penalties collected under this act; to provide that violation of this act consti- 
tutes a misdemeanor; and to repeal Article 21 of Chapter 1 of Title 2 of the 
Code of Alabama of 1940 and subdivision 2 of Article 26 of the said Chapter 
1. 


H. 47. To amend Sections 697, 712, and 713 of Title 51 of the Code 
of Alabama of 1940, as heretofore amended, so as to make further provisions 
with respect to motor vehicle licenses and registration fees, including provi- 
sions respecting the disposition of the proceeds of the said licenses and fees.

cure deposits of funds of the state and its instrumentalities and agencies and 
shall be lawful for the investment of trust funds; to provide for the use of the 
proceeds of the bonds; to make appropriations and pledge funds necessary to 
pay the principal of and interest on the bonds; to authorize the Authority to 
pledge for payment of the said principal and interest the moneys appropriated 
and pledged in this act for that purpose; to provide that if any portion of this 
act is held invalid such holding shall not affect the validity of any other por- 
tion hereof; and to specify the effective date of this act.

Section 1. The board of revenue, court of county commissioners or 
other like governing body of Cherokee County is hereby authorized to appro- 
priate or expend county funds for the purpose of providing contributions for 
the use of any organized and established volunteer rescue squad operating 
within the county. After the county governing body shall have duly adopted 
and recorded in its minutes a resolution to make such contributions, payment 
shall be made from any funds in the county treasury not otherwise appropri- 
ated upon the warrant of the chairman of the county governing body. 


Section 2. The governing body of any municipality in Cherokee 
County is likewise authorized to contribute municipal funds to such rescue 
squad when its governing body shall have duly adopted and recorded in its 
minutes a resolution to make such contributions. Payment shall be made 
from municipal funds upon the warrant signed by the mayor or other presid- 
ing officer of the municipal governing body. 


Section 3. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of the 
Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 4. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

8, 1967; Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: Act No. 103, H. 363, 
approved June 18, 1953 (Acts of Alabama, 1953, pages 145-154) which pro- 
vides for the establishment of a City of Dothan Pension and Retirement Sys- 
tem, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


Section 1. There is hereby established for the City of Dothan, herein- 
after called the “City,” a Pension and Retirement System, hereinafter called 
the “System”, which shall exist and be maintained for the benefit of the per- 
sons hereinafter named, the funds for which shall be derived and raised in the 
manner hereinafter provided. 


Section 2. Membership. The membership of the System shall be com- 
posed as follows: (1) All persons who are employees and retired employees 
of the City of Dothan on the date of the enactment of this Act. (2) All per- 
sons who become employees after the date of the enactment of this law, there 
becoming members to be a condition of their employment. Elected Officials, 
City Attorneys, the City Recorder, independent contractors, and temporary 
employees employed for less than ninety (90) days shall not be eligible for 
membership. (3) Employees drafted or entering directly into the Armed 
Forces of the United States during a national emergency, provided such em- 
ployee does not withdraw his contributions as provided in Section 4 (1), and 
provided such employee returns to the service of the City within one (1) year 
after having been honorably discharged from the Armed Forces, and such 
employee avails himself of the first opportunity for discharge or release from 
the service following the cessation of hostilities, which return to the service of 
the City during this period of one (1) year after such honorable discharge or 
release shall entitle such employee to credit for continuous service toward the 
attainment of conditions required for retirement or benefits. 


Section 3. Pension Board. (1) There is hereby created a Pension 
Board who shal! act as Trustees, and in whom is vested the general adminis- 
tration and management of the System, and the making effective the provi- 
sions of this Act. The members of the Pension Board, all of whom shall serve 
without compensation, shall consist of the Mayor and-or President of the 
Board of Commissioners of the City, Chairman of the City Board of Educa- 
tion, the City Attorney, the Treasurer of the City of Dothan, who shall be the 
treasurer of the System and be bonded as required by the Pension Board, and 
an Employee-Department Head to be chosen by other Employee-Department 
Heads. (2) The Mayor shall act at all times as chairman of the Pension 
Board, and in his absence, the majority of the Board shall elect a Chairman 
to act in his stead. A majority of the Board shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business, and any action taken shall be approved in writing by 
not less than three (3) of its members. The Pension Board shall hold such 
meetings as are necessary to transact its business, and in any event not less 
than one (1) meeting each three (3) months. The City Clerk shall act as Sec- 
retary of the Pension Board and shall give sufficient notice to its members of 
all meetings called by its chairman and shall keep a written minute record of 
all meetings, and shall attest all official written documents of the board, 
which shall be written into the official document records of the City Clerk’s 
Office. All necessary accounting records shall be kept under the supervision 
of and in the office of the Clerk-Treasurer of the City, and the necessary cler- 
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ical expense and supplies for keeping required records shall be deemed as an 
authorized expenditure from the general funds of the City. Payments from 
funds shall be made by check drawn by the Clerk-Treasurer and counter- 
signed by the Chairman, after having been authorized and directed by the 
Board as shown in the minutes. (3) Oath of office of the Pension board mem- 
bers. All members of the Pension Board, as trustees for the System within ten 
(10) days after his appointment or election, shall take an Oath of Office that 
he will diligently and honestly administer the affairs of the Pension Board and 
that he will not knowingly violate or willingly permit to be violated any of the 
provisions of law applicable to the System. Such oath shall be subscribed to 
by the members making same, certified by the official before whom it is 
oe and immediately filed in the Office of the Probate Judge of Houston 
ounty. 


Section 4. The method of financing and composition of funds. All of 
the assets of the System shall be accounted for according to the purpose for 
which they are held among three (3) funds, namely, the Annuity Fund, the 
Pension Accumulation Fund and the Retirement Fund. (1) The Annuity 
Fund shall be a fund in which shall be accumulated contributions from the 
compensation of members. Contributions to and payments from the Annuity 
Fund shall be made as follows: (a) Five per cent (5 per cent) to be deducted 
from each member’s pay on each and every payroll. Each member, as a con- 
dition of his or her employment, shall be deemed to consent and agree to the 
deduction provided for herein and the payment of such salary or compensa- 
tion less such deductions shall be a complete and full discharge and acquit- 
tance of all claims and demands whatsoever for the services rendered by such 
person during the period covered by such payment, except as to the benefit 
provided under this Act. The deductions herein provided for shall be made 
notwithstanding that the minimum compensation provided for by law for any 
member shall be reduced thereby. Each amount so deducted shall be paid 
into the Annuity Fund, and shall be credited to the individual account of the 
member from whose compensation said deduction was made. (b) Member- 
ship in the System is canceled upon termination of employment, and upon 
such termination the amount of the deduction made from such employee’s 
compensation shall be refunded out of the Annuity Fund on the following 
basis and conditions: Members employed five years and less all annuity pay- 
roll deductions, less ten per cent (10 per cent) of such deductions, which 
shall be deemed as payment to the System to cover the cost of protection af- 
forded therein during the term of membership. Members employed over five 
(5) years and less than ten (10) years, all annuity payroll deductions, less 
five per cent (5 per cent) of such deductions, which shall be deemed as pay- 
ment to the System to cover the cost of protection afforded therein during the 
term of membership. Members employed ten (10) years and over, all annuity 
payroll deductions, less two and one-half per cent (214 per cent) of such de- 
ductions, which shall be deemed as payment to the System to cover the cost 
of protection afforded therein during the term of membership. Upon termina- 
tion by death, all annuity payroll deductions shall be returned to the properly 
designated beneficiary of the member without any charge or deduction being 
made for protection as mentioned above. (c) Upon the termination of em- 
ployment and membership in the System, the amount deducted from the re- 
fund to such employee as provided in Sub-Section (b) above, shall be trans- 
ferred into the Retirement Fund hereinafter provided for. (d) Upon the re- 
tirement of any employee-member of the System the amount of the annuity 
funds accumulated or deposited to the credit of such retired employee, shall 
be transferred and credited to the individual account of the retired member in 
the Retirement Fund. All payments to such retired employee shall be charged

to his individual account, so as to indicate from time to time the total 
amounts paid to such employee as benefits under the system. (2) Pension Ac- 
cumulation Fund. The Pension Accumulation Fund shall be a fund into which 
the City of Dothan shall deposit each month a sum equal to the payroll annuity 
deductions from employee-members’ salaries. (a) Upon the termination of em- 
ployment and membership in the System, the amounts deposited into the Pen- 
sion Accumulation Fund to the credit of such employee terminating employ- 
ment and membership shall be transferred from the Pension Accumulation 
Fund into the Retirement Fund to be used for the payment of retirement bene- 
fits hereinafter provided for. (b) Upon the retirement of any member as here- 
inafter provided disabled for, the amounts deposited into the Pension Accumu- 
lation Fund to the credit of such retiring employee shall be transferred from the 
Pension Accumulation Fund into the Retirement Fund and credited to the indi- 
vidual account of the retired employee-member as provided in Section 4 (1) 
(d) above, who shall receive benefits from the Retirement Funds as hereinafter 
provided. All payments to such retired employee shall be charged to his individ- 
ual account, so as to indicate from time to time the total amounts paid to such 
employee as benefits under the System. (3) The Retirement Fund. The Retire- 
ment Fund shall be a fund into which shall be deposited all funds transferred 
from the Annuity Fund and from the Pension Accumulation Fund as provided 
for Sub-Sections (1) and (2) above of Section 4, from which retirement bene- 
fits are paid. (a) In addition to transfers from the Annuity and Pension Ac- 
cumulation Funds, the Pension Board may take by gift, grant, device or be- 
quest, any money, personal property, real estate, or interest therein for the 
benefit of the fund. (b) All amounts in excess of the amount protected by the 
Federal Depositors Insurance Corporation or similar plan by the Federal 
Government deposited in any bank or savings and loan association in any of 
the three (3) funds provided for herein shall be forthwith invested in bonds 
or securities which are direct obligations of the United States of America. All 
amounts deposited in any such bank or savings and loan association in excess 
of amounts required to pay monthly benefits shall be placed on deposit so as 
to draw interest. Interest and earnings from investments and deposits shall be 
deposited into the Retirement Fund. (c) Every three (3) years the System 
shall be reviewed by a reputable actuary selected by the Pension Board. The 
Pension Board upon receipt of the report of such actuary shall make recom- 
mendations to the legislative delegation and City officials for any needed revi- 
sions. 


Section 5. Creditable service. For the purpose of attainment of the pe- 
riod of service required for retirement under the provisions of this Act, the 
following conditions shall prevail and none other: (1) All persons who are 
employees and retired employees of the City of Dothan on the date of the en- 
actment of this Act and who were members of the Alabama Employees Re- 
tirement System, shall receive credit for all prior service evidenced by Ala- 
bama Employees Retirement System prior years certificates, and so long as 
membership continues, such prior service certificate shall be final and conclu- 
sive for retirement purposes as to such service credited prior to this Act, ex- 
cept that any such certificate found to be inaccurate as to actual prior service 
according to records in the City Clerk’s Office may be amended by resolution 
of the governing body of the City with the concurrence of the Pension Board 
upon certification of the City Clerk as to the actual service prior to the City 
of Dothan’s withdrawal from the Alabama Employees Retirement System any 
employee should have credit for. (2) Employee-members drafted or entering 
directly into the Armed Forces of the United States and complying with Sec- 
tion 2, Sub-Section (3), will receive credit for continuous service. (3) Credit- 
able service at retirement on which retirement allowances of a member shall 
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be based, shall consist of the membership service rendered by him since he 
last became a member, and also if he has a prior service certificate which is 
in full force and effect, the amount of the service certified on his prior service 
certificate. (4) Anything in this Act to the contrary notwithstanding, any 
member having twenty-five (25) or more years of creditable service shall be 
eligible to continue in the membership of the System whether employed by 
the City or not, until he files application for service retirement, at which time 
he shall be eligible for all benefits for full retirement, at which time he shall 
be eligible for all benefits for full retirement as though all other conditions 
and requirements had been attained and fulfilled. Continuation of employment 
beyond twenty-five (25) years shall entitle such an employee’s benefits to be 
computed on the basis of his total years service multiplied by fifty per cent 
(50 per cent) of his highest average annual salary for any previous consecu- 
tive five (5) years, and divided by twenty-five (25). 


Section 6. Service retirement benefits. (1) Any member in service may 
retire upon written application to the Pension Board setting forth at what 
time, not less than thirty (30) days nor more than ninety (90) days subse- 
quent to the execution and filing thereof, he desires to be retired, provided 
said member at the time so specified for his retirement shall have become dis- 
abled, attained the age, and-or served the period required under the provi- 
sions of this Act which said employee desires to be retired. (2) Full Retire- 
ment. Any employee-member who shall have served or accumulated twenty- 
five (25) years of creditable service, shall be eligible for full retirement. Such 
employee may be retired upon proper application and for the rest of his life 
receive as a retirement allowance a sum payable from the Retirement Fund 
amounting to the number of years creditable service accumulated multiplied 
by fifty per cent (50 per cent) of his highest average annual salary for any 
previous consecutive five years divided by twenty-five (25) payable in 
monthly installments. (3) Any employee-member who has attained the age of 
sixty (60) of his last birthday, and has served or accumulated a total of fif- 
teen (15) years creditable service, may retire voluntarily for reasons of his 
own. Upon retirement under the provisions of this section, such employee 
shall receive as a retirement allowance the rest of his life, a sum payable from 
the Retirement Fund equal to the number of years creditable service accumu- 
lated multiplied by fifty per cent (50 per cent) of his highest average annual 
salary for any previous consecutive five (5) years and divided by twenty-five 
(25), payable in monthly installments. Any employee-member who has 
reached the age of sixty-eight (68) years, and has accumulated at least ten 
years creditable service shall be retired forthwith, and upon proper applica- 
tion shall receive for the rest of his life as a retirement allowance a sum paya- 
ble from the Retirement Fund amounting to the number of years of credita- 
ble service accumulated, multiplied by fifty per cent (50 per cent) of his 
highest average annual salary for any previous consecutive five (5S) years and 
divided by twenty-five (25) payable in monthly installments. (4) Disability 
Retirement. Any employee-member who has served or accumulated as much 
as ten (10) years creditable service, may be retired on a disability retirement 
allowance, provided that a Medical Board, to be composed of the County 
Health Officer and two (2) other practicing medical doctors designated by 
the President of the Houston County Medical Association, after an examina- 
tion of such employee, shall certify that such member is mentally or physi- 
cally incapacitated for further performance of duty, that such incapacity is 
likely to be permanent and that such member should be retired. Upon retire- 
ment for disability, such employee-member shall receive as a retirement al- 
Jowance for the rest of his life, unless such amount shall be modified or 
changed by proper action as hereinafter provided for, a sum payable from the 
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Retirement Fund amounting to fifty per cent (SO per cent) of his highest av- 
erage annual salary for any previous consecutive five (5) years multiplied by 
the number of years creditable service limited to a maximum of twenty (20), 
and divided by twenty (20) payable in monthly installments. (5) Any mem- 
ber who as a result of his employment, in line of duty or while discharging 
his duties, or in the performance of his duties, or as a result of hazardous as- 
signment, and not the result of his own misconduct, shall become perma- 
nently and totally to the extent that he cannot perform properly his former 
duties of employment or his duties of a less strenuous nature, as an employee 
of the City of Dothan, shall be retired, which action shall be initiated by the 
head of his department, and shall receive the same retirement allowance as if 
he had served as an employee for twenty (20) years and become totally disa- 
bled as provided in Section 6 (4) hereof. Provided, however, that such re- 
tired member shall submit to medical examinations hereinafter required. In 
the event an employee retired under this section shall be found mentally and 
physically capable of performing duties of a less strenuous nature then such 
employee may, upon the concurrence of the Pension Board and the Govern- 
ing Body, be employed in such capacity at the prevailing salary for such work 
as is provided by the City of Dothan Civil Service System. Upon the return to 
employment from retirement under this section, the period of retirement, to- 
gether with all prior services shall be credited to such employee, in the ulti- 
mate attainment of full retirement or such portion thereof as may be earned 
under the provisions of this Act. Any such employee who returns to work or 
continues his employment in work of a less strenuous nature at a reduced rate 
of pay may be ultimately retired on the basis of his highest five (5) years av- 
erage salary, provided he shall, while employed at such reduced rate of pay, 
continue to pay to the System by payroll deduction five per cent (5 per cent) 
of the highest consecutive five (5) years average salary. The City’s contribu- 
tion to the Pension Fund shall be at the same rate of 5 per cent. (6) Re-ex- 
amination of members retired on the account of disability. Once each year 
during the first five (5) years following the retirement of a member on a disa- 
bility allowance and once in every three (3) year period thereafter, the Pen- 
sion Board may, and upon his application shall, require any member so re- 
tired who has not yet attained the age of sixty (60), to undergo a medical ex- 
amination, such examination to be made at the place of residence of such 
members, or other place mutually agreed upon by a physician or physicians 
of, or designated by the Medical Board. Should any member drawing disabil- 
ity retirement allowance who has not attained the age of sixty (60) refuse to 
submit to such medical examination, his allowance will be discontinued until 
such member submits to an examination, and should his refusal continue for 
one (1) year, all his right in and to his pension may be revoked by the Pen- 
sion Board. Should the Medical Board report and certify to the Pension 
Board that a member retired on disability is engaged in or is able to engage in 
a gainful occupation paying more than the difference between his retirement 
allowance and his average final compensation and should the Pension Board 
concur in such report, then the amount of his pension shall be reduced to an 
amount which, together with his annuity and the amount earnable by him, 
shall equal the amount of his highest average final compensation for the con- 
secutive five (5) years of his or her employment with the City. Should his 
earning capacity be later changed, the amount of his pension may be further 
modified; provided, that the new pension shall not exceed the amount of the 
pension originally granted, nor an amount which when added to the amount 
earnable by the beneficiary together with his annuity, exceeds the amount of 
his highest average final compensation for any previous consecutive five (5) 
years of his or her employment with the City. 
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Section 7. Death or retired employee. In the event any retired em- 
ployee dies before having received as retirement allowances, a sum equal to 
his annuity payroll deductions, and the like amount deposited to his credit by 
the City in the Pension Accumulation Fund, the balance of this sum shall be 
paid to his properly designated beneficiary in a lump sum payment. 


Section 8. Exemptions. No portion of, or any of the funds or securi- 
ties, either while held by the System or after distribution to employee mem- 
bers as retirement allowances, shall be subject to, or exacted, on account of 
any taxes, nor be subject to garnishment, levy execution, attachment, nor be 
subject to assignment or any process of collection of debts, provided this shall 
not apply to assignments or debts to the System or to the City. No liability of 
the System for the return of contributions shall be subject to assignment and 
payment to personal representatives, except to properly designated benificiar- 
ies in case of death, and no liability of the System for return of contributions 
shall be subject to any process in connection with debts. 


Section 9. Perpetuity of system and relief of members already retired. 
(1) At any time there is an insufficient amount in the Retirement Fund from 
the sources herein provided for to meet the retirement obligations of the sys- 
tem, the City shall appropriate a sufficient amount of its revenue available for 
general purposes to meet such Retirement Fund obligations as they are due 
each month. (2) For the purpose of additional relief and benefit to City em- 
ployee-members already retired, effective upon the end of the first full calen- 
dar month following the passage and approval of this Act, the monthly bene- 
fits of all such retired employees shall be computed upon the basis of said Act 
No. 103, H. 363, approved June 18, 1953, as amended by this Act. Act No. 
424. H. 921, approved August 7, 1961, is hereby repealed. (3) In addition to 
the additional relief and benefit provided in the preceding paragraph, all such 
employee-members already retired and who retire hereafter shall receive an 
increase in their monthly benefits a cost of living increase amounting to one 
per cent (1 per cent) per year for each year of retirement and for each year 
in the future; such increase to be effective on the anniversary date of each 
employee’s retirement. 


Section 10. Retired employees who return to work. Retired employees 
who return to full time work as a City employee will be ineligible to receive 
benefits from the retirement fund while engaged in such full time work. Each 
such employee shall however be required to participate in the retirement sys- 
tem as required of a new employee specified in Section 2 hereof, and shall re- 
tain the full period of creditable service previously earned for retirement. 
Upon his application for retirement again, the period of time he has last 
worked, if less than five years, shall be added to such highest consecutive av- 
erage annual salary for a period to equal five years. If the amounts received, 
however, after returning to work after retirement, are less than before his first 
retirement, such employee upon retiring again shall be allowed to receive 
monthly retirement benefits based upon his highest average annual salary for 
any consecutive five years. 


Section 11. Excess retirement funds and payments. (1) All annuity 
payroll deductions and pension accumulation funds transferred to the Retire- 
ment Fund upon the retirement of any member shall be credited to such 
member’s account and held in trust for no other purpose except for the pay- 
ment of such member’s retirement benefits or to such member’s properly des- 
ignated beneficiary upon termination by death. Payments to such member 
shall be charged against his account, so as to reflect the unpaid balance. (2) 
After the amounts accumulated for such retired member’s credit in (1) above 
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have been paid back to such member as benefits, continued benefits shall be 
paid out of funds accruing to the Retirement Fund under the provisions of 
Section 4 and payment of such continued benefits shall be continually 
charged to such retired member’s account so as to reflect the amount paid in 
excess of credits provided for in (1) above. 


Section 12. Voluntary Participation. All active employees of the City 
at the time this Act is approved who wish to continue as members of the Re- 
tirement System as herein provided shall signify their voluntary participation 
in writing to the Pension Board. The written document signifying such volun- 
tary participation shall be certified to by the various department heads as 
being the signatures of the employees under his supervision and that he wit- 
nessed their signing such document, which shall be recorded in the records of 
the City Clerk’s Office. 


Section 13. Conflicting Laws. All laws in conflict with this Act are here- 
by repealed to the extent of such conflict with this Act. 


Section 14. Effective Date. This Act shall become effective upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or its otherwise becoming a law.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Subject to the applicable provisions of Title 36, Section 63, 
1940 Code of Alabama, as amended, the Director of Public Safety shall! re- 
quire as a condition for reissuing a driver or chauffeurs license that every per- 
son seeking such re-issue shall be re-examined at least once every four years 
for visual acuity. The tests herein required shall be begun on January 1, 
1972, and for the year 1972 the director shall have re-examined all those per- 
sons seeking a re-issued license who were born in an even-numbered year 
during the first fifteen days of each month; in the year 1973, the re-examina- 
tion shall be given those born in an odd-numbered year during the first fifteen 
days of each month; in the year 1974, the re-examination shall be given those 
born in an even-numbered year during the period after the fifteenth day of 
each month; and in 1975 the re-examination shall be given those persons 
born in an odd-numbered year during the period after the fifteenth day of 
each month; in subsequent years the same formula shall be used so that each 
licensed driver in this state shall be given a re-examination at least once every 
four years. 


Section 2. All laws or parts of laws in conflict herewith are repealed. 

Section 3. This act is severable and if any part thereof shall be de- 
clared invalid by a court of competent jurisdiction the declaration shall not 
affect that part which remains. 


This act shall be effective upon its passage and approval by the Gover- 
nor or upon its otherwise becoming law.

To amend House Bill 99 by changing Section 1 to read as follows: 


Section 1. The public schools of a county, including the independent 
cities therein in addition to meeting all of the prerequisites prescribed by law 
or rule or regulation of the State Board of Education, beginning with the 
school year 1971-72, shall also provide at least a required minimum of local 
participation in the cost of operating the schools in the area. The required 
minimum of local participation shall be an amount equal to such proportion 
of the state average of local participation per student in average daily atten- 
dance as the per capita income of the residents of the county for the preceeding 
calendar year bears to the per capita income of the residents of the whole 
state for such year. The State average of local participation per student in av- 
erage daily attendance shall be computed on September 30, 1970, and on the 
same day of the same month each following fifty (Sth) year thereafter and 
shall remain constant for a period of five (5) years after being computed. 
Such state average of local participation shall be computed on the basis of 
local taxes specifically levied, designated, earmarked and appropriated for ed- 
ucational purposes in the several counties and cities of the state. For the pur- 
pose of determining the minimum of local participation required for a county 
or independent city therein to share fully in the minimum program fund for a 
particular year all monies used or available for use that year by the county or 
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city board of education for the operation of schools generally under such 
boards’ jurisdiction shall be deemed and considered a part of such local par- 
ticipation, including all local taxes specifically levied, designated and ear- 
marked for school purposes and all other local funds from any other source. 
The term “local funds from any other source” shall include all special appro- 
priations, contributions, gifts, devises, or bequests made, contributed or given 
to such boards of education by the county, a municipality, a person, a firm, 
or a corporation for use for general educational purposes by the recipient 
board, including funds received from the Federal government under Public 
Law 874. Such term shall include any amounts spent for the amortization of 
bonded indebtedness, utilities and other contributions to such system not re- 
flected on the financial statement of the county or city board of education. 
Contributions, gifts, devises or bequests made for use only at designated 
schools or for designated purposes, however, shall not be included when de- 
termining the amount of such minimum of local participation. For the pur- 
pose of determining whether a county or the independent cities therein are 
providing the minimum local participation required, if the average of partici- 
pation by the county and all the independent cities therein meets the mini- 
mum requirements, then such county and all independent cities therein shall 
be deemed to be meeting the minimum required local participation and shall 
be entitled to participate fully in the minimum program funds. If the average 
of the participation by a county and the independent cities therein does not 
come up to the required minimum of local participation then the share that 
county and the independent city therein are entitled to receive from the ap- 
propriation of the minimum program shall be reduced in the same amount by 
which said county and the independent cities therein fail to come up to the 
minimum requirement. [Any penalty imposed upon a county and all inde- 
pendent city system(s) therein shall be apportioned among such systems 
based upon their present current expense ratios of the minimum program cal- 
culation. This penalty shall not be imposed on such county or city systems 
until the fiscal year following the year during which such county or city sys- 
tems fail to meet such minimum requirements. All such funds as may be 
withheld under the provisions of this act from any county or independent city 
system therein shall be distributed according to the current expense ratio of 
the minimum program allocation among school systems which have met all 
requirements for full participation in the minimum program fund.]

H. 69. To authorize and make provisions for the organization and in- 
corporation of Airport, Industrial Park, and Airport and Industrial Park Au- 
thorities as non-profit public corporations for the promotion of aviation and 
the development and promotion of industry and commerce in local areas of 
the State; to provide for the procedure, manner and conditions of organiza- 
tion and incorporation; to provide for the contents, execution and recording 
of certificates of incorporation; to provide that any such corporation shall be 
governed by a board of directors and to prescribe the number, terms, and

The executive secretary shall keep 
the office of the board of registrars open at such times when the board is not 
in session as is directed by the board of registrars; and he is authorized to 
take applications for registration and acknowledgements thereto, provided he 
is a notary public or some other officer authorized to take acknowledgements 
to deeds or is bonded as such executive secretary in such amount as is pre- 
scribed by the board of registrars. He shall also submit to the board revised 
lists of qualified electors of the county by placing the names of all persons in 
their proper ward, precinct, or district, and eliminating therefrom the names 
of all deceased, insane, nonresident, and fictitious persons, and those convicted 
of disqualifying crimes. The executive secretary shall also attend to all clerical 
work of the board, and he shall devote his entire time to duties imposed by the 
board.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That the boundaries of the City of Tarrant City, in the 
County of Jefferson, State of Alabama, are, subject to the other provisions 
hereof, hereby altered and extended so that said boundaries shall include 
within the corporate limits of said City all of the following described addi- 
tional property not presently located in said City, to-wit: 


Begin at the NW corner of the present Tarrant City Limits, said point 
being the intersection of the centerline of Five Mile Creek with the East 
Right of way line of the Louisville and Nashville Railroad, situated in the 
NE% of the SW14 of Section 6, Township 17, Range 2 West, thence run 
northerly along said East right-of-way of Railroad a distance of 17,424 feet 
more or less to the intersection with the North line of the SW% of the SE%4 
of Section 19, Township 16 South, Range 2 West, run thence East along the 
%-Y%4 Section lines a distance of 11,864 feet more or less to the intersection 
with the South right-of-way line of Pawnee Road; thence Southeasterly along 
said right-of-way a distance of 3,070 feet more or less to the intersection with 
the West right-of-way line of the Tarrant Pinson Road, thence Southwesterly 
along said West right-of-way a distance of 4,630 feet more or less to the in- 
tersection with the West line of the SE% of the SE%4 of Section 28, Town- 
ship 16 South, Range 2 West, thence South along the %4-%4 Section lines a 
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distance of 10,068 feet more or less to the NE corner of the present Tarrant 
City Limits, said point being the SE corner of the NW of the SE% of Sec- 
tion 4, Township 17 South, Range 2 West, thence along the present Tarrant 
City limits to the point of beginning.

siding within the territory described, which is to be annexed to said city, said 
election to be held within forty days from the entry of said order. Said elec- 
tion shall be held to determine whether or not a majority of the voters resid- 
ing within the territory above described to be annexed to said City favor the 
annexation to said City of said territory above described. Said Judge shall 
give notice of the holding of said election by publication in a newspaper of 
general circulation published in Jefferson County, Alabama, once a week for 
four weeks preceding the date of said election and also by posting notices at 
three public places in the part of said territory annexed to said City by this 
act, which notices shall state the date on which said election is to be held, the 
voting place or places, designated by the Judge of Probate of said county, the 
boundaries in which voters must reside to vote at the respective voting places, 
which must be within the territory annexed to said city by this act, and said 
notices must give a description of the territory so annexed, and must state 
that a map of said territory is on file in the office of the Judge of Probate of 
said County, open to the inspection of the public. 


Section 3. The Judge of Probate of said county may designate as many 
places within the territory hereby annexed to said city as he may deem neces- 
sary for the convenience of the voters, and must designate the boundaries 
within which the voters must reside to vote at the respective voting places, 
and shall appoint three inspectors of election, two clerks and one returning 
officer for each voting place, which inspectors shall manage the election at the 
respective voting places at which they are appointed as inspectors. 


Section 4. Each qualified voter who has resided within the boundaries 
of the territory hereby annexed to said City for three months next preceding 
the election may vote at said election, but must vote at the voting place desig- 
nated by the Judge of Probate for voters in the territory in which he resides. 


Section 5. Said election must be conducted in all respects as provided 
by the general election laws and under the same sanction and penalties, ex- 
cept as changed by the provisions of this Act. There shall be no voting by ab- 
sentee ballot.

It shall not be necessary for the 
ballot to be of any particular size, form or color, but sufficient ballots shail be 
provided for the accommodation of all prospective voters at the several vot- 
ing places. 


Section 7. The inspectors at the respective voting places must, as soon 
as the polls are closed, ascertain and certify the results of the election at their 
respective voting places to the Judge of Probate, and deliver the same to the 
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returning officer, who must at once return the same to the Judge of Probate 
and said Judge must canvas the returns as made by the inspectors, and if it 
appears that a majority of the votes cast at the election were “for annexa- 
tion,” said judge shall make and enter an order on the records of said Probate 
Court recording such facts, and from the time of the entry of such order this 
act shall be fully effective and the boundaries of said City of Tarrant City 
shall be as above set forth. If it appears that a majority of the votes cast at 
the election are “against annexation,” the Judge of Probate shall make and 
enter an order on the records of said court recording such fact, and this act 
shall not be effective, and the boundaries of said City shall be and remain as 
they were before the passage of this act. 


Section 8. The result of such election may be contested by any qualified 
elector voting at the election under the same provisions as are provided by 
general law for contesting the election of a Justice of the Peace, making the 
City the contestee. The City of Tarrant City shall pay all costs and expenses 
incident to the election. 


Section 9. The Probate Judge shall be entitled to the same fees for his 
services performed under the provisions hereof as he is authorized by law to 
charge and collect for similar services rendered by him, and al! other officers 
shall be entitled to the same compensation for services rendered by them, as 
they are authorized by law to charge and collect for similar services rendered 
by them, and said City of Tarrant City shall pay all costs and expenses, ex- 
cept in the case of a contest as herein provided.

WHEREAS Governor George Wallace in his customary sense of appro- 
priate timeliness proclaimed May 28, 1971 as John Birch Day in recognition 
of the anniversary of the birth of the first great American hero who fell vic- 
tim to the murderous Chinese Communists; and 


WHEREAS Captain John Morrison Birch, although born in Landaur, 
India on May 28, 1918, was the son of Mr. and Mrs. George Birch, Baptist 
Missionaries from the State of Georgia where Captain Birch received his high 
school and collegiate education, graduating from both with the highest hon- 
ors; and 


WHEREAS after subsequently graduating from a two-year course at the 
Bible Baptist Seminary of Fort Worth, Texas in one year, again at the head 
of his class, John Birch returned to China as a Christian missionary where he 
served with rare effectiveness and unsurpassable devotion during the Japanese 
invasion and where his remarkable knowledge of the Chinese language and 
friendship with the people enabled him to save many of the lives of the Doo- 
little Tokyo fliers who had been compelled to land in China behind Japanese 
lines; and 


WHEREAS John Birch volunteered on July 4, 1942 at Chungking for 
service in the American Volunteer Group under General Claire Chennault 
which group was later designated as the Fourteenth Air Force and in which 
he served with such extreme dedication and remarkable ability in its intelli- 
gence service as to be described by many of his superior and fellow officers as 
the most valuable single man in the American forces in China; and 


WHEREAS on August 25, 1945 and ten days after the war in Asia was 
over, Captain John Birch while still in uniform and on a peaceful mission for

A copy of the proclamation calling the election shall be published once a 
week for not less than four (4) successive weeks next preceeding the date of 
the election in a newspaper published in each county of the state; provided, 
that posting a copy of the said proclamation at each courthouse in any county 
in which no newspaper is published shall constitute sufficient publication of 
said proclamation in any such county, such posting to commence not later 
than thirty (30) days prior to the date of the election. 


The expenses of the election shall be paid by the State of Alabama, and 
there is hereby appropriated out of the General Fund such sum or sums as 
may be necessary to pay said expenses. 


Section 5. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor or its otherwise becoming law; provided, however, 
that Sections 1, 2 and 3, inclusive, of this Act shall become effective only if a 
majority of the qualified electors of the state voting at the election provided 
for in Section 4 hereof vote ‘yes’ on the question submitted at the said elec- 
tion; and, in the event of such an affirmative vote, this Act shall become 
effective on the October 1 next succeeding date of said election.”

Section 1. Section 1 of Act No. 22, H. 1, Regular Session 1953 (Acts 
1953, p. 25) which provides for the speed of motor vehicles on the state 
highways, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any person to operate a motor ve- 
hicle on the highways of the State of Alabama at a speed greater than that 
hereinafter provided. 


“(a) No person shall operate a passenger vehicle, a passenger bus or 
any motor truck having a box or express type body, of three-quarters of a ton 
capacity or less, commonly known as pick-ups or pick-up trucks, at a speed 
in excess of 75 miles per hour or at a rate of speed less than 45 miles per 
hour at any time on any highway which is a part of the Interstate System as 
the term ‘Interstate System’ is defined in Title 23, United States Code, Section 
101, enacted August 27, 1958. No person shall operate any such vehicle at a 
speed in excess of 60 miles per hour during the hours of daylight or 50 miles 
per hour during the hours of night on any other highways of the state. For 
the purpose of this Act daylight shall be one-half hour before sunrise to one- 
half hour after sunset. 


“(b) No person shall operate a truck with a rated capacity of more than 
three-quarters of a ton at a rale of speed greater than 65 miles per hour or at 
a rate of speed less than 40 miles per hour at any time on any highway which 
is a part of the Interstate System referred to in subsection (a), and no person 
shall operate any such truck at a rate of speed greater than 50 miles per hour 
at any time on any other highway of the state.” 


Section 2. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

WHEREAS this plague is destroying the energetic creativity of our 
youth, and turns our citizens from independent self supporting individuals

WHEREAS the friendly governments of Turkey, France and Mexico 
continue to provide fertile spawning grounds for the very life strain of this 
plague; namely the cultivation, production and trafficking of opium; and

diplomatic and economic negotiations puts all possible pressure on our allies 
the Turkish, Mexican, and French governments, to cut off this supply of 
drugs at their resources; and

future of our democratic society, and the security of our nation we cannot af- 
ford to let this traffic in death and destruction continue; and 


WHEREAS unless the national government takes immediate action to 
stop the ready access which addicts, and the millions of potential addicts in 
our schools, homes and the existing heroin ghettos have to these drugs then 
we shall never be able to put an end to the greatest problem of our times;

To amend Act No. 342, H. 809, of the Regular Session of 1969 (Acts 
1969-1970, p. 713), which regulates further nighttime hunting in certain 
counties of the state classified on a population basis, so as to authorize the 
taking, catching or killing of raccoons and o’possums in such counties during 
nighttime hours with a shotgun using number 8 shot as well as a .11 rifle 
using short cartridges. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Section 2 of Act No. 342, H. 809 of the Regular Session of 
1969 (Acts 1969-70, p. 713), entitled “An Act Regulating further nighttime 
hunting in certain counties of the state classified on a population basis; pro- 
viding for the taking, catching or killing of raccoons and o’possums during 
nighttime hours, but only under certain conditions and with a certain kind of 
gun and ammunition in such counties, when authorized by a rule of the direc- 
tor of conservation; and providing penalties,” is hereby amended to read as 
follows: 


“Section 2. In all counties to which this Act applies it shall be unlaw- 
ful, except as to trapping as otherwise provided by law, for any person to 
take, capture or kill or attempt to take, capture or kill any bird or animal 
protected by the laws of this State between sunset and daylight of the follow- 
ing day. Provided, however, the Director of Conservation shall have the au- 
ority, by a duly promulgated regulation, to allow the taking, catching or 
killing of raccoons and o’possums between sunset and daylight in any county 
or counties to which this Act applies. Provided, further, that in any county 
where the taking, catching or killing of raccoons and o’possums is permitted 
during said nighttime hours, by regulation of the Director of Conservation, 
such animals may only be legally taken with the use of a light and a shotgun 
using number 8 shot or a .22 caliber rifle using .22 caliber short cartridges 
and the person or persons so hunting must not have in their possession any 
ammunition, except number 8 shot or short cartridges for a .22 caliber rifle, 
and must be accompanied by a dog or dogs, (and if hunting on the lands of 
another they must have the written permission of the landowner.) Any per- 
son violating any of the provisions of this Act shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor and upon conviction thereof shall be punished by a fine of not less 
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than fifty dollars nor more than five hundred dollars for each offense and at 
the discretion of the court may be imprisoned in the county jail for a period 
not to exceed six months.” 


Section 2. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

H. 2. (with substitute): To authorize and provide for the promotion 
of the production, marketing and use of soybeans and soybean products by 
research, education, advertising and other methods; authorizing soybean 
producers to act jointly with handlers, buyers and processors of soybeans and 
with the State Board of Agriculture and Industries for a promotional pro- 
gram; providing that producers of soybeans may be referendum levy upon 
themselves assessments for financing a promotional program and for the 
collection and expenditure of such assessments; prescribing duties of the 
Commissioner of Agriculture and Industries, with respect to such a promo- 
tional program; and providing for the administration thereof by a non-profit 
association; and providing for the collection of assessments by dealers, han- 
dlers and other buyers of soybeans; requiring an annual permit of such deal- 
ers, processors and other buyers; refund rights of sellers of soybeans; and 
other administrative, enforcement and penalty provisions. 

Was taken up. 

The question, then, was on the adoption of the Substitute reported by 
the Standing Committee on Agriculture, said Committee Substitute being as 
follows: 

A BILL 


TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To authorize and provide for the promotion of the production, market- 
ing, use and sale of soybeans and soybean products by research, education, 
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advertising and other methods; and prescribing a method whereby soybean 
producers may act jointly with handlers, buyers, processors, the State Board 
of Agriculture and Industries, and others, for a promotional program; provid- 
ing that producers may by referendum levy upon themselves assessments for 
financing a promotional program and for the collection, disbursements and 
expenditures of funds collected from assessments, the regulations, require- 
ments and authority relative thereto; providing for nonassessments, or refund 
of assessments; prescribing duties of the Commissioner of Agriculture and In- 
dustries and the State Board of Agriculture and Industries with respect to a 
promotional program for the soybean producers of Alabama; and providing 
for the administration thereof by a nonprofit association which is fairly and 
substantially representative of the producers of soybeans throughout the 
State; and providing for collection and distribution of assessments by dealers, 
handlers, and buyers of soybeans; requiring an annual permit of such dealers, 
processors, and other buyers; and other administrative, enforcement, promo- 
tional, and penalty provisions. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. PURPOSE AND INTENT.—It is hereby declared to be in 
the interest of the public welfare that producers of soybeans shali be author- 
ized and encouraged to act jointly and in cooperation with handlers, dealers, 
purchasers of soybeans and with the Commissioner of Agriculture and Indus- 
tries and with the State Board of Agriculture and Industries in promoting and 
stimulating by research, education, advertising and other methods, the in- 
creased and efficient production, distribution, use and sale of soybeans and 
soybean products; and it is the intent and purpose of this Act to authorize 
and provide a method and procedure for a promotional program for the soy- 
bean industry and the financing thereof pursuant to powers of the Legislature 
as authorized by the amendment to the State Constitution which expressly au- 
thorizes such activity. 


Section 2. NOT IN RESTRAINT OF TRADE.—No §association, 
meeting or activity undertaken in pursuance of the provisions of this Act and 
intended to benefit the Alabama soybean industry shall be deemed or con- 
sidered illegal or in restraint of trade. 


Section 3. REFERENDUM AND ASSESSMENTS BENEFICIAL. 
—It is hereby further declared to be in the public interest and highly advan- 
tageous to the economy of the State that soybean producers by permitted by 
referendum as hereinafter provided to levy upon themselves an assessment, 
and to provide for the collection thereof for the financing or contributing to- 
ward the financing of a program of research, education, advertising and other 
methods designed to increase or promote the efficient and economical produc- 
tion, distribution and marketing as well as the increased use, consumption 
and sale of soybeans and soybean products. 


Section 4. APPLICATION FOR APPROVAL TO CONDUCT REF- 
ERENDUM.—Any nonprofit association of producers fairly and substan- 
tially representative of the producers of soybeans throughout the State, may 
at any time after this Act becomes effective, make application to the State 
Board of Agriculture and Industries for certification and approval for the 
purpose of conducting a referendum among soybean producers of the State, 
upon the question of levying an assessment, collecting, expending and utiliz- 
ing same for the purpose or purposes authorized under this Act and as stated 
in such referendum. Any nonprofit association approved or certified hereun- 
der as an approved or certified association by the State Board of Agriculture 
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and Industries shall be authorized to execute or carry out such a promotional 
program within the limits prescribed by this Act. 


Section 5. ACTION BY BOARD ON APPLICATION.-—Upon the 
filing with the State Board of Agriculture and Industries of an application by 
any nonprofit association of soybean producers, the said Board shall within 
thirty days thereafter meet and consider the application. If it is shown by the 
applicant to the satisfaction of the Board that the applicant is fairly and sub- 
stantially representative of the soybean producers of this State, and shall oth- 
erwise find and determine that such application and the program proposed 
therein are in conformity with the provisions and purposes of this Act, then, 
and in such an event, the Board shall certify such association as the duly dele- 
gated and authorized group or organization and shall likewise certify that 
such organization is duly authorized to conduct among the soybean producers 
of this State a referendum for the purpose set forth in its application which 
shall be consistent with the purposes of this Act. In the event there is more 
than one pending application at any time, the Board must decide between the 
pending applications based on the program proposed, the number and geo- 
graphical distribution of soybean producer members in the applicant organi- 
zation, the size, stability, potential effectiveness and fiscal soundness of the 
applicant organization and any organizations with which it is affiliated, the 
existence and effectiveness of affiliated county organizations in the applicant 
organization and its affiliates, and the sentiment of soybean producers as as- 
certained by petitions, hearings, and otherwise as may be determined by the 
Board. No application shall be considered if an organization holds currently 
valid certification. 


Section 6. REFERENDUM BY CERTIFIED ASSOCIATION.— 
Upon being so certified by the State Board of Agriculture and Industries, 
such organization shall thereupon be fully authorized and empowered to hold 
and conduct on the part of the Alabama soybean producers a referendum 
wherein they shall be entitled to vote on the question of whether or not they 
shall levy upon themselves an assessment under and subject to and for the 
purpose stated in this Act. The referendum shall be conducted on a statewide 
basis. 


Section 7. NOTICE OF REFERENDUM.—With respect to any ref- 
erendum conducted under the provisions of this Act, the duly certified organi- 
zation shall, not less than thirty days before the date for such referendum, pub- 
licly announce the date, hours, polling places and rules for voting in the ref- 
erendum, the amount and basis of the assessment proposed to be collected, 
the means by which such assessment shall be collected, and the general pur- 
poses to which said amount so collected shall be expended and applied. Such 
notice shall be published by the certified organization through the medium of 
an established farm publication and written notice thereof shall be given to 
each county agent in the area covered by the referendum. 


Section 8. CONDUCT OF REFERENDUM.—The arrangements for 
and the management of any referendum conducted hereunder shall be under 
the direction of the organization certified by the State Board of Agriculture 
and Industries to conduct same, and such organization shall furnish all neces- 
sary ballots and arrange for the necessary poll holders. All expense and costs 
necessary to conduct such a referendum shall be borne by such organization. 


Section 9. ELIGIBILITY TO VOTE IN REFERENDUM.—Any ref- 
erendum conducted hereunder may be held on a statewide basis pursuant to 
rules and regulations adopted by the State Board of Agriculture and Indus- 
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tries for the holding of such referendum. All producers of soybeans who shall 
be subject to any assessments levied hereunder shall be entitled to vote in the 
referendum. In such referendum, individuals so eligible for participation 
therein shall vote upon the question of whether there shall be levied an as- 
sessment for a period of three years in an amount set forth in the call for such 
referendum, which amount shall not exceed the limitations prescribed by this 
Act. 


Section 10. TWO-THIRDS VOTE REQUIRED.—If in such referen- 
dum two-thirds or more of the soybean producers who are eligible to partici- 
pate and who actually vote therein, shall vote in the affirmative and in favor 
of the levying and collection of the assessment proposed in such referendum, 
then such assessment shall be levied and collected in the manner hereinafter 
provided. All soybean producers who produced soybeans in the crop year im- 
mediately preceding the referendum shall be eligible to participate in said ref- 
erendum. Following the referendum and within ten days thereafter the certi- 
fied association shall canvass, tabulate and publicly declare and announce the 
results thereof. The amount of the assessment levied upon the sale of soy- 
beans shall not exceed one-half cent per net bushel after deductions for for- 
eign material on any soybeans sold by the producers thereof. 


Section 11. SUBSEQUENT REFERENDUMS.—lIn the event any 
such referendum conducted as herein provided shall fail to receive the re- 
quired number of affirmative votes from soybean producers eligible for par- 
ticipation and voting therein, then the certified association conducting the said 
referendum shall be authorized to call another referendum for the purposes 
herein set forth in the next succeeding year, on the question of an assessment 
and promotional program for the period authorized by this Act, provided no 
such referendum shall be held within a period of twelve months from the 
date on which the last referendum was held. In the event such referendum is 
carried or favored by the required number of eligible soybean producers par- 
ticipating therein and assessments in pursuance thereof are levied for the pe- 
riod set forth in the call for such referendum, then the organization conduct- 
ing such referendum shall have full power and authority to call and conduct 
during, or after, the last year of such period another referendum in which the 
soybean producers shall vote upon the question of whether or not such assess- 
ments shall be continued or renewed for another period of time as authorized 
under this Act. Any subsequent referendums as authorized hereunder shall be 
subject to all of the requirements as an original referendum conducted under 
the provisions of this Act. 


Section 12. COLLECTION OF ASSESSMENTS.—In the event the 
required number of soybean producers approve, by a referendum as provided 
hereunder, the levying of an assessment upon the sale of soybeans for a pro- 
motional program, the Commissioner of Agriculture and Industries shall, 
within thirty days, notify in writing every person engaged in the business of 
buying soybeans whether said buyers are located within the State of Alabama 
or not, that on or after the date designated in such notice, which shall not be 
less than thirty nor more than sixty days after the mailing of such notice by 
the Commissioner of Agriculture and Industries, that the amount of the as- 
sessment levied pursuant to the referendum shall be deducted by all purchas- 
ers of soybeans from the sale price thereof where such soybeans are pur- 
chased within the State. The deductions of amount of assessments as herein 
required shall be deducted by the first purchaser from the grower of the soy- 
beans. “First purchaser” means any person that buys soybeans from the 
grower in the first instance; or any lienholder or pledgee, public or private, or 
assignee of said lienholder, secured party or pledgee, who gains title to the 
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soybeans from the grower as the result of exercising any legal rights by the 
lienholder, secured party, pledgee of assignee thereof, regardless of when the 
lien, security interest or pledge was created. First purchaser also includes any 
person, public or private, who acquires a lien or security interest or receives a 
pledge of the soybeans after said soybeans are harvested. On or before the 
tenth day of each calendar month all assessments so deducted by the first pur- 
chaser shall be remitted to the Commissioner of Agriculture and Industries, 
less three per cent thereof, which may be retained as compensation for the 
expense of collecting and remitting the assessment so deducted. The books 
and records of all such purchasers of soybeans subject to the deductions or 
assessment as levied hereunder shall at all times during regular business hours 
be open for inspection by the Commissioner of Agriculture and Industries or 
his duly authorized representatives or agents for the purpose of ascertaining 
the accuracy of amounts remitted hereunder. The Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture and Industries shall be entitled to deduct three per cent of all sums re- 
mitted to the Department of Agriculture and Industries under this Act to de- 
fray expenses incident to collection and administration thereof. The amount 
thus deducted by the Commissioner for expenses incident to the administra- 
tion of this Act shall be paid into the State Treasury to the credit of the agri- 
cultural fund. 


Section 13. ASSESSMENT FUNDS.—The Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture and Industries shall remit to the treasurer of the certified association all 
monies paid to or collected by him on a quarterly basis between the first and 
fifteenth of January, April, July and October of each year, less a commission 
of three per cent of the total amount so collected which commission shall be 
deposited in the agricultural fund of the State Treasury. The amount remitted 
to the reasurer of the certified association shall be used and expended by 
such association for a promotional program in the manner provided by this 
Act and the rules and regulations of the association. 


Section 14. NON-PAYMENT OF ASSESSMENTS.—Any producer 
of soybeans against whom an assessment is made under authority of this Act 
may avoid payment of such assessment by filing a written notice in triplicate 
form with the sales market or purchaser of soybeans for each buyer to whom 
he sells in a given marketing season, which said form shall bear the date of 
sale, the total acres to be harvested, the signature, address and telephone 
number of the seller. Such avoidance shall apply to all sales of such producer 
to such buyers after such notice for the balance of such marketing season. 
The marketing season shali begin July 1 of each year and end on June 30 of 
each year. The sales market or purchaser of such soybeans as shall be in- 
cluded in said notice shall not be caused to remit as to such purchase and 
sale, upon his filing with the Commissioner of Agriculture and Industries two 
copies of said notice furnished by the said seller. 


Section 15. EXEMPTION.—The provisions of this Act shall not 
apply to any person who purchases one thousand or less bushels of soybeans 
in any calendar year, nor shall the provisions of this Act apply to occasional 
sales between growers. 


Section 16. REFUND RIGHTS.—Any producer of soybeans against 
whom any assessment is made and deducted under authority of this Act if 
dissatisfied with said assessment shall have the right to demand and receive 
from the treasurer of the certified association a refund of the amount of the 
assessment collected from such soybean producer, provided such demand for 
refund is made in writing within thirty days from the date on which such as- 
sessment was deducted from the sale price of soybeans sold by such soybean 
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producer; provided, that application for refunds of amounts deducted from 
the sale price of any soybeans sold must give the name and address of the 
sale market or purchaser who bought the soybeans, date of purchase, invoice 
or weight ticket number, if any, and the amount of soybeans purchased from 
him for which the assessment was deducted. Within thirty days after the first 
quarterly receipt of funds from the Commissioner of Agriculture and Indus- 
tries, and thereafter within thirty days after receipt of such application, the 
certified association shall, after such association determines that the assess- 
ment was paid as claimed in the application, refund the amount so paid as an 
assessment. The mailing by the association of a valid check in the amount of 
such assessment, payable to seller, within thirty days after receipt of the ap- 
plication for refund, shall constitute a compliance with this section. 


Section 17. BOND REQUIRED.—Before any money is remitted by 
the Commissioner of Agriculture and Industries to the treasurer of an organi- 
zation or association as authorized under the provisions of this Act, the treas- 
urer of said organization shall furnish the Commissioner a bond approved by 
the Commissioner in the amount of not less than the estimated annual total 
amount of the assessments handled by such officer. The surety on said bond 
shall be corporate surety company duly qualified and licensed to do business 
in Alabama and said bond shall be conditioned upon the faithful handling, 
proper accounting and properly authorized expenditure of all funds received 
and disbursed by the principal named in said bond. 


Section 18. EXPENDITURE OF ASSESSMENTS.—The funds de- 
rived from any assessments levied upon the sale of soybeans as authorized 
under this Act shall be used and expended by the certified association after 
such funds are remitted to it by the Commissioner of Agriculture and Indus- 
tries for the purpose of promoting and stimulating by advertising and other 
methods the increased use and sale of soybeans and soybean products. Any 
funds expended by the certified association not authorized by the promotional 
program previously approved shall be deemed as an unauthorized and illegal 
expenditure of such funds. All funds approved by the certified association for 
expenditure as required hereunder by any certified association for an ap- 
proved promotional program for the soybean industry as authorized under 
this Act are hereby appropriated for disbursement and expenditure by said 
certified associations to carry out any such approved promotional program or 
programs, and it shall not be necessary for the Legislature to make any spe- 
cific or general appropriation for such disbursements or expenditures nor 
shall such disbursements and expenditures be subject to the budget and allot- 
ment requirements of Title 55, Chapter 4, Article 3, Code of Alabama, and 
such disbursements and expenditures shall not be restricted or subject to any 
other requirements for any general or special appropriations. 


Section 19. JOINT PROGRAMS WITH OTHER STATES.—Any 
certified association may enter into agreements with like associations, com- 
missions, or other agencies of other states for the purpose of conducting a 
similar agricultural commodities promotional program jointly with such asso- 
ciations, commissions or other agencies in other states, and such certified as- 
sociation shall be authorized to contribute a proportionate share of the cost 
and expense necessary for such a program. 


Section 20. EXAMINATION AND AUDIT.—The approved and cer- 
tified association receiving and disbursing funds as herein authorized shall, 
within sixty days following the end of each calendar year, or within a period 
of sixty days following the close of their fiscal year, cause an audit of their 
books and accounts to be conducted by a certified public accountant disclos- 
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ing receipts, disbursements, expenditures and other information pertinent 
thereto and a copy thereof shall be forwarded to the State Board of Agricul- 
ture and Industries for inspection and review. The examiner of public ac- 
counts of the Department of Examiners of Public Accounts of the State of 
Alabama shall be authorized to audit, review and otherwise investigate the re- 
ceipts and disbursements of such funds in the same manner that such duties 
are performed for examination and audits of agencies and departments of the 
State of Alabama. An examination or audit as herein required to be made 
and submitted to the State Board of Agriculture and Industries shall be open 
to public inspection. Within ninety days following the close of a certified as- 
sociation’s fiscal year, if it has received any funds from assessments levied 
and collected pursuant to this Act, such association shall publish a duly veri- 
fied statement in the publication of the certified association showing the 
amount so received and collected and the amount or amounts spent for each 
project and item. 


Section 21. RULES AND REGULATIONS.—The State Board of Ag- 
riculture and Industries is hereby authorized and empowered to adopt and 
promulgate rules and regulations to carry out the evident intent and purpose 
of this Act which shall include the rules and regulations governing the hold- 
ing of referendums as adopted by the certified association, the collection, de- 
posit, handling, withdrawal and disbursement of assessments collected here- 
under, and such other reasonable rules and regulations as may be necessary 
to effectuate the evident intent and purposes of this Act. The certified associa- 
tion authorized to conduct a promotional program as authorized under this 
Act shall have a right to recommend such rules and regulations to the State 
Board of Agriculture and Industries and upon receipt of such recommended 
rules and regulations said Board shall meet within a period of not more than 
ninety days to consider their adoption. The certified association shall be given 
at least ten days’ notice in writing of any such meeting held for the purpose 
of adopting rules and regulations as authorized hereunder. 


Section 22. DUTIES OF COMMISSIONER: REVOCATION OF 
CERTIFICATION.—It shall be the duty of the Commissioner of Agriculture 
and Industries through the facilities of the Department of Agriculture and In- 
dustries to enforce and collect the assessment charges levied upon the sale of 
agricultural commodities as set forth under the provisions of this Act and to 
enforce the rules and regulations of the State Board of Agriculture and Indus- 
tries relative thereto. The State Board of Agriculture and Industries shall have 
authority at any time to revoke or cancel any approval or certification of an 
association in the event it finds that such association is not carrying out its 
promotional program in accordance with the provisions of this Act and rules 
and regulations promulgated thereunder. Before any certification may be re- 
voked the certified organization shall be given notice and an opportunity to 
be heard by the State Board of Agriculture and Industries upon the question 
of whether its certification should be revoked. 


Section 23. PERMIT REQUIRED OF SOYBEAN BUYERS.—Any 
individual, partnership, corporation, association or other business unit which 
buys soybeans in Alabama from the producer thereof shall, in the event as- 
sessments are required to be deducted from the purchase price of such soy- 
beans under the provisions of this Act, obtain from the Commissioner of Ag- 
riculture and Industries an annual permit which shall authorize such individ- 
ual or business firm to engage in the business of buying soybeans in Alabama. 
The permit required hereunder shall expire on June 30, the end of the year 
for which it is issued and shall be renewable as of July 1 unless revoked by 
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the Commissioner for failure to comply with the provisions of this Act. The 
application for the annual permit as required hereunder shall be accompanied 
by a fee of Five Dollars ($5.00) which shall be deposited by the Commis- 
sioner in the State Treasury to the credit of the agricultural fund. The permit 
shall be conditioned upon compliance with the provisions of this Act and 
rules and regulations duly adopted for carrying out the requirements of this 
Act relative to the deduction and remittance of assessments by individuals or 
business firms buying soybeans in Alabama whether such individuals or busi- 
ness firms are domiciled in Alabama or another State. 


Section 24. PENALTY.—(a) Any dealer, handler, processor, or other 
purchaser of soybeans who willfully fails or refuses to deduct and pay to the 
Commissioner of Agriculture and Industries any assessment required to be so 
deducted and remitted to the Commissioner or who fails or refuses to obtain 
a permit authorizing the purchase of soybeans in Alabama shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be fined not less than $25.00 nor 
more than $500.00 and within the discretion of the Court, may also be im- 
prisoned for a term not to exceed six months. Any purchaser of soybeans 
who fails or refuses to allow the Commissioner of Agriculture and Industries 
or his authorized agents and employees to inspect and review his books and 
records which disclose his purchases of soybeans for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing accuracy of amounts deducted and remitted as required under this Act 
shall also be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be punished 
as hereinabove provided. 


(b) Remedy by Injunction.—In addition to the above penalty and not- 
withstanding the existence of an adequate remedy at law, the circuit court, in 
equity, or other court of like jurisdiction, or any judge thereof, shall have ju- 
risdiction and for cause shown to grant a temporary or permanent injunction, 
or both, restraining and enjoining any person from buying soybeans in Ala- 
bama without having a valid permit as required under this Act or after such a 
permit has been revoked or from violating any other provisions and require- 
ments of this Act. Bills in equity for injunctive relief as authorized hereunder 
shall be filed in the name of the Commissioner of Agriculture and Industries 
in the circuit court or other court of like jurisdiction in the county of resi- 
dence of the person who buys soybeans in violation of the provisions of this 
Act or in the county where such violation occurs. Any restraining order of in- 
junction issued hereunder shall be issued without a bond. 


Section 25. SEVERABILITY.—The provisions of this Act are severa- 
ble if any part of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declara- 
tion shall not affect the part which remains. 


Section 26. REPEAL OF CONFLICTING LAWS.—AIl laws and 
parts of laws in conflict with this Act are hereby expressly repealed. 


Section 27. EFFECTIVE DATE.—This Act shall become effective on 
the date upon which the Governor issues a proclamation that the constitu- 
tional amendment authorizing the Legislature to provide for the promotion of 
the soybean industry has been adopted.

endar year for the said year in which such assessment was deducted from the 
sale price of milk sold by such producer; provided, further, that applications 
for refunds for amounts deducted from such sale price must give the name 
and address of the purchaser of the milk, the quantity of milk purchased and 
the date of purchase. The certified association shall within thirty days after 
receipt of the application for refund, after such association determines that 
the assessment was deducted as claimed in the application, refund to the 
producer the amount so paid as an assessment and shall continue to make 
said periodic refunds unless otherwise notified by said non-participating pro- 
ducer. The mailing by the association of a valid check in the amount of such 
assessment, payable to the producer, within thirty days after receipt of the ap- 
plication for refund, shall constitute a compliance with this Section.”

The question, then, was on the adoption of the Substitute reported by 
the Standing Committee on Conservation, said Committee Substitute being as 
follows: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To provide for the seizure and confiscation of property used in the tak- 
ing of deer and alligator from public waters. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Any firearm, equipment, conveyance or other such property 
used directly or indirectly in the catching or taking of deer and/or alligator, 
dead or alive, from public waters, including but not limited to any truck, au- 
tomobile, mobile vehicle, trailer, jeep, boat, or other device or contrivance or 
other vehicle, or which may be used in the transportation of any dead or live 
deer and/or alligator, are hereby declared and made contraband property and 
shall be confiscated and forfeited to the state of Alabama and shall be seized 
by an employee of the department of conservation or other officer of law in- 
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cluding but not limited to any highway patrolman, sheriff or deputy sheriff, 
and no property rights shall exist in any person or be vested in them in any 
such property used by them directly or indirectly in the above manner or as a 
means of transportation as aforesaid. Upon seizure of such property it shall 
be delivered to the sheriff of the county in which said property shall have 
been used and shall be retained by him in his official capacity pending the 
trial of the person or persons arrested for any of the offenses herein men- 
tioned; and upon conviction of such person or persons of any of said offenses, 
the court may in its discretion, and subject to any valid intervening rights, 
mortgage or lien of any third person in the property seized, adjudge the prop- 
erty so seized forfeited, and order the same sold in the manner provided by 
law for the sale of personal property under execution; the net proceeds of 
such sale shall be paid into the game and fish fund in the state treasury of the 
state of Alabama; the forfeiture and sale of such property when ordered shall 
be in addition to such fine or imprisonment as may be imposed by the court. 


Section 2.__Whenever any property is seized and placed in the posses- 
sion of the sheriff pursuant to the provisions of section 1 of this Act, any per- 
son who establishes ownership in or right to any such property to the satisfac- 
tion of the court or the sheriff shall be entitled to the possession of the same 
upon furnishing the sheriff a bond in the amount of the value of such prop- 
erty, as fixed by the sheriff, conditioned upon such person producing such 
property in court on the day of the trial for the offense with respect to which 
such property was seized. 


Section 3. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of the 
Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 4. All laws or parts of laws in conflict with the provisions of 
this Act are hereby repealed. 


Section 5. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

By letter of June 8, 1971, Honorable John W. Pemberton, Clerk, Ala- 
bama House of Representatives, forwarded us copies of the foregoing House 
Resolution No. 43 in which you requested our opinions on the questions 
posed. 


House Bill 47, referred to in the Resolution, is entitled an Act “To 
amend Sections 697, 712, and 713 of Title 51 of the Code of Alabama 1940, 
as heretofore amended, so as to make further provisions with respect to 
motor vehicle licenses and registration fees, including provisions respecting 
the disposition of the proceeds of the said licenses and fees.” 


The Bill would amend Title 51, §§ 697, 712 and 713, Code of Alabama 
1940, to secure additional motor vehicle licenses and registration fees from 
trucks and truck tractors through adoption of a supplemental “schedule of 
additional amounts” which would apply to vehicles whose gross vehicle 
weight exceeds 30,000 pounds. The proceeds from these additional licenses 
and registration fees (as well as proceeds from existing fees) are to be ap- 
plied towards retirement of certain subsisting highway bond issues and those 
additional bonds to be (in the words of the Bill) “issued by the said Alabama 
Highway Authority under the provisions of an act adopted at the 1971 Regu- 
lar Session of the Legislature.” 


The Drake amendment to House Bill 47 would, 


“(A) Amend the title to House Bill 47 by changing the period at the end 
thereof to a semicolon and adding to the said title the following: 


ee 


and to provide for a state-wide special election for submission to the 
qualified electors of the state the question whether the provisions of Sections 
1, 2 and 3 of this Act shall become effective; and to provide that the said sec- 
tions shall become effective only in the event of an affirmative vote at the said 
election.’ ” 


It would also amend Section 4 by substituting in lieu thereof a Section 4 
to provide for: the proclamation calling the election; the publication of the 
proclamation; holding the election; the question to be submitted at the elec- 
tion; and paying the election expenses. 


Finally, the amendment would add the following additional section: 


“Section 5. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor or its otherwise becoming law; provided, however, 
that Sections 1, 2 and 3, inclusive, of this Act shall become effective only if a 
majority of the qualified electors of the state voting at the election provided 
for in Section 4 hereof vote ‘yes’ on the question submitted at the said elec- 
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tion; and, in the event of such an affirmative vote, this Act shall become 
effective on the October 1 next succeeding date of said election.” 


In accordance with your request, we answer your inquiries as follows: 


(1) Our answer to your question (1) is Yes. If the Drake amendment is 
adopted, it is our opinion that House Bill 47 will violate Section 44, Constitu- 
tion of 1901, which provides: 


“Section 44. The legislative power of this state shall be vested in a leg- 
islature, which shall consist of a senate and a house of representatives.” 


The Drake amendment provides that Sections 1, 2, and 3 of the Act 
“shall become effective only if a majority of the qualified electors of the state 
* * * vote ‘yes’ on the question submitted at the said election.” Thus, should 
the amendment be adopted, whether there shall be increases in the motor ve- 
hicle licenses and registration fees (as provided for in Sections 1, 2, and 3 of 
the Bill) would be determined by a referendum rather than by the legislature. 
This, we conclude is contrary to, and an unconstitutional exercise of, the 
powers vested in the legislature under Section 44, supra. 


Over thirty-five years ago, the justices on this court expressed their views 
on this subject, as reported in In re Opinions of the Justices, 232 Ala. 56, 166 
So. 706, when they were confronted with an almost identical factual situation. 
In that instance, the opinions of the justices were sought, as to whether a 
provision in a pending bill, providing for the submission to the qualified elec- 
tors of the state the question as to whether or not a sales tax should become 
effective, rendered that bill unconstitutional. 


Three of the justices on the court wrote: 


“It is perfectly apparent these provisions show an intent that this act 
shall not become a law unless made so by an affirmative vote of the qualified 
voters. If, therefore, the provision for a referendum is unconstitutional and 
void, the act cannot become effective in any event. 


“The Constitution of Alabama decrees: ‘Section 44. The legislative 
power of this state shall be vested in a legislature which shall consist of a sen- 
ate and a house of representatives.’ 


“Here is the express constitutional provision for representative govern- 
ment, as distinguished from one of direct legislation by the people. It is based 
on the concept that democratic government functions best through a written 
Constitution vesting the full legislative power in representatives chosen by the 
people from all sections of the state, sitting together in two distinct delibera- 
tive bodies, with full power to give hearings, make inquiries as to all matters 
shedding light on the wisdom and fairnes of the proposed legislation. Numer- 
ous safeguards in the passage of laws are provided, not the least of which is a 
veto power in the Governor. 


“The general proposition is everywhere recognized that the Legislature 
cannot delegate its legislative powers, save as authorized by the Constitution 
itself. 


“The power to delegate to counties and cities certain legislative powers 
relating to local governments is a part of the full legislative powers conferred 
on the Legislature. The power to prescribe the manner in which local govern- 
ments shall function includes the power to provide for local referendums. The 
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Constitution itself provides for local referendums in several instances, espe- 
cially those where bonded indebtedness on long-term levies of taxes are to be 
imposed. 


“But our Constitution provides for no state referendum except on 
amendments to the Constitution, wherein the action of the people shall be- 
come permanent until changed by themselves through further amendment. 


“By the great weight of authority in America it is firmly held that an en- 
actment to become the law of the state or not, as the result of a state-wide 
election, called in the act, is a delegation of legislative power or an abrogation 
of the power conferred on the Legislature, a departure from the fundamental 
principles of representative government.” 


These three justices concluded that the proposed sales tax act, in provid- 
ing for a referendum, was unconstitutional and void under Section 44. 


We think the expressions of these justices are relevant to, and determina- 
tive of the first question you have posed. We reaffirm the opinions they have 
expressed. 


The other four justices on the court concurred “in the foregoing conclu- 
sion as to the act providing for a sales tax and in the view that so much 
thereof as called for a referendum is invalid.” These justices concluded their 
opinion with the following observation with which we agree: 


“* * * section 212 of the Constitution is as follows: ‘The power to levy 
taxes shall not be delegated to individuals or private corporations or associa- 
tions.’ 


“The bill now under consideration is nothing short of a delegation to in- 
dividuals, that is, the voters of the state, the right and duty of levying the tax 
in question. 


“ Tt is a general rule of constitutional law that a sovereign power con- 
ferred by the people upon any one branch or department of the government 
is not to be delegated by that branch or department to any other. This is a 
principle which pervades our whole political system and when properly un- 
derstood admits no exception. And it is applicable with peculiar force to the 
case of taxation. The power to tax is the legislative power. The people have 
created a legislative department for the exercise of the legislative power; and 
within that power lies the authority to describe the rules of taxation and to 
tegulate the manner in which those rules shall be given effect. The people 
have not authorized this department to relieve itself of the responsibility by a 
substitution of other agencies.’ Cooley on Taxation, pp. 99 and 100. 


“The tax in question not being one of the kind to be levied by an elec- 
tion as provided by our Constitution, the levy of same is peculiarly within-the 
province of the Legislature who has no right to delegate the responsibility to. 
the individual voters of the state.” 


In re Opinions of the Justices, supra, has been noted, quoted and fol- 
lowed in a number of decisions or opinions of the justices of this court begin- 
ning in 1936 to 1967, the latest reported decision being Wallace v. Board of 
Education of Montgomery County, 280 Ala. 635, 197 So. 2d 428 (1967). 
The following are recent decisions or opinions of the justices which have fol- 
lowed the views laid down in In re Opinions of the Justices, supra, to the ef- 
fect that the power to legislate lies exclusively with the legislature and is non- 
delegable: Opinion of the Justices, 263 Ala. 153, 81 So. 2d 697 (1955); Al 
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Means, Inc. v. City of Montgomery, 268 Ala. 31, 104 So. 2d 816 (1958); 
Opinion of the Justices, 270 Ala. 38, 115 So. 2d 464 (1959); Wallace v. 
Board of Education of Montgomery County, supra (1967). 


(2) It is not necessary to answer your question (2) in view of our an- 
swer to your question (1). 


Nevertheless, the two questions are so closely intertwined that we think 
we may say that the answer to (2) is to be found in the quotation, supra, 
from the opinions of the four justices in In re Opinions of the Justices, supra. 
These four justices clearly thought the bill to be unconstitutional under Sec- 
tion 212 and we agree. 


Thus, since we are in accord with the views expressed in In re Opinions 
of the Justices, supra, we are of the opinion that the proposed Drake Amend- 
ment (providing for a referendum as to whether or not Sections 1, 2, and 3 
of the Act should become effective), if adopted, would render the bill uncon- 
stitutional under Sections 44 and 212 of our Constitution, being a delegation 
by the legislature of a non-delegable duty and an abrogation of the power 
conferred by the Constitution on the legislature.

Members of the House of Representatives: 


The undersigned are in receipt of House Resolution No. 45, which 
reads: 


“BE IT RESOLVED by the House of Representatives of Alabama that, 
pursuant to the provisions of Section 34 of Title 13 of the Code of Alabama 
1940, the said House of Representatives hereby respectfully requests the 
opinion of the Honorable Chief Justice and the Associate Justices of the Su- 
preme Court of Alabama on the following important constitutional question: 


“(1) Can the House of Representatives pass a revenue measure the 
force and effect of which will depend on the passage by the people of the 
State of Alabama of a general obligation bond measure?” 


We must respectfully decline to answer the question as presented for two 
reasons. 


1. The question, so far as shown by the resolution, does not pertain to 
any bill pending in the House of Representatives. It therefore, so far as 
shown to us, involves a hypothetical matter. 


Any response an individual Justice might make, however much would be 
his inclination to accommodate the wishes of the members of the House of 
Representatives in the premises, would be based upon hypothetical assump- 
tions on his part without any factual foundation therefor. This policy was es- 
tablished in Opinion of the Justices, 267 Ala. 110, 100 So. 2d 565. 


2. The inquiry is also too broad and indefinite. The question refers to no 
specific provision of the Constitution that might be violated. Heretofore the 
Justices have declined to answer questions as to whether a specific bill vio- 
lated any provision of the Constitution. In re Opinion of the Justices, 216 
Ala. 469, 113 So. 584; Opinion of the Justices, 249 Ala. 511, 31 So. 2d 721; 
Opinion of the Justices, 252 Ala. 527, 41 So. 2d 775.

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES, THE 
SENATE CONCURRING, That the following amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of Alabama is proposed and shall become valid as a part thereof when 
approved and proclaimed as prescribed by law: 


PROPOSED AMENDMENT 


“Every citizen of this state who is eighteen years old or more, not labor- 
ing under any of the disabilities named in the eighth article of this Constitu- 
tion, and possessing the qualifications required therein, shall be an elector, 
and shall be entitled to register and to vote at any election by the people, the 
same as persons twenty-one years old or upwards; and all citizens of this state 
eighteen years of age or more shall be entitled to the same rights, privileges 
and immunities, and subject to the same responsibilities and liabilities as those 
granted to or required of citizens twenty-one years of age or older. The State 
shall not make or enforce any laws which abridges the rights, privileges, re- 
sponsibilities or liabilities of such persons. 


“This amendment shall be self-executing; but the legislature shall have the 
right and power by general, special or local act to adopt laws supplemental to 
this amendment or in furtherance of the purposes and objectives hereinabove 
set forth.” 


An election upon the proposed amendment is ordered to be held on the 
first Tuesday after the expiration of three months from final adjournment of 
the current session of the Legislature. The election shall be held in accord- 
ance with the provisions of Sections 284 and 285 of the Constitution of Ala- 
bama, as amended, and Code of Alabama 1940, Chapter 1, Article 18, Title 
17. 


Notice of the election and of the proposed amendment shall be given by 
proclamation of the Governor, which proclamation shall be published once a 
week for four successive weeks next preceding the day appointed for the elec- 
tion in a newspaper in each county of the State. If a newspaper is not pub- 
lished in the county, a copy of the notice shall be posted at the courthouse 
and in three other places in the county. 


And the resolution, H. J. R. 56, was read at length, as required by the 
Constitution, and referred to the Standing Committee on Rules.

TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To amend Sections 1 and 2 of Title 27, Code of Alabama 1940, so as to 
require under certain conditions that a birth certificate shall accompany a pe- 
tition for adoption, and so as to relieve the Department of Pensions and Secu- 
rity of certain responsibilities in relation to stepparent and other relative 
adoptions, and to amend Act No. 294, page 2351, and Act No. 297, page 
2357, Acts of Alabama 1961, to so relieve said Department. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
Section 1. Section 1 of Title 27 is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 1. Petition for adoption of minor child. Any proper adult 
person, or husband and wife jointly, may petition the probate court of the 
county in which he or they have a legal residence, or of the county in which 
the child resides, or of the county in which the child had legal residence when 
it became a public charge, or of the county in which is located any agency or 
institution operating under the laws of this state, having guardianship and 
custody of the child, for leave to adopt a child and for a change of the name 
of such child. Such petition for adoption shall be accompanied by an official 
copy of the certificate of birth of the child and shall specify the name, age 
and place of residence of the child and the name, age and place of residence 
of the petitioner, and the name by which the child shall be known; whether 
such child is possessed of any property, and the full description of the prop- 
erty, if any; whether the child has one or both parents living; in case one or 
both are alive, then the name or names and place or places of residence of 
such father and mother shall be shown unless proven to be unknown to the 
petitioner; provided, that if such child sought to be adopted is, by previous 
order of a juvenile court, or a court of like jurisdiction under the legal guard- 
ianship and permanent custody of the State Department of Pensions and Se- 
curity or of an institution or agency licensed by the said Department for the 
care of children, then the names of parents may be omitted from such peti- 
tion, in which case the court shall cause such allegation and the petition to be 
verified. In such cases the copy of the certificate of the birth of the child shall 
not be required. 


Section 2. Section 2 of Title 27 is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 2. Investigation by State Department of Pensions and Secu- 
rity, or its duly authorized agents; hearing of petition —Upon the filing of a pe- 
tition for the adoption of a minor child a copy of such petition, together with 
a statement containing the full names and permanent address of the child and 
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the petitioners and the relationships, if any, of the child to the petitioner(s) 
shall be served by the court receiving petition within five days on the State 
Department of Pensions and Security by registered mail or personal service. 
Except as hereinafter provided, it shall then be the duty of the said Depart- 
ment through its own agents, or through such other agencies and institutions 
licensed by the Department for the care and placement of children, or 
through the director of the county department of pensions and security of the 
county of the court hearing the petition to verify the allegations of the peti- 
tion, to make a thorough investigation of the matter and to report its findings 
in writing to the court. The report shall show among other things: Why the 
natural parents, if living, desire to be relieved of the care, support and guardi- 
anship of such child; whether the natural parents have abandoned such child 
or are morally unfit to have its custody; whether the proposed foster parent 
or parents, is or are financially able and morally fit to have the care, supervi- 
sion and training of such child; the physical condition and also the mental 
condition of such child insofar as this can be determined. Provided that the 
Department of Pensions and Security is no longer required to investigate peti- 
tions of stepfathers, stepmothers, or those closely related persons enumerated 
in Act No. 297, Special Session 1961, page 2357, or report to the Court on 
those petitions. Upon the day so appointed the court shall proceed to a full 
hearing of the petition and the examination of the parties in interest, under 
oath, with the right of adjourning the hearing and examination from time to 
time as the nature of the case may require. If the report of the State Depart- 
ment of Pensions and Security or its duly authorized agents, as provided here- 
in, disapproves of the adoption of the child, motion may be made to the 
court to dismiss the petition.” 


Section 3. Section 1 of Act No. 294, Special Session 1961, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


“Except as provided in Section 1 of this Act, if the court is satisfied that 
the natural parents have just cause for desiring to be relieved of the care, sup- 
port and guardianship of said child, or have abandoned the child, or are mor- 
ally unfit to retain its custody, that the petitioning foster-parent or parents is 
or are financially able and morally fit to have the care, supervision and train- 
ing of such child; that such child is suitable for adoption in a private family 
home, and that such change of name and guardianship is for the best interest 
of such child, it shall make an interlocutory order setting forth the facts and 
declaring that from the date of the final order of adoption in such case, if 
such final order be afterwards entered, as hereinafter provided, such child, to 
all legal intents and purposes, will be the child of the petitioner or petitioners 
and that its name may be thereby changed. Except as provided in Section 1 
of this Act, such final order of adoption shall not be granted until the child 
shall have lived for six months in the home of the petitioner subsequent to the 
issuance of the interlocutory order and shall have been visited during the said 
period at least two times by an agent of the State Department of Pensions 
and Security or its duly authorized agents as provided herein. At any time be- 
fore the entry of such final order of adoption, the court may revoke its inter- 
locutory order for good cause, either of its own motion or on the motion of 
the said Department or its duly authorized agents as provided herein, or on 
the motion of the natural parent or parents of such child, the original peti- 
tioner or petitioners, but no such revocation shall be entered unless ten days 
notice in writing shall have been given to the original petitioner or petitioners 
(unless he or they make the motion), or unless the original petitioner or peti- 
tioners shall have been given an opportunity to be heard. Within ten (10) 
days of the entry of the final order of adoption the judge or the clerk of the 
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court shall send a copy of the final order to the State Department of Pensions 
and Security, and shall send a certificate of the final order of adoption to the 
state registrar of vital statistics of the department of public health upon the 
form supplied by the state registrar for that purpose. Upon receipt of copy of 
any final order of adoption the state registrar of vital statistics shall cause to 
be made a new record of the birth in the new name, and with the name or 
names of the adopting parent or parents as contained in the final decree. He 
shall then cause to be sealed and filed the original certificate of birth with the 
decree of the court and such sealed package shall be opened only upon the 
demand of said child when he has attained his majority or adopting parents 
or by the order of a court of record.” 


Section 4. Section 1 of Act No. 297, Special Session 1961, page 2357, 
is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Adoption by stepfather or stepmother or closely related persons.—Where 
a man marries the mother of a minor child or children, or a woman marries 
the father of a minor child or children, and they reside together in one domi- 
cile, he or she may petition the probate court of his or her county or resi- 
dence for leave to adopt such minor child or children and if desired, for a 
change of the name or names of such minor child or children, but no such 
adoption shall be permitted without the consent of the natural parent or par- 
ents having custody of said child or children. The same procedure shall be 
followed as in adopting a child other than a stepchild except that if the court 
determines that the said child or children has or have resided in the home of 
the stepparent for a period of six months or more, the court, may within its 
discretion, if it appears that the adoption is likely to be successful and is for 
the best interests of the child or children, immediately enter the final order of 
adoption, which decree of adoption shall not deprive the natural parent, who 
resides in the same domicile with the petitioner, of any of the legal rights and 
obligations due from them to the child or from the child to them. A grand- 
father, a grandmother, a brother, a half-brother, a sister, a half-sister, an aunt 
or an uncle and their spouses, if there be any, may petition the probate court 
of his or her county of residence for leave to adopt a minor grandchild, a 
minor brother, a minor half-brother, a minor sister, a minor half-sister, a 
minor nephew or a minor niece, and if desired, for a change of the name or 
names of such minor child or children, but no such adoption shall be permit- 
ted without the consent of the natural parent or parents except as provided in 
Section 3 of Title 27, Code of Alabama 1940. The same procedure shall be 
followed as in adopting a child other than a child of the degree of relation- 
ship described above, except that if the court determines that the said child or 
children has or have resided in the home of the grandfather, grandmother, 
brother, half-brother, sister, half-sister, aunt or uncle, and their spouses, if 
there be any, for a period of one year or more, the court may, within its dis- 
cretion, if it appears that the adoption is likely to be successful and is for the 
best interests of the child or children, immediately enter the final order of 
adoption.” 


Section 5. All other laws or parts of laws in conflict with the provi- 
sions of this Act are hereby repealed. 


Section 6. The provisions of this Act shall apply to all adoption peti- 
tions now pending and all filed hereafter. 


Section 7. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part is held 
invalid, such invalidity shall not affect other provisions which can be given ef- 
fect without the invalid provisions. 
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This Act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 


sage and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

S. J. R. 31. By Messrs. Register, Owen and Cooper: 


RELATIVE TO THE LEGISLATIVE INTENT IN CONNECTION 
WITH THE PROPOSED LEVY ON SOY BEAN PRODUCERS. 


WHEREAS the farm income derived from soy beans in Alabama is sub- 
stantial and the production of soy beans and industries related thereto affects 
a great many Alabamians; and 


WHEREAS in 1960 there were only 135,000 acres in Alabama planted 
in soy beans and there were 3,240,000 bushels of such beans harvested that 
year and in 1970 there were 609,000 acres planted to soy beans and the har- 
vest was 14,312,000 bushels; and 


WHEREAS grain elevators have been constructed and facilities for han- 
dling soy beans at the State Docks in Mobile have been greatly improved so 
that it will behoove farmers of Alabama to produce still more soy beans; now 
therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That the sole purposes of Senate Bill 
No. 130 and Senate Bill No. 131 and of House Bill No. 2, House Bill No. 3, 
Senate Bill No. 17 and Senate Bill No. 18 are to promote the production, dis- 
tribution, improvement, marketing, use and sale of soy beans and soy bean 
products to the end that the economy of the State and particularly the farm- 
ers thereof will be improved. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED That the Legislature hereby directs the 
Commissioner of Agriculture and Industries to contract with any agency he 
deems appropriate in order to accomplish the above avowed purposes. 
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BE IT ALSO RESOLVED That the Legislature hereby specifically de- 
clares that it is not its intention to dictate what agency shall get any contract 
relative to the promotion, distribution or improvement of the marketing pro- 
cedures or the use or improvement of soy beans or products derived there- 
from, and it hereby disclaims any intention to show any preference for any 
agency or method of promoting the soy bean industry, or to show any favor- 
itism in the awarding of contracts relative to the expenditure of any funds 
that may accrue from the levying of the assessments authorized in the above 
cited proposed bills relative to the levy by producers of soy beans of an as- 
sessment on themselves to promote and expand the production of soy beans 
in the state and of industries related thereto.

Section 1. Code of Alabama 1940, Title 13; Section 254, as amended, 
is hereby amended further to read as follows: 


“Section 254, Deputy or assistant district attorneys of the thirteenth 
judicial circuit. The circuit solicitor of the thirteenth judicial circuit may ap- 
point four deputies or assistant solicitors, who shall be appointed and serve in 
lieu of all other deputy circuit solicitors heretofore provided for by law. The 
four deputy circuit solicitors or assistants herein provided for shall serve at 
the pleasure of the circuit solicitor, and each shall be assigned a numbered 
position and receive compensation as follows: 


“(a) Deputy No. 1 may serve either full time or part time, as the solici- 
tor may determine. If the deputy serves full time he is entitled to an annual 
salary of twelve thousand dollars, seven thousand two hundred dollars of 
which shall be paid from the state treasury and the remainder shall be paid 
by the county; but if he only serves part time, he is entitled to an annual sal- 
ary of six thousand dollars, all of which shall be paid from the state treasury. 


“(b) Deputy No. 2 may serve either full time or part time, as the solici- 
tor may determine. If the deputy serves full time he is entitled to annual sal- 
ary of eight thousand four hundred dollars, four thousand eight hundred dol- 
lars of which shall be paid from the state treasury and the remainder shall be 
paid by the county; but if he serves only part time, he is entitled to an annual 
salary of four thousand eight hundred dollars, all of which shall be paid from 
the state treasury. 


“(c) Deputy No. 3 shall serve part time only and is entitled to a salary 
of three thousand six hundred dollars a year, of which three thousand dollars 
shall be payable from the state treasury and the remainder shall be paid by 
the county. 


“(d) Deputy No. 4 shall serve part time only and is entitled to a salary 
of three thousand six hundred dollars a year, one thousand eight hundred dol- 
lars of which shall be paid from the state treasury and the remainder shall be 
paid by the county. 


“The salaries of the deputy solicitors herein provided for shall be paid in 
equal monthly installments on warrants drawn in the manner prescribed by 
law. When any deputy of the solicitor serves part time only, he shall not be 
subject to the restrictions against practicing law prescribed by subsection 12 
of Section 229 of this title. 


“The district attorney of the thirteenth judicial circuit of Alabama, in 
addition to the four deputy or assistant district attorneys now provided for, 
may appoint a full-time deputy or assistant district attorney who shall serve at 
the pleasure of the district attorney. The said full-time deputy or assistant dis- 
trict attorney shall devote his entire time to the discharge of the duties of the 
office and is prohibited from practicing law directly or indiretcly in any court 
of this state or of the United States or in any other manner or form what- 
soever, except in the discharge of the official duties of his office. 


“The said full-time deputy or assistant district attorney shall be paid an 
annual salary of $17,500.00 dollars, 10,295.00 dollars of which shall be paid 
from the state treasury and the remainder shall be paid out of the general 
fund of Mobile County, both in equal monthly installments. 


“The district attorney of the Thirteenth Judicial Circuit, in addition to 
the four deputy or assistant district attorneys and the one full-time deputy or 
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assistant district attorney now provided for by law, may appoint a second and 
third full-time deputies or assistant district attorneys who shall serve at the 
pleasure of the district attorney. The said second and third full-time deputies 
or assistant district attorneys shall devote their entire time to the discharge of 
the duties of the office and are prohibited from practicing law directly or in- 
directly in any court of this state or of the United States or in any other man- 
ner or form whatsoever, except in the discharge of the official duties of the 
Office. 


“The second full-time deputy or assistant district attorney shall be paid 
an annual salary of $15,000.00, $8,075.00 of which shall be paid from the 
state treasury and the remainder to be paid from the general fund of Mobile 
County, both in equal monthly installments. 


“The third full-time deputy or assistant district attorney shall be paid an 
annual salary of $13,500, $6,750.00 of which shall be paid from the state 
treasury and the remainder to be paid from the general fund of Mobile 
County, both in equal monthly installments.” 


Section 2. This act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

H. 330 (with substitute): Requiring the registration and licensing of 
barbers and barber apprentices, and barber colleges, creating for the adminis- 
tration of this Act a State Board of Barber Examiners, and defining violation 
of this Act and prescribing penalties therefor.

The question, then, was on the adoption of the Substitute reported by 
the Standing Committee on Health, said Committee substitute being as fol- 
lows: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


REQUIRING THE REGISTRATION AND LICENSING OF BAR- 
BERS AND BARBER APPRENTICES, AND BARBER COLLEGES, 
CREATING FOR THE ADMINISTRATION OF THIS ACT A STATE 
BOARD OF BARBER EXAMINERS, AND DEFINING VIOLATION OF 
THIS ACT AND PRESCRIBING PENALTIES THEREFOR. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. “THE PRACTICE OF BARBERING” as used in this act is 
hereby defined to mean any one or combination of the following practices, 
when done upon the human male body above the seventh cervical vertebra 
for cosmetic purposes and not for the treatment of disease or physical or 
mental ailments, and when done for payment, directly or indirectly or with- 
out payment for the public generally: 


(1) Shaving or trimming the beard or trimming the hair; 


(2) Giving facial and scalp massages by applying oils, creams, lotion or 
other cosmetic material, either by hand or mechanical appliances; 


(3) Singeing, shampooing or dying the hair or applying hair tonic; and 


(4) Applying cosmetic preparations, antiseptics, powder, oils, clays or 
lotions. 


Section 2. No person shall engage in the practice of barbering without 
a certificate of registration as a registered barber, issued by the Board of Bar- 
ber Examiners. 
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No person shall serve or attempt to serve as an apprentice under a regis- 
tered barber without a certificate of registration as a registered apprentice, is- 
sued by the Board of Barber Examiners. 


No person shall permit any person in his employ or under his supervision 
or control to practice as a barber or as an apprentice unless the latter person 
has a certificate of registration as a registered barber or apprentice, issued by 
the Board of Barber Examiners. 


No person shall operate a barber shop unless it is, at all times under the 
direct supervision and management of a registered barber who is engaged in 
barbering full time in the same shop. 


No registered apprentice may independently practice barbering, but he 
may as an apprentice, do any and all of the acts constituting the practice of 
barbering under the immediate personal supervision of a registered barber, 
who is engaged in barbering full time in the same shop. No more than one 
apprentice shall be employed for such registered barber in any one shop. 


Students in certified barber colleges may perform acts including the 
practice of barbering, but only as clinical training and only on persons who 
have consented thereto after they have been specifically advised in advance 
that the student is not a registered barber or apprentice, but only a student in 
training. 


The examination of applicants for a license to practice a classified pro- 
fession as designated under this Act shall be conducted under the rules pre- 
scribed by the said Board and shall include both practical demonstrations, 
written and oral tests in reference to the practices for which a license is ap- 
plied and such related studies or subjects as the Board may determine neces- 
sary for the proper and efficient performance of such practices. 


Section 3. Any person who can establish within six (6) months after 
the passage of this Act that he is a barber or an apprentice as defined under 
this Act and can establish reasonable proof that he is practicing barbering in 
a barber shop under sanitary conditions will be given a certificate to practice 
barbering or apprentice certificate without any examination upon paying the 
required fees as prescribed by this Act. This Section will not be construed to 
mean anyone except the barbers now practicing in the State of Alabama and 
instructors in barber colleges under the State Vocational Schools. 


The following persons are specifically exempt from the provisions of this 
Act while in the proper discharge of their professional duties: 


(1) Persons authorized by law to practice medicine or surgery; 


(2) Commissioned medical or surgical officers of the armed forces of 
the United States; 


(3) Registered nurses; and 


(4) Persons authorized by law to practice cosmetic therapy or beauty 
culture. 


All instructors operating under the State Vocational Schools at the time 
of the passage of this Act shall be exempt from qualifying fees. The instruc- 
tors shall receive an instructor’s certificate by paying the annual renewal fee 
as this Act prescribes. All future instructors will be subject to all provisions of 
this Act relating to instructors or assistant instructors. 
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All State operated barber colleges shall be exempt from fees, but shall be 
subject to the inspection and sanitation requirements, the over all require- 
ments specified by this Act and rules set forth by the Board of Barber Exam- 
iners relating to barber colleges. 


Section 4. No person shall act as an instructor or assistant instructor 
in a barber college and no barber college or owner or operator thereof shall 
hire or permit any person to act as an instructor or an assistant instructor at 
the barber college unless he has a current and valid certificate of registration 
as.an instructor or assistant instructor, issued by the Board of Barber Exam- 
iners. 


The Board shall issue a certificate of registration as an instructor in a 
barber college to a person who complies with all of the following: 


(1) He files an application with the Board in such form as it may pre- 
scribe, accompanied by the required fee. 


(2) He is of good moral character and temperate habits. 


(3) He holds a diploma evidencing successful completion of high 
school, or has the equivalent education as determined by an examination con- 
ducted by the Board and approved by the Vocational Educational Division of 
the Department of Education. 


(4) He has held a valid certificate of registration as a barber in Ala- 
bama and has practiced barbering in Alabama for at least the last three years 
before issuance of the instructor’s certificate. 


(5) He has graduated from a barber college in a course embracing all 
the theory and scientific manipulation taught in barber schools. 


(6) He satisfactorily passes an examination conducted by the Board to 
determine his fitness to be an instructor. 


Assistant instructors must comply with each of the above requirements 
in order to obtain a certificate of registration as an assistant instructor except 
that they need have held a barber’s certificate and practiced barbering in Ala- 
bama for only 18 months prior to the issuance of the assistant instructor’s 
certificate of registration. 


Section 5. No person sha!l be admitted to examination or receive a li- 
cense to practice barbering under this Act, except as otherwise provided in 
this Act, unless such person shall possess the following qualifications: 


(1) He shall pay the original licensing fee as hereinafter provided for; 
(2) He is at least 18 years of age; 
(3) He is of good moral character and temperate habits; 


(4) He has practiced as a registered apprentice in Alabama for not less 
than eighteen (18) months under the immediate supervision of a registered 
barber and 


(5) He passes satisfactorily an examination conducted by the Board to 
determine his fitness to practice barbering. Any applicant for such a certifi- 
cate of registration who fails to satisfactorily pass an examination conducted 
by the Board shall have the right to apply again for another examination after 
a period of six (6) months and he may continue to apply every six (6) 
months thereafter until he has passed such examination, provided he has 
practiced as an apprentice during said time. 
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No person shall be admitted to examination or receive a license as an 
apprentice under this Act, except as otherwise provided for in this Act, unless 
such person shall possess the following qualifications: 


(1) He shall pay the original licensing fee as hereinafter provided for; 
(2) He is at least (16) years of age; 
(3) He is of good moral character and temperate habits; 


(4) He has graduated from a barber college or school of barbering ap- 
proved by the Board and: 


(5) He passes satisfactorily an examination conducted by the Board to 
determine his fitness to practice as a registered apprentice. 


Section 6. As used in this Act, “BARBER COLLEGE” includes a 
school of barbering, college of barbering, barber school, and any other place 
or institution for the instruction or training of persons in the practice of bar- 
bering. 


No person shall operate a barber college unless he holds a certificate of 
registration in good standing therefor issued by the Board and unless such 
certificate is displayed at all times in a conspicuous place on the premises. 


The Board shall issue a certificate of registration for each college which 
complies with this Act and the regulations of the Board. 


An applicant for a certificate of registration to operate a barber college 
shall file an application with the Board in such form as the Board my pre- 
scribe, accompanied by the fee required by this Act. Upon receipt of the ap- 
plication, the Board shall require the applicant, if an individual, or if the ap- 
plicant is a firm partnership or corporation, a partner or officer thereof, to ap- 
pear personally before the Board and submit information, in such form as the 
board may by regulation prescribe, showing: 


(1) The location of the proposed college and its physical facilities and 
equipment. 


(2) The proposed maximum number or students to be trained at one 
time and the number of instructors to be provided. 


(3) The nature and terms of the applicant’s right of possession of the 
proposed premises, whether by lease, ownership or otherwise. 


(4) The financial ability of the applicant to operate the college in ac- 
cordance with the requirements of this Act and the regulations of the Board; 
and 


(5) Such other information as the Board considers necessary. 


Prior to the issuance of the certificate, the Board or its representative 
shall inspect the college and shall determine that it complies with this Act and 
the regulations of the Board. Before making such inspection, the Board may 
require the applicant to furnish such evidence as is necessary to show compli- 
ance with any local laws governing the operation of barber colleges in the 
particular locality in which the college is to be located. 


Section 7. For the purposes of the Act and the regulations of the 
Board, each separate location at which the practice of barbering or any part 
thereof is taught shall be considered to be, a separate certificate shall be re- 
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quired for each. However, facilities at which the practice of barbering or any 
part thereof is taught which are operated or maintained by a college in the 
same central area as the main establishment of the college shall not be 
deemed for the purposes of this Act, to be a separate college. No such facility 
shall be operated or maintained by a college until and unless each has been 
inspected and approved by the Board in the same manner as is required be- 
fore a certificate to operate a college may be issued, the fee prescribed by this 
Act paid and a certificate to operate and maintain the particular facility is is- 
sued by the Board. 


In considering whether the establishment of a new barber college in a 
particular area will be detrimental to the public welfare, the Board shall con- 
sider the need for barber college facilities or additional barber college facili- 
ties, as the case may be, in the community where the proposed barber college 
is to be located, giving particular consideration to: 


(1) The economic character of the community. 


(2) The adequacy of existing barber shops and barber colleges in that 
community. 


(3) The ability of the community to support the proposed barber col- 
lege. 


(4) The character of adjacent communities and the extent to which the 
establishment of the proposed barber college would draw patrons from such 
adjacent communities. 


(5) The social and economic effect of the establishment of a barber col- 
lege on the community where it is proposed to be located and on the adjacent 
communities. 


(6) The expressed opinion of the registered barbers in the area of the 
proposed college, as evidenced in person or by written petition to the Board. 


No barber college shall be approved by the Board unless it requires as a 
prerequisite to graduation a course or instruction of not less than 1500 hours, 
completed within 12 months, with no more than 8 hours to any working day, 
subject to the Board’s authority to determine by regulation the days and 
hours of school within these limits. 


The course of instruction shall include the following subjects: Scientific 
fundamentals of barbering, hygiene, bacteriology; history of the head, face 
and neck; elementary chemistry as it relates to sterilization and asepsis; dis- 
eases of the skin, hair glands; and the massaging and manipulating of the 
muscles of the body above the seventh cervical vertebra; hair cutting and 
shaving; and the arranging, dressing, coloring, bleaching and tinting of the 
hair. 


Section 8. The Board shall have the power to refuse, revoke and sus- 
pend licenses and certificates strictly in accordance with the provisions of this 
Act, upon proof of violation of any sections of this Act. The members of the 
Board shall have the power to administer oaths and shall have the power to 
require the attendance of witnesses and the production of books, records and 
papers as it may desire at any hearing on any matter which the Board has the 
authority to investigate, and for that purpose may require the secretary of the 
Board to issue a subpoena duces tecum to compel the production of any 
books, records or papers, directed to the sheriff of the county where such wit- 
nesses resides or may be found, which subpoenas and subpoenas duces tecum 
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shall be served and returned in the same manner as a subpoena in a criminal 
case is served and returned. The fees and mileage of the sheriff and witnesses 
shall be the same as allowed in the Circuit Court of this State. Such fees and 
mileage shall be paid from the fund of the Board on deposit in the Treasury 
for the use of the Board in the same manner as other expenses of the Board 
are paid. The Board must subpoena all witnesses from whom subpoena is re- 
quested by the applicant, licensee or holder of a certificate, provided, how- 
ever, that such request shall be made in writing to the secretary of the Board 
at least 10 days prior to the date set for the hearing. All fees and mileage of 
the sheriff and witnesses subpoenaed at the request of such applicant, licensee 
or holder of a certificate shall be paid by the applicant, licensee or holder of a 
certificate, and execution may issue therefor in civil cases in the Circuit 
Courts of this State. 


The Board may refuse to grant or may revoke or suspend any certificate 
or license issued in any case where the holder of or applicant for such license 
or certificate shall have been guilty of fraud or dishonest conduct in the tak- 
ing of the examination herein provided for, or shall be guilty of grossly un- 
professional or dishonest conduct, or shall be addicted to the excessive use of 
intoxicating liquors or to the use of drugs to such an extent as to render him 
or her unfit to practice in any of the practices or professions set forth in this 
Act, or who shall advertise by means of knowingly false or deceptive state- 
ments, or who shall fail to display the license or certificate issued to him as 
provided for in this Act. Provided, however, the Board shall not on any of 
the grounds in this section stated, refuse to issue or renew any license or cer- 
tificate nor shall it revoke or suspend any such license or certificate already 
issued, except after a hearing, of which the applicant or licensee or the holder 
of the certificate affected shall be given at least twenty (20) days notice in 
writing, specifying the reason or reasons for denying the applicant a license 
or certificate of registration, or in case of a suspension or revocation, the of- 
fense or offenses of which the licensee or the holder of the certificate or regis- 
tration is charged. Such notice may be served by mailing a copy thereof by 
registered mail to the last known residence or business address of such appli- 
cant, licensee or holder of a certificate. The hearing on such charges shall be 
at such time and place as the Board may prescribe, provided, however, that 
such hearing must be held in the county in which such applicant, licensee or 
holder of a certificate has his or her place of business. 


Findings made by the Board are deemed conclusive, unless within thirty 
(30) days after notice of the decision of the Board has been given an ag- 
grieved party, said aggrieved person shall appeal said finding or ruling to the 
Circuit Court of the County of his residence, or to the Circuit Court of Mont- 
gomery County. In the event of such appeal, the Circuit Court shall hear the 
same de nevo. Such appeal shall be taken by the filing with the Board and the 
Clerk of the Circuit Court of a petition stating the aggrieved person’s desire 
to appeal said findings, and said petition shall specify whether the appeal is 
taken to the Circuit Court of the county of his residence or to the Circuit 
Court of Montgomery County. Such aggrieved person shall have a right to 
demand trial by jury by demanding same at the time of the filing with the 
Board of the notice of appeal. The action of the Board shall be stayed pend- 
ing such appeal. The Circuit Court shall have the right to affirm, reverse or 
affirm in part or reverse in part the finding of the Board and shall render such 
final judgment as to the court may seem just and proper. 


In the event the decision of the Board is affirmed the cost of such appeal 
shall be taxed against the party taking such appeal. In the event the decision 
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of the Board is not affirmed in whole the court shall in its discretion tax such 
cost of appeal against the Board or against the person taking such appeal or 
partly against each; and the court in its discretion may award a reasonable at- 
torney fee to the attorney for the party taking such appeal as part of such 
cost, in the event the decision of the Board is not affirmed in whole. 


Section 9. The holder of a certificate or license issued by said Board as 
provided by this Act who continues in active practice of said profession 
within the meaning of this Act shall on or before the 1st day of January 
renew his or her certificate or license and pay the renewal fee. A certificate or 
license which has not been renewed prior to the 31st day of January of that 
year shall expire on the ist day of February of that year. The holder of the 
expired certificate or license may have within three (3) years of the date of 
expiration, the certificate restored upon the payment of the required renewal 
fee and satisfactory proof of his or her qualifications to resume practice or 
profession. The restoration fee shall be as follows: the sum of the accumu- 
lated annual renewal fees for the elapsed period, plus the fee for the current 
year. The first certificates or licenses issued under this Act shall be valid until 
January 1, 1972. 


Section 10. Any person, firm or corporation, who shall engage in any 
of the practices designated to be within the meaning of this Act, or act in any 
capacity wherein a certificate or license is required without a certificate or li- 
cense provided in this Act, or shall in any other form or manner violate any 
of the provisions of this Act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be 
fined not to exceed $100.00 or shall be imprisoned for no more than ninety 
(90) days or both, and if a corporation shall be punished by a fine of no more 
than $500.00. After official notice of such violation, each day of operation or 
practice constitutes a separate violation. 


Section 11. The various fees to be paid by the applicants for original 
registration, original license, annual renewals and examinations as required 
under this Act shall be as follows: 


(1) For an examination to determine the preliminary education of an 
applicant, $6.00 


(2) For an examination to determine the qualifications of an applicant 
from another state, $50.00. 


(3) For an examination of the same kind described in paragraph (2) of 
this section but given to an applicant from this state, $25.00. 


(4) For an examination to determine the qualifications of an applicant 
to receive a certificate of registration to practice as an apprentice, $20.00. 


(5) For an examination to determine the qualifications of an applicant 
to receive a certificate of registration as an instructor or assistant instructor, 
$50.00. 


(6) For the issuance of the initial certificate to operate a barber college, 
$500.00. 


(7) For each annual renewal of a barber’s certificate, $20.00. 
(8) For each annual renewal of an apprentice’s certificate, $15.00. 


(9) For each annual renewal of an instructor’s or assistant instructor’s 
certificate $50.00. 
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(10) For each annual renewal of a certificate to operate a barber col- 
lege, $200.00. 


(11) For the restoration of any expired certificate except for a barber 
college, $20.00. 


(12) For the restoration of an expired certificate for a barber college, 
$100.00. 


(13) For annual license for Barber Shop, $20.00. 
(14) For the issuance of any duplicate certificate, $2.00. 


Section 12. Every holder of a certificate of registration shall display 
same in a conspicuous place adjacent to or near his work chair in his place of 
employment. 


Section 13. Receipts and expenses of Board: All money, funds, and 
other receipts received by the Board shall be deposited in a depository which 
shall be a bank within the State designated by the Board. Such funds shall be 
expended for carrying out the purpose of the Act and may be withdrawn on 
order of the Executive Officer of the Board. All such money and funds and 
other receipts are hereby appropriated for use of the Board for the necessary 
and proper expenses of the Board and for carrying out the purposes of this 
Act. The accounts of the Board shall be examined annually by the office of 
the Chief Examiner of Public Accounts of the State of Alabama. 


Section 14. There is hereby created the Alabama Board of Barber Ex- 
aminers, to consist of five (5) persons. Such Board shall be appointed by the 
Governor of the State of Alabama, one person appointed for the term of one 
year, one person for a term of two years, one person for a term of three 
years, one person for a term of four years and one person for a term of five 
years and until their successors are appointed, and qualified. 


Each member of said Board shall be a practicing registered barber, who 
has followed the occupation of barbering for five continuous years in Ala- 
bama prior to his appointment. 


The members of said Board shall serve for five (5) years. Vacancies 
caused by death, resignation or otherwise shall be filled by the present mem- 
ber of the Board. Members appointed to fill vacancies shall serve for the 
unexpired term of their predecessors. Said Board may do all things necessary 
and convenient for enforcing the provisions of this Act. They may from time 
to time promulgate necessary rules and regulations compatible with the provi- 
sions of this Act, and the State Board of Health. 


OFFICERS OF THE BOARD: The members of the Board shall an- 
nually elect from among their numbers a president, a vice-president and appoint 
an executive secretary. The executive secretary need not be a member of the 
Board. The Board shall be empowered to employ adequate personnel to prop- 
erly enforce the provisions of this Act. The compensation of said personnel 
shall be paid out of the funds received by the Board. All employees of the 
Board shall serve at the pleasure of the Board. The executive Secretary and 
all employees that handle money before entering upon the discharge of his 
duties, shall file with the Treasurer of the State of Alabama, a good and suffi- 
cient bond in the penal sum of $10,000, payable to the State of Alabama, to 
insure the faithful performance of his or her duties as such executive secre- 
tary, and the premium on such bond shall be paid out of the funds of the 
Board. 
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The executive secretary of the Board shall be paid a salary as deter- 
mined by the Board, to be paid semi-monthly and shall be reimbursed on nec- 
essary travel expenses and other incidental expenses incurred in the discharge 
of his official duties, when properly vouchered and authorized by the Board. 


Each member of the Board shall receive compensation fixed by the 
Board, not to exceed $40.00 per diem while engaged in the discharge of his 
official duties and necessary expenses plus 10¢ a mile for necessary travel in- 
volved in such official duties, not to exceed 30 days in any one calendar year. 


The compensation and expenses as herein provided and other expenses 
authorized by this Act shall be paid from the fund derived from the operation 
of this Act. 


The Board shall meet in the City of Montgomery, Alabama, on the sec- 
ond Monday in January, April, July and October of each year, and at such 
other times and places as the Board may direct. The majority of the members 
of the Board shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. The 
Board shall prescribe rules for its government and have a seal with which to 
authenticate its Acts. 


The said Board shall keep a permanent record of its proceedings. It shall 
keep a register of applications for certificate or licenses showing the name of 
the applicant, the name and location of his or her place of occupation or 
business and whether the applicant was granted or refused a license, The 
books and records of the Board shall be prima facie evidence of the matters 
therein contained, which constitute public records and shall at all reasonable 
times be open for public inspection. 


The State Board of Barber Examiners shall work with, seek the advice 
and cooperate with The State Health Department of all matters of sanitation 
in regards to inspection of Barber shops, barber school and barbers in the 
State of Alabama. 


The State Board of Examiners shall work with, seek the advice and co- 
operate with the State Department of Education on matters of establishing 
education of applicants for barber schools or applicants for apprentice li- 
cense, or applicants for a certificate as a journeyman barber. 


Section 15. Nothing in this act shall abrogate or affect any of the pro- 
visions of the public health laws, the state sanitary code or any local laws or 
state act or local application or municipal ordinances, except to the extent 
that this act shall provide minimum qualifications and requirements for the 
practice of barbering and the operation of barber shops and barber colleges. 


Section 16. If any section or phrase of this Act is for any reason held 
to be unconstitutional or invalid such decision shall not affect the validity of 
the remaining portions of this Act. 


Section 17. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

H. 207. To provide for the incorporation of the Alabama Pollution 
Control Finance Authority, as a public corporation and instrumentality of the 
State, to authorize the Authority to issue its bonds, to provide the source of 
payment of such bonds, to authorize the Authority to acquire water pollution 
control projects and lease such projects to counties, incorporated cities or 
towns, public boards, districts or other public bodies having jurisdiction over 
the disposal of sewage, industrial wastes or other wastes, to make grants to 
any such local public body to assist it in financing such projects, to provide 
grants by the Authority from the sources herein provided to assist such local 
public bodies which have applied for aid or assistance under the Federal 
Water Pollution Control Act, as amended, to grant power and authority to 
each such local public body to provide funding for any grant to such local 
public body by the Authority, either by advances, or delivering its bonds, 
warrants, certificates of indebtedness or other obligations to the Authority for 
sale by it, or by obligating itself to provide funds to pay the bonds of the Au- 
thority issued to provide a grant to such local public body, or by levying and 
collecting and paying over to the Authority fees and charges for the use of its 
sewage or waste disposal system or facilities sufficient to pay such bonds, au- 
thorizing the Authority and each such local public body to perform such acts 
and enter such agreements as may be necessary or desirable to enable the Au- 
thority to provide a grant by or on behalf of the State of a portion of the cost 
of water pollution contro! projects for which aid or assistance is sought by the 
local public body under the Federal Water Pollution Control Act, as 


amended.

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SENATE MESSAGE 


On motion of Mr. Gloor, the House concurred in and adopted the Sen- 
ate substitute to the bill, H. 207, said Senate substitute being as follows: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To provide for state grants to counties, incorporated cities and towns, 
public boards, districts or other public bodies, for water pollution control proj- 
ects, the incorporation, organization, functions and powers of the Alabama 
Pollution Control Finance Authority, as a public corporation, agency and in- 
strumentality of the State, to authorize the Authority to obligate the State to 
make grants to such local public bodies, to issue its bonds and exercise other 
corporate powers to aid such local public bodies in obtaining grants under the 
Federal Water Pollution Control Act; to appropriate the net proceeds of 
bonds and other funds to the Authority to be used for such grants; to author- 
ize such counties, incorporated cities and towns, public boards, districts or 
other public bodies to provide for the funding of any grant to such local pub- 
lic body by the Authority by obligating itself to provide funds to pay the 
bonds issued or to be issued by the Authority to provide for such grants, ei- 
ther on the full faith and credit of such local public body or from a limited 
source or by levying and collecting and paying over to the Authority fees and 
charges for the use of its sewers or waste disposal system or facilities or to 
lease a project from or to the Authority, and otherwise to provide for State 
assistance to and cooperation with such local public bodies in financing water 
pollution control projects. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Definitions. The following words and phrases, whenever 
used in this Act, shall have the following respective meanings unless the con- 
text clearly indicates otherwise: 


“Authority” means the public corporation organized pursuant to the pro- 
visions of this Act as a public corporation, agency and instrumentality of the 
State. 


“Authorizing Resolution” means a resolution or order adopted by the 
Board of Directors authorizing the issuance of Bonds by the Authority or 
providing for an indenture of trust under and pursuant to which its Bonds are 
to be issued. 


“Boards of Directors” means the Board of Directors of the Authority. 


“Board” means the State Board of Health of the State of Alabama, or 
the State Committee of Public Health or the State Health Officer, whichever 
at the time has the authority to act in health matters pursuant to Title 22, 
Sections 1-3, 6, 7 and 9, Alabama Code of 1940, as now or hereafter 
amended. 


“Bonds” means the bonds issued by the Authority under the provisions 
of this Act. 


“Bond Service Charges” with respect to an issue of Bonds means an 
amount sufficient to pay the principal of and interest on such Bonds as such 
principal matures and such interest comes due, the fees and expenses of pay- 
ing such principal and interest or of redeeming such Bonds and, if required 
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by the Authorizing Resolution, payments into a principal and interest reserve 
fund for the better security of such Bonds. 


“Federal Water Pollution Control Act” means the Act of Congress so 
designated (P.L. 84-660) approved July 9, 1956, as amended by P.L. 87-88 
approved July 20, 1961, P.L. 89-234 approved October 2, 1965, P.L. 89-753 
approved November 3, 1966, and P.L. 91-224 approved April 3, 1970 (33 
U.S.C. Section 466, et seq., 33 U.S.C. Sections 1151, et seq.) and as such Act 
may be hereafter amended. 


“Local Public Body” means and includes each county, incorporated city 
or town, public board, district or other public body created by or pursuant to 
State law and having jurisdiction over the disposal of sewage, industrial 
wastes, or other wastes. It includes also any combination of two or more of 
the foregoing having such jurisdiction. 


“Project” means the water pollution control project of a Local Public 
Body to consist of one or more Treatment Works to prevent the discharge of 
untreated or inadequately treated sewage, industrial wastes or other wastes 
into any waters, for which a Federal grant has been applied for by such Local 
Public Body under Section 8 of the Federal Water Pollution Control Act. 


“State Health Officer” means the executive officer of the State Board of 
Health as provided for in Title 22, Section 9, Alabama Code of 1940, as now 
or hereafter amended. 


“State” means the State of Alabama. 


“Treatment Works” means the various devices used in the treatment of 
sewage, industrial wastes or other wastes of a liquid or solid nature, including 
the necessary intercepting sewers, outfall sewers, pumping, power, and other 
equipment, and their appurtenances, and includes any extensions, improve- 
ments, remodeling, additions and alterations thereof. 


Section 2. Legislative Intent. It is the intent of the Legislature by the 
passage of this Act to enable the State, acting by and through the Authority, 
to aid in the prevention and control of water pollution, to provide State finan- 
cial aid or grants to Local Public Bodies for the prevention and control of 
water pollution, and to these ends to authorize the incorporation ot a State 
Authority with power to issue Bonds and from the proceeds of such Bonds or 
other funds obtained by the Authority to enable the State to agree to pay and 
to pay such portion of the estimated reasonable cost of the Projects of each 
Local Public Body as may be required in order that such Project shall be eli- 
gible for the maximum obtainable Federal grant under the Federal Water 
Pollution Control Act. 


Section 3. Power of Incorporate. The Governor, the State Health 
Officer and the Director of Finance shall become a public corporation with 
the power and authority hereinafter provided, by proceeding according to the 
provisions of this Act. 


Section 4. Provisions for Incorporation. The Governor, the State 
Health Officer, and the Director of Finance shall present to the Secretary of 
State of Alabama an application signed by them which shall set forth (1) the 
name, Official designation, and official residence of each of the applicants; (2) 
the date on which each applicant was inducted into office and the term of of- 
fice of each of the applicants; (3) the name of the proposed corporation, 
which shall be “Alabama Pollution Control Finance Authority”; (4) the loca- 
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tion of the principal office of the proposed corporation; and (5) any other 
matters relating to the corporation which the applicants may choose to insert 
and which are not inconsistent with this Act or the laws of the State. The ap- 
plication shall be subscribed and sworn to by each of the applicants before 
an officer authorized by the laws of the State to take acknowledgments to 
deeds. If upon examination of the application it is found that it substantially 
complies with the requirements of this Act, the Secretary of State shall re- 
ceive and file the application and record it in an appropriate book of records. 


Section 5. Consummation of Corporation. When the application has 
been made, filed and recorded as provided in the preceding section, the Secre- 
tary of State shall make and issue to the applicants a certificate of incorpora- 
tion pursuant to this Act, under the Great Seal of the State, and shall record 
the certificate with application, whereupon the applicants shall constitute a 
public corporation, agency and instrumentality of the State under the name 
proposed in the application. There shall be no fees paid to the Secretary of 
State for any work done in connection with the incorporation of the Author- 
ity. 

Section 6. Members, Directors and Officers of the Authority. The ap- 
plicants named in the application and their respective successors in office 
shall constitute the members of the Authority. The Governor shall be presi- 
dent of the Authority, the State Health Officer shall be vice-president of the 
Authority, and the Director of Finance shall be the secretary of the Author- 
ity. The State Treasurer shall be the treasurer and custodian of the funds and 
securities of the Authority but shall not be a member of the Authority. The 
members of the Authority shall constitute all the members of the Board of 
Directors of the Authority, which shall be the governing body of the Author- 
ity. A majority of the members of the Board of Directors shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of business. Should any person holding any State 
office named in this Section cease to hold such office by reason of death, res- 
ignation, expiration of his term of office, or for any other reason, then his 
successor in office shall take his place as a member, officer or director, as the 
case may be, of the Authority. No member, officer or director of the Author- 
ity shall draw any salary in addition to that now authorized by law for any 
service he may render or for any duty he may perform in connection with the 
Authority. All resolutions and orders adopted by the Board of Directors shall 
constitute actions of the Authority, and all proceedings of the Board of Direc- 
tors shall be reduced to writing by the Secretary of the Authority and shall be 
recorded in a substantially bound book, which shall be kept in the office of the 
Secretary of State. Copies of such proceedings, when certified by the Secre- 
tary of the Authority, under the seal of the Authority, shall be received in all 
courts as prima facie evidence of the matters and things therein certified. 


Section 7. Powers of the Authority. The Authority shall have the fol- 
lowing powers, among others specified in this Act: (1) to have succession in 
its corporate name until the principal of and interest on all Bonds issued by it 
shall have been fully paid; (2) to sue and be sued and to prosecute and de- 
fend, at law and in equity, in any court having jurisdiction of the subject mat- 
ter and of the parties; (3) to have and to use a corporate seal and to alter 
such seal at pleasure; (4) to establish a fiscal year; (5) to acquire in any 
manner and to hold title to or leasehold interests in real and personal prop- 
erty and to sell, convey or lease the same for the purpose of carrying out its 
functions and duties hereunder; (6) to construct and operate or lease to or 
from any Local Public Body any Project; (7) to agree to make and to make 
State grants to any Local Public Body to assist in financing any Project; (8) 
to execute agreements effectively obligating the State to pay to a Local Public 
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Body such portion of the estimated reasonable cost of the Project of such 
Local Public Body as shall be required in order that such Project shall be eli- 
gible for the maximum obtainable Federal grant under the Federal Water 
Pollution Control Act; (9) to borrow money for any corporate purpose; (10) 
to issue its Bonds as hereinafter provided; (11) to invest the proceeds from 
the sale of its Bonds pending the use thereof; (12) to make and enter into 
contracts and agreements in furtherance of its functions and duties under this 
Act; and (13) to appoint and employ such attorneys, agents and employees 
as the business of the Authority may require. 


Section 8. Authorization of Bonds. For the purpose of providing funds 
for the State to make grants to Local Public Bodies for a Project or Projects, 
or for the payment of obligations incurred or temporary loans made for any 
of said purposes, the Authority is hereby authorized, from time to time, to 
issue and sell its Bonds, not exceeding in the aggregate principal amount, 
however, $25,000,000. Such Bonds may be issued in one or more series, shall 
be in such form and denominations and of such tenor and maturities, not ex- 
ceeding 30 years from the date of issue of each series, shall bear such rate or 
rates of interest, payable and evidenced in such manner, may contain such 
provisions for registration or for redemption prior to maturity, and may con- 
tain such other provisions not inconsistent herewith, all as may be provided 
by the Authorizing Resolution. As security for the payment of the principal 
of and interest on its Bonds, the Authority is authorized to pledge, transfer 
and assign any obligations of each Local Public Body, payable to the Author- 
ity and the security for such obligation. 


Section 9. Sale of Bonds. The Bonds of the Authority may be sold at 
such time or times as the Board of Directors may deem advantageous; but 
unless sold to a Local Public Body or to the Unted States of America or an 
agency of the United States of America, such Bonds shall be sold at public 
sale, either on sealed bids or at public auction, to the bidder whose bid re- 
flects the lowest net interest cost to the Authority for the Bonds being sold, 
computed to their respective absolute maturities; provided, that if no bid ac- 
ceptable to the Authority is received, it may reject all bids and readvertise; 
and provided, further, that if no bid shall be received, the Authority may ne- 
gotiate for a private sale of the Bonds. Notice of any public sale shali be 
given by such publication or by such distribution of notices of sale or both, as 
the Board of Directors may determine. The Authority may pay from the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of its Bonds all expenses, including publication and printing 
charges, attorney’s fees, and other expenses which the Board of Directors 
may deem necessary or advantageous in connection with the authorization, 
advertisement, sale, execution and issuance thereof. 


Section 10. Temporary Financing. In anticipation of the issuance of 
Bonds, the Authority may borrow such sums as may be needed, not exceed- 
ing $500,000 to be outstanding at any one time, for any of the aforesaid pur- 
poses and to obligate itself by certificate or promissory note, bearing interest 
at a rate or rates to be specified by the Authority, and maturing within eight- 
een months from date. Said certificates or promissory notes shall be payable 
solely from the proceeds of the Bonds of the Authority and from the funds 
from which such Bonds are payable. In the event that State funds are not 
available for a State grant for a Project when application is made, in order to 
accelerate the completion of any Project, the Local Public Body may, with 
the approval of the Authority, obligate such Local Public Body to provide 
local funds to pay that portion of the cost of the Project which the State will 
make available by grant, and the State shall refund the amount expended on 
its behalf by such Local Public Body. 
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Section 11. Refunding Bonds. The Authority may from time to time 
and at any time issue and sell its refunding Bonds for the purpose of refund- 
ing any matured or unmatured Bonds of the Authority at the time outstand- 
ing and any premiums necessary to be paid to redeem any Bonds so to be re- 
funded. The holders of such refunding Bonds shall be subrogated and entitled 
to all priorities, rights, and pledges to which the Bonds refunded thereby were 
entitled. 


Section 12. Execution of Bonds, Certificates and Notes. The Bonds, 
certificates and promissory notes of the Authority shall be signed by either its 
President or its Vice-President, as shall be provided in the Authorizing Reso- 
lution, and the seal of the Authority shall be affixed to any Bonds so issued 
and attested by its Secretary, provided, that a facsimile of the signature of 
one, but not both, of the officers whose signatures shall appear on the Bonds 
may be imprinted or otherwise reproduced on any of the Bonds in lieu of his 
manually signing the same; provided, further that a facsimile of the seal of 
the Authority may be imprinted or otherwise reproduced on any of the Bonds 
in lieu of being manually affixed thereto. Any interest coupons applicable to 
the Bonds shall be executed with a facsimile of the signature of the President 
or the Treasurer as shall be provided in the Authorizing Resolution. In the 
event that, after any of the Bonds or interest coupons thereunto appertaining 
shall be signed by any officer of the Authority, whether manually or by fac- 
simile, any such officer shall for any reason vacate his said office, the Bonds 
and interest coupons so signed may nevertheless be delivered at any time 
thereafter as the act and deed of the Authority. 


Section 13. State Grants Administered by the Authority. The State is 
hereby authorized to make grants to any Local Public Body to assist such 
Local Public Body in the construction of a Project. Such grants shall be ad- 
ministered by the Authority. The Authority acting by and through any au- 
thorized officer is hereby authorized to enter into an agreement obligating the 
State to pay such portion of the estimated reasonable cost of the Projects of 
each Local Public Body as may be required in order that such Project shall 
be eligible for the maximum obtainable Federal grant under the Federal 
Water Pollution Control Act. 


Section 14. Appropriation of Funds. There are hereby appropriated to 
the Authority for the purpose of making grants to Local Public Bodies the 
net proceeds of all Bonds issued by the Authority and any funds provided or 
made availabie to the Authority to fund any grant made or to be made here- 
under. 


Section 15. Applications by Local Public Bodies for Grants. Any 
Local Public Body which is eligible for Federal aid, grant or assistance under 
the Federal Water Pollution Control Act for a portion of the cost of acquir- 
ing or constructing a Project may apply also to the Authority for a grant. The 
application shall describe the Project and state the total estimated cost of the 
Project, the amount anticipated to be paid by Federal aid or assistance under 
the Federal Water Pollution Control Act, the amount which the applicant will 
contribute to the Project, that request is made for a State grant for the re- 
mainder of the estimated cost of the Project, and the plan or program pro- 
posed for funding such grant. The application shall be accompanied by a cer- 
tificate or letter from the Alabama Water Improvement Commission or other 
State agency having authority to submit a State water control plan pursuant 
to the Federal Water Pollution Control Act, stating that the Project proposed 
by the applicant is in conformity with the State water pollution control plan

submitted pursuant to the Federal Water Pollution Control! Act, and is enti- 
tled to priority over other eligible projects on the basis of financial as well as 
water pollution control needs. 


Section 16. Alternative Plans and Programs for Funding Grants by 
Authority. The plan or program for funding the grant by the Authority to a 
Local Public Body for a Project may be any one or more of the following, as 
shall be approved by the Authority: 


(a) An appropriation by the State; 


(b) A grant by a corporation, foundation, fund or agency, public or pri- 
vate, to the State for the purpose of abating water pollution or assisting Local 
Public Bodies with their Projects; provided that the State shall not receive any 
grant from a Local Public Body which has received or is to receive a grant 
for its Project from the State; 


(c) The undertaking by the Local Public Body to levy, collect and pay 
over to the Authority and to continue to levy, collect and pay over to the Au- 
thority sums sufficient to pay Bond Service Charges with respect to the Bonds 
of the Authority issued to fund a grant for such Project, the proceeds of one 
or more of the following: 


(i) Any sewer or waste disposal service fee or charge; 
(ii) Any privilege or license tax; 


(iii) Any special assessment on the property drained, served or bene- 
fited by the Project. 


The undertaking of the Local Public Body may be payable solely from and 
limited to, one or more of the sources specified in items (i), (ii) or (iii) 
above or it may be a general obligation of the Local Public Body additionally 
secured by a pledge of one or more of such sources. 


(d) The levy and collection by the Local Public Body of fees and 
charges, in addition to all other fees and charges for the use of the sewer sys- 
tem, disposal facilities or Project of such Local Public Body equal to 125 per 
cent of the maximum principal and interest maturing or coming due in any 
one year on the Bonds to be issued by the Authority to fund a grant for such 
Project, and the payment of the proceeds of such fees and charges, less a 
charge of not exceeding 5 per cent to the Local Public Body or its agent for 
the expense of collecting such fees and charges, shall be paid as collected to 
the State Treasurer for the account of the Bonds issued by the Authority to 
fund the grant for such Project; provided that any moneys over and above 
those required for the payment of Bond Service Charges in respect of the 
Bonds of the Authority issued to fund the grant for such Project, shall, on ap- 
plication of the Local Public Body, be refunded by the Authority to the Local 
Public Body as an additional grant. 


Section 17. Power and Authority of Each Local Public Body. In order 
to provide for the funding of the grant by the Authority for a Project to the 
Local Public Body, such Local Public Body is hereby authorized and empow- 
ered, any existing statute to the contrary notwithstanding, to do and perform 
any one or more of the following: 


(a) To obligate itself to pay to the Authority at periodic intervals a sum 
sufficient to provide Bond Service Charges with respect to the Bonds of the 
Authority issued to fund the grant for such Project;

(b) To levy, collect and pay over to the Authority and to obligate itself 
to continue to levy, collect and pay over to the Authority the proceeds of any 
one or more of the following: 


(i) Any sewer or waste disposal service fee or charge; 
(ii) Any privilege or license tax; 


(iii) Any special assessment on the property drained, served or bene- 
fited by the Project; 


(c) To undertake and obligate itself to pay its contractual obligation to 
the Authority solely from the proceeds from any one or more of the sources 
specified in items (i), (ii), or (iii) of subparagraph (b) above, or to impose 
upon itself a general obligation indebtedness to the Authority additionally se- 
cured by a pledge of any one or more of such sources; 


(d) To levy and collect and to obligate itself to continue to levy and 
collect for the use of the sewer system or disposal facilities or the Project 
such fees and charges in addition to all other fees and charges, as shall equal 
one hundred twenty-five per cent of the maximum principal and interest ma- 
turing and coming due in any one year on the Bonds issued by the Authority 
to fund a grant for the Project and to pay over such fees and charges to the 
State Treasurer for the account of such Bonds; 


(e) To retain as its expenses for collecting such fees and charges from 
the users of such system or disposal facilities or Project a charge not exceed- 
ing five per cent of the total collected therefrom; to delegate the collection of 
such fees and charges to any agency which collects sewer or water service 
charges in the Local Public Body and to pay as compensation for the services 
to such agency all or any part of such five per cent; 


(f) To enter into such agreements, to perform such acts and to delegate 
such functions and duties as its governing body shall determine to be neces- 
sary or desirable to enable the Authority to fund a grant to the Local Public 
Body to aid it in the construction or acquisition of a Project. 


Section 18. State Treasurer’s Custody of Funds and Securities. The 
State Treasurer shall have custody of all moneys or funds paid or delivered to 
the Authority and shail establish a separate account for each Project of each 
Local Public Body, and such moneys or funds shall be dedicated and used 
solely for the payment of any grant by the Authority for the State to such 
Local Public Body or, in case the Bonds of the Authority shall have been is- 
sued to fund such grant, the payment of the principal of and interest on such 
Bonds, the expenses of such payment and any reserve fund required for such 
Bonds by the Authorizing Resolution; provided, that if there shall be any sur- 
plus funds on deposit in said fund to the credit of the Project of a Local Pub- 
lic Body, then, upon application by such Local Public Body, the State Treas- 
urer may make cash expenditures from such account for any such Project to 
the extent that moneys are available therefor in any fiscal year of the Author- 
ity after there shall have been first set aside therein funds sufficient to provide 
the principal maturing and interest and reserve fund payments coming due in 
the ensuing fiscal year on the then outstanding Bonds which have been issued 
to contribute to the cost of any prior Project or Projects of that particular 
Local Public Body. 


Section 19. Exemption from Taxation. All Bonds of the Authority and 
the coupons applicable thereto and the income therefrom and all Projects or 
parts thereof and all assets of the Authority shall be forever exempt from any 
and all taxation in the State. 
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Section 20. Bonds and Coupons Constitute Negotiable Instruments. 
All Bonds issued by the Authority, while not registered, shall be construed to 
be negotiable instruments even though they are payable from a limited 
source. All coupons applicable to any Bonds issued by the Authority, while 
the applicable Bonds are not registered as to both principal and interest, shall 
likewise be construed to be negotiable instruments although payable from a 
limited source. 


Section 21. Obligations of Authority Not a Debt of the State. All 
Bonds, notes and certificates issued by the Authority shall be solely and ex- 
clusively obligations of the Authority, payable solely from the revenues, in- 
come, fees, charges or rent which may pursuant to the provisions of this Act, 
be pledged to the payment thereof, and no such Bonds, notes or certificates 
shall create an obligation or debt of the State. Provided, however, that an 
agreement by the Authority to make a grant to a Local Public Body for a 
Project shall impose an obligation on the State to make such grant from any 
funds which are then or may thereafter become available regardless of the 
funding of the grant by the Local Public Body and subject only to any terms 
and conditions set forth in such agreement. 


Section 22. Presumption of Validity of Bonds and Publication of No- 
tice Thereof. Each Authorizing Resolution or an indenture of trust provided 
for therein shall contain a recital that the Bonds therein authorized are issued 
pursuant to the provisions of this Act, which recital shall be conclusive evi- 
dence that said Bonds have been duly authorized pursuant to the provisions 
of this Act, notwithstanding the provisions of any other law now in force or 
hereafter enacted or amended. Upon the passage of any Authorizing Resolu- 
tion, the Authority may, in its discretion, cause to be published once in each 
of two consecutive weeks in a newspaper published and having general circu- 
lation in the City of Montgomery, Alabama, a notice in substantially the fol- 
lowing form (the blanks being properly filled in): 


“Alabama Pollution Control Finance Authority, an agency of the State 
of Alabama, on the day of , 19 , adopted a resolution pro- 
viding for the issuance of $ principal amount of Bonds of the Au- 
thority. Any action or proceedings questioning the validity of said resolution 
or said Bonds or the pledges and agreements made in said resolution for the 
benefit thereof, or the proceedings under which said Bonds, pledges and 
agreements were authorized, must be commenced within twenty days after 
the first publication of this notice.

Any action or proceeding in any court seeking to set aside or invalidate 
any Authorizing Resolution or to contest the validity of any Bonds therein 
authorized, or the validity of any pledge or agreement made therefor, must be 
commenced within 20 days after the first publication of such notice. After the 
expiration of 20 days following such first publication, no right of action or 
defense founded upon the lack of validity of the Authorizing Resolution, in- 
denture of trust therein provided for or other proceedings, or of the Bonds or 
of the pledges or agreements shall be asserted. In the event of such publica- 
tion the validity of such Authorizing Resolution, indenture of trust, proceed- 
ings, Bonds, pledges or agreements shall not be open to question in any court 
upon any ground whatsoever, except in an action or proceeding commenced 
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within such period. Any such action and any action to protect or enforce any 
rights under the provisions of this Act shall be brought in the Circuit Court 
of Montgomery County, Alabama. 


Section 23. Dissolution of the Authority. When all Bonds issued by the 
Authority and all obligations made or assumed by it under the provisions of 
this Act shall have been paid in full, the then officers and directors of the Au- 
thority shall at such time file with the Secretary of State a written statement, 
subscribed and sworn to by each of them, reciting the payment in full of all 
such Bonds and obligations. Such statement shall be filed with the Secretary 
of State and recorded with the certificate of incorporation of the Authority, 
and thereupon the Authority shall stand dissolved. Any property owned by 
the Authority but leased to a Local Public Body shall become the property of 
such Local Public Body and any property owned by the Authority and not 
leased to any Local Public Body shall become the property of the State. 


Section 24. Severability Provision. The provisions of this Act are sev- 
erable.

“Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled (two-thirds of each House concur- 
ring therein), that the following article is proposed as an amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States, which shall be valid to all intents and pur- 
poses as a part of the Constitution when ratified by the Legislatures of three- 
fourths of the several States within seven years from the date of its submis- 
sion by the Congress: 


“ARTICLE 


“Section 1. The right of citizens of the United States, who are eighteen 
years of age or older, to vote shall not be denied or abridged by the United 
States or by any State on account of age. 


“Section 2. The Congress shall have the power to enforce this article 
by appropriate legislation.”

be limited obligations payable solely out of revenues of the said Department 
derived from the facilities constructed with the proceeds of the said notes and 
bonds, except that the notes shall also be payable out of the proceeds from 
the sale of the bonds; to provide for and authorize the pledge of the gross 
revenues of the said facilities for payment of the said principal and interest 
and that such pledge will constitute the first charge on the revenues so 
pledged; to authorize the publication of notice of the adoption of an order au-

County Board of Education shall not be dismissed from employment or re- 
duced to status as part-time employees except for certain causes; relating to 
the rights of employees dismissed or reduced to part-time status; establishing 
the Etowah County Personnel Board, granting the Board certain authority, 
providing for the compensation and duties of its members, and directing and 
authorizing the governing body of Etowah County to provide the members of 
the Board with reasonable and necessary legal counsel. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. No full-time employee of Etowah County or the Etowah 
County Board of Education shall be dismissed from employment by an 
elected official of Etowah County except for incompetency, insubordination, 
neglect of duty, immorality, excessive absenteeism, or other good and just 
cause. 


Section 2. This act shall not affect hiring, promotion or demotion of 
employees. 


Section 3. This act shall apply only for the benefit of employees who 
have been employed by Etowah County or the Etowah County Board of Edu- 
cation for a period of one year or longer. 


Section 4. This act shall not apply for the benefit of teachers, princi- 
pals, the superintendent of education, or any persons who are covered by the 
provisions of the teacher tenure laws of Alabama. 


Section 5. The words “elected official” as used herein shall include an 
elected board or commission. 


Section 6. There is hereby created and established the Etowah County 
Personnel Board, which shall be composed of the following persons: (1) the 
president of the Gadsden Labor Council, (2) the president of the Etowah 
County Bar Association, and (3) the president of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the City of Gadsden. 


Section 7. If any employee covered under the provisions of this act 
shall be dismissed, he shall have the right to have the action of dismissal re- 
viewed by the Etowah County Personnel Board to determine if the dismissal 
was proper under the provisions of this act. 


Section 8. In the event that any elected official desires to dismiss any 
employee, he shall give notice in writing by United States registered mail, 
postage prepaid, to such employee, stating in detail the reason or reasons for 
dismissal. A copy of said notice shall be sent in the same manner to each of 
the Etowah County Personnel Board. 


Section 9. Upon receipt of such notice, the employee may within ten 
days, and not thereafter, demand a hearing before the said Board to contest 
the propriety of the dismissal. 


Section 10. Upon receipt of the demand for hearing, the Board shall 
order a hearing within ten days, which hearing shall be public or private at 
the discretion of the employee. The employee and the elected official shall 
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each have the right to be present and to be heard with or without counsel. 
Each shall have the right to present the testimony of witnesses and other evi- 
dence bearing upon the reason or reasons for dismissal. Each shall have the 
right to examine adverse witnesses. 


Section 11. The Board shall have the right to administer oaths, take 
depositions and issue subpoenas to compel the attendance of witnesses and 
production of papers as evidence. 


Section 12. The Board shall also issue subpoenas upon request of ei- 
ther party. Any person failing to obey the Board’s subpoena may be punisha- 
ble by the Circuit Court of Etowah County for contempt. 


Section 13. Upon consideration of all the evidence at the hearing, the 
Board shall determine the question of the propriety of the dismissal and shall 
render its decision within five days. 


Section 14. No employee shall return to or continue at his employ- 
ment once he has received notice of his dismissal as provided in Section 8 
hereof, until the Board has rendered its decision. If the Board determines that 
the dismissal was proper under the provisions of this act, the employee shall 
not be permitted to return to work. The employee shall, however, be paid 
from the Etowah County treasury an amount equal to one-fourth of one 
month’s salary for each year of service with the county, as severance pay. If 
the Board determines that the dismissal was not proper under the provisions 
of this act, the employee shall return to work immediately and shall be paid 
from the Etowah County treasury an amount equal to his full salary for the 
time during the pendency of the proceeding before the Board. Nothing in this 
act shall preclude the rehiring at a later date of any employee dismissed 
under the provisions of this act, provided, however, that upon such rehiring, 
the county shall deduct from the wages of the employee twenty per cent of 
such wages per month until such time as the county shall thereby be reim- 
bursed for severance pay previously paid to the employee under the provi- 
sions of this act. 


Section 15. The reduction of a full-time employee to status as a part- 
time employee shall be considered the same as a dismissal and the provisions 
of this act shall likewise apply, provided that if the Board finds that a reduc- 
tion to status as a part-time employee is proper under the provisions of this

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The sheriff of Chilton County may appoint a total of seven 
deputies, including a chief deputy and an assistant chief deputy who shall 
serve at the pleasure of the sheriff and shall perform such duties as the sheriff 
may direct. Before entering upon their duties all such deputies shall make 
bond payable to the sheriff in the sum of $2,000 conditional as required by 
Code of Alabama 1940, Title 41, Section 35. 


Section 2. The salaries of all deputies shall be paid in equal monthly 
installments from the general fund of Chilton County or may be paid in 
whole or in part from the county highway and traffic fund at the direction of 
said county governing body. The chief deputy shall receive not less than 
$7,800 nor more than $8,400 per year. The assistant chief deputy shall re- 
ceive not Jess than $5,400 nor more than $7,200 per year, and all regular 
deputies shall receive not less than $4,800 nor more than $6,600 per year. 
The salaries for the chief deputy sheriff, assistant chief deputy sheriff, and 
regular deputies within the above-designated schedule shall be determined by 
the sheriff of Chilton County upon the qualifications, experience, length of 
service, and abilities of said deputies. 


Section 3. The county governing body shall provide the sheriff with 
such quarters, equipment, supplies, and clerical help as deemed necessary for 
the sheriff to efficiently and properly conduct the duties and affairs of his of- 
fice. In event the sheriff is required to use his personal automobile in the per- 
formance of his duties as sheriff of Chilton County, Alabama he shall be 

compensated in the sum of ten cents per mile for each mile traveled in the 
performance of such duties. : 


Section 4. All Jaws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are 
hereby repealed, and Act No. 105, H. 224 Regular Session 1967 (Acts 1967, 
p. 444) is hereby expressly repealed.

Section 5. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of the 
act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect the 
part which remains.

Questions propounded by the House of Representatives to the Justices of 
the Supreme Court under § 34, Title 13, Code 1940. 
HOUSE RESOLUTION NO. 54 


“BE IT RESOLVED by the House of Representatives of Alabama that, 
pursuant to the provisions of Section 34 of Title 13 of the Code of Alabama 
1940, the said House of Representatives hereby respectfully request the opin- 
ion of the Honorable Chief Justice and the Associate Justices of the Supreme 
Court of Alabama on the following important constitutional questions: 


“(1) Does House Bill 568 introduced at the 1971 Regular Session of the 
Legislature of Alabama, a copy of which said House Bill is attached hereto, 
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providing for an increase in the excise tax on gasoline, to become effective 
upon the adoption of an amendment to the Constitution of Alabama author- 
izing the issuance of general obligation bonds of the State for the payment of 
which said gasoline excise tax is pledged, violate the provisions of Section 44 
of the Constitution of Alabama? 


(2) Does said House Bill 568 violate the provisions of Section 212 of 
the Constitution of Alabama?” 


To the Honorable Speaker and Members of the House of Representa- 
tives of Alabama: 


Sirs and Madam: 


§ 647 of Title 51, Code 1940, levies an excise tax on the selling, use or 
consumption, distributing, storing or withdrawing from storage in this state 
for any use, of gasoline. § 647, Title Si, as amended by Act No. 221, ap- 
proved May 10, 1967, Acts of Alabama 1967, Vol. I, page 278, levies the tax 
at the rate of seven cents per gallon except on gasoline used as fuel to propel 
aircraft. 


House Bill 568 amends § 647, Title 51, so as to change the word 
“seven” to “eight” in the first sentence, thereby changing the tax rate from 
seven to eight cents per gallon. 


House Bill 568 contains one other change in § 647, Title 51. In the 1967 
Act, No. 221, supra, subdivision (b) of paragraph (1) of subsection (d) con- 
tains the following sentence: “(b) Any fuel used to propel aircraft powered 
by jet or turbine engines shall be taxed at the rate of one-half of one cent per 
gallon.” In House Bill 568, the corresponding sentence recites: “(b) Any 
fuel used to propel aircraft powered by jet or turbine engines shall be taxed at 
the rate of one-half of one per cent per gallon.” (Emphasis Supplied) 


The last section of House Bill 568 recites: 


“Section 2. This act shall become effective on the first day of the sec- 
ond month following the adoption of an amendment to the Constitution of 
Alabama authorizing the issuance of eighty million dollars in general obliga- 
tion bonds of the state.” 


Your inquiry appears to arise out of Section 2 of the bill. Section 2 
makes the operative date of the act depend on a contingency. 


In Hand v. Stapleton, 135 Ala. 156, 33 So. 689, this court said: 


“ . Contingent legislation is not of infrequent occurrence. Many 
statutes are enacted to become operative upon the happening of some future 
event and a number of such statutes have been reviewed by the courts and 
held to be constitutional. The rule is stated generally in 6 Am. & Eng. Ency. 
Law (2d ed), p. 1031, to be, ‘Where an act is clothed with all the forms of 
law and is complete in and of itself, it is fairly within the scope of the legisla- 
tive power to prescribe that it shall become operative only upon the happen- 
ing of some specified contingency.’ ” (135 Ala. at 162) 


This court quoted with approval from Lothrop v. Stedman, 42 Conn. 
583, as follows: 


“...%... A valid statute may be passed to take effect upon the 
happening of some future event. Certain, or uncertain, it is a law in presenti 
to take effect in futuro. The event, or change of circumstances, must be such 
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as, in the judgment of the legislature, affects the expediency of the law. The 
legislature in effect declares the law inexpedient if the event should not hap- 
epn, expedient if it should happen. They appeal to nobody to judge of its ex- 
pediency.’ ” (135 Ala. at 163) 


This court and the justices have consistently followed the doctrine that 
the legislature may enact contingent legislation, to wit: 


The right provided by section 199 of the act approved August 13, 1907 
(Laws 1907, p. 892), to organize at once any municipality under its provi- 
sions and in accordance therewith, is not unconstitutional as an attempt to 
confer on governing bodies of towns and cities in this state legislative power 
which the organic law confines for exercise to the Legislature. The principle 
upon which the conclusion rests is thus stated in Hand v. Stapleton, 135 Ala. 
156, 33 South. 689; ‘The Legislature may pass a valid statute, to take effect 
upon the happening of a future event, and may delegate to an officer or per- 
son the power of determining and announcing whether such event has 
happened.’ . . . .” Ward v. State, 154 Ala. 227, 230, 231, 45 So. 655. 


“As to Section 44, Article IV of the Constitution, it has long been the 
settled rule that the Legislature may pass a valid statute to take effect on the 
happening of a future event, and the statute will not on that account be held 
to be unconstitutional. This question was considered in Childers v. Shepherd, 
142 Ala. 385, 39 So, 235, 237, wherein the following exerpt (sic) from that 
opinion is here directly in point: 


““ “A local law may be passed to take effect on the ratification of the 
same by the people of the county or district thereof.’ 


“It is clear enough, therefore, that the amendment in no manner con- 
flicts with Section 44 of the Constitution.” Opinion of the Justices, 249 Ala. 
509, 510, 31 So. 2d 717. 


“But broadly speaking, an act complete within itself can be made to de- 
pend upon some contingency for its operation to become effective. In re 
Opinion of the Justices, 232 Ala. 60, 166 So. 710; In re Opinion of the Jus- 
tices, 227 Ala. 291, 149 So. 776; Porter Coal Co. v. Davis, 231 Ala. 359, 165 
So. 93; Ward v. State, 154 Ala. 227, 45 So. 655; Ex parte Hall, 156 Ala. 642, 
47 So. 199; McNiell v. Sparkman, 184 Ala. 96, 63 So. 977; Currin v. Wal- 
lace, 306 U. S. 1, 59 S. Ct. 379, (23, 23, 25), 83 L. Ed. 441; McCreless v. 
Tennessee Valley Bank, 208 Ala. 414, 94 So. 722; 16 Corpus Juris Secun- 
dum, Constitutional Law, § 141, 415; 11 Amer. Jur. 926, section 216. 


“There are limitations. In re Opinion of Justices, 232 Ala. 56, 166 So. 
706.” Phenix City v. Alabama Power Co., 239 Ala. 547, 552, 195 So. 894. 


The act considered in In re Opinions of the Justices, 232 Ala. 56, 166 
So. 706, supra, provided for submitting to the voters the question: 


“ ‘Question No. 1. Shall the proposed gross receipts tax for educational, 
health and relief purposes become a law?’ ” 


The issue thus submitted to the voters was whether the act levying a tax 
should become law. The determination of that issue was the exercise of legis- 
lative power to levy a tax which is a power not to be exercised by the voters 
of the state except in the cases provided by the Constitution. Four of the jus- 
tices said: 
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“.. .. We think that the fact that the Constitution requires and author- 
izes elections on a certain character of taxes indicates the idea that elections 
on all other taxes are excluded... . . ” (232 Ala. at 59) 


The issue whether the proposed statute embodied in House Bill 568 shall 
become law is not to be submitted to the voters by the provisions of the bill. 
The bill does not propose or provide for any election of any sort. The bill 
proposes a law whose effective date is to be postponed until the happening of 
a contingency which may or may not happen. 


If the bill is passed by the Legislature, the act will be complete in and of 
itself. By the provisions of Section 2 of the act, the Legislature will determine 
and declare that it is not expedient for the act to become operative unless the 
constitutional amendment mentioned in Section 2 is adopted, but that it is ex- 
pedient for the act to become operative if such amendment is adopted. The 
determination of the expediency of the act will be made by the Legislature 
and the power to make the determination will not be delegated to or exer- 
cised by the electors of the state or by any person or group of persons other 
than the Legislature itself. 


It is true that, under Section 284 of the Constitution, adoption of an 
amendment can be accomplished only by the favorable vote of a majority of 
the qualified electors of the state who shall vote at an election duly called to 
vote on a proposed amendment. At an election to adopt the amendment con- 
templated by Section 2 of House Bill 568, the question submitted to the elec- 
tors will not be whether House Bill 568 shall become law. The question will 
be whether the proposed amendment to the Constitution shall be adopted. 


Under the rule noted above, when an act is clothed with all the forms of 
law and is complete in and of itself, it is fairly within the scope of legislative 
power to prescribe that the act shall become operative only upon the happen- 
ing of some specified contingency. The contingency specified in House Bill 
568 is the adoption of an amendment to the Constitution. 


There are at least two advisory opinions in the Alabama Reports which 
have to do with the constitutional validity of legislative acts wherein the 
effective date of the act was expressly made to depend on the adoption of an 
amendment to the Constitution of Alabama. One such opinion is In re Opin- 
ions of the Justices, 227 Ala. 291, 149 So. 776, where six justices expressed 
the opinion that the Income Tax Enabling Act; Act No. 169, General And 
Local Acts, Extra Session 1933, page 150; was not in violation of certain sec- 
tions of the Constitution. It does not appear that the question was asked 
whether Act No. 169 violated Section 44 or Section 212 of the Constitution, 
but some things the six justices said are helpful in answering the instant ques- 
tion. 


The last section of Act No. 169 recites as follows: 


“Section 45. This Act shall become effective when an amendment to 
the Constitution authorizing the tax herein provided for has been adopted.” 


Six of the justices said: 


“". .. It is perhaps not inappropriate also to observe that the Legisla- 
ture has on two occasions in the past, if not more, enacted statutes in antici- 
pation of and effective upon the adoption of an amendment to the Constitu- 
tion. The Special School Tax Amendment to the Constitution was proposed 
by an Act approved March 17, 1915 (Gen. Acts 1915, p. 107). The enabling 
act to become effective upon the adoption of that amendment was passed by 
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the same Legislature, approved September 10, 1915 (page 360). The high- 
way bond issue of 1921 was authorized by an amendment proposed by an 
Act approved October 29, 1921 (Acts 1921 [Sp. Sess.J, p. 35). The enabling 
act was passed at the same session of the Legislature, approved October 31, 
1921 (page 67), in which it was provided that it should go into effect upon 
the adoption of the said constitutional amendment. 


“No one has thought that the contention now made was sufficient to jus- 
tify a contest of the validity of the school tax or bond issue. 


“Inherently there is no reason why a statute may not provide that it shall 
be operative upon the happening of a contingency. Smith v. State. 223 Ala. 
11, 136 So. 265; State ex rel. Gaston v. Black, 199 Ala. 321, 74 So. 387; 
State ex rel. Crumpton v. Montgomery, 177 Ala. 212, 59 So. 294; Olmstead 
v. Crook, 89 Ala. 228, 7 So. 776; 59 Corpus Juris, 1137, 1138, 1156.” (227 
Ala, at 295) 


The second advisory opinion having to do with an act which provided 
that its effective operation should be after the adoption of an amendment to 
the Constitution is In re Opinions of the Justices, 227 Ala. 296, 149 So. 781. 
The statute there considered is what is known as the enabling act to the War- 
rant Amendment, approved April 17, 1933, Act No. 177, General And Local 
Acts, Extra Session 1933, page 189. The last section of Act No. 177 recites: 


“Section 19. This Act shall become operative immediately upon the 
proclamation of the Governor declaring that the qualified electors of the State 
of Alabama have ratified the amendment to Section 213 of the Constitution 
of Alabama, known and designated as Article XXIII thereof, and in the event 
the said Constitutional Amendment is not approved by the qualified electors 
of the State of Alabama as an Amendment to the Constitution, this Act shall 
be null and void.” 


The six justices referred to their opinion found in 227 Ala. 291, 149 So. 
776, supra, and said: 


“That such enabling act may properly be passed in anticipation of the 
adoption of a constitutional amendment and to become operative, when so 
adopted by the people, was considered and discussed in response to your in- 
quiry, this day announced (Opinion of the Justices [Ala. Sup.] 149 So. 776) 
concerning the Income Tax Constitutional Amendment, and needs no repeti- 
tion here, as the conclusions there reached are equally applicable to the 
amendment and the enabling act here considered.” (227 Ala. at 298) 


In the light of the authorities above referred to, we are of opinion: that 
House Bill 568 proposed an act which is clothed with all the forms of law 
and is complete in and of itself; that it is fairly within the scope of legislative 
power to prescribe that the act shall become operative only upon the happen- 
ing of the contingency specified in Section 2 of the bill, to wit, the adoption 
of an amendment to the Constitution authorizing the issuance of the bonds 
there specified; and that House Bill 568 is not an unconstitutional delegation 
of legislative power in violation of Section 44 of the Constitution or a delega- 
tion of the power to levy taxes in violation of Section 212 of the Constitution. 


Accordingly, we answer both question (1) and question (2) in the neg- 
ative.

Sirs and Madam: 


We are in receipt of House Resolution No. 37 which asks an advisory 
opinion on House Bill 272. That bill proposes to “establish a pension fund for 
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Alabama fire fighters to be known as the Alabama Fire Fighters Pension 
Fund.” 


A similar bill was passed by the Legislature in 1967, and became Act 
345, but in the case of Glasgow v. Aetna Insurance Company, 284 Ala. 177, 
223 so. 2d 571, this court declared Act 345 to be unconstitutional because it 
failed to provide procedural due process in compliance with the Fourteenth 
Amendment to the Constitution of the United States. House Bill 272 attempts 
to remedy this court’s objections to Act 345. 


The first question asked in H. R. No. 37 reads: 


“1. Does House Bill 272 provide adequate hearings and judicial review 
of the matters at issue concerning the revocation of an insurance company’s 
license by the Superintendent of Insurance in compliance with the due proc- 
ess clause of the Fourteenth Amendment of the Federal Constitution?” 


The applicable provision of House Bill 272, part of Section 9, reads: 


“In the event that any such person, firm, company, corporation, associa- 
tion or aggregation of underwriters shall claim said tax, or tax formula as 
provided herein, is excessive or invalid, in whole or in part, he may pay such 
tax under protest, and the secretary-treasurer of the Alabama Fire Fighters 
Pension Fund shall hold such sum of money in an identified suspense account 
until it is judicially determined whether the taxes were legally levied and col- 
lected, or the taxpayer abandons the recovery of the money by failure to 
bring suit within the period of sixty days after the payment thereof. If it is de- 
termined by the court on suit brought by the taxpayer that any portion of the 
amount paid under protest was excessive or illegally assessed and collected, 
said amount shall be refunded in the amount set by the court as excessive or 
invalid. However, should any person, firm, company, corporation, associa- 
tion, or aggregation of underwriters knowingly or willfully fail to pay within 
the time above prescribed the premium tax above levied, the secretary-treas- 
urer of the Alabama Fire Fighters Pension Fund shall report such delinquent 
taxpayer to the superintendent of insurance. Within ten (10) days of receipt 
of notice from the secretary-treasurer of the fund, the superintendent of in- 
surance shall give certified notice to the insurance company notifying it of its 
failure to comply with said Act and possible penalty for such failure. The in- 
surance company may reply in writing regarding its failure to comply with 
said Act within fifteen (15) days from receipt hereof or within the same pe- 
riod of time it may request a hearing before the superintendent of insurance 
to answer charges. In the latter event, a hearing date will be set by the super- 
intendent, nor more than fifteen (15) days from the date of the company’s 
request. After consideration of the written reply or after a hearing, the super- 
intendent of insurance shall decide whether there has been a knowing and 
willful failure to pay the tax. If he determines there has been such a knowing 
and willful failure, its license may be revoked. Appeal from the superintend- 
ent’s ruling may be taken within thirty days to the Circuit Court of Mont- 
gomery County, Alabama, where the case shall be a nonjury trial de novo.” 


This section provides the two basic elements of due process, notice and 
the opportunity to be heard before a competent tribunal vested with jurisdica- 
tion of the subject matter of the cause. Cooper v. Watts, 280 Ala. 236, 191 
So. 2d 519; Alabama Alcohol Beverage Control Board v. State, 247 Ala. 469, 
25 So. 2d 30; Frahn v. Greyling Realization Corp., 239 Ala. 580, 195 So. 
758; Anderson National Bank vy. Luckett, 321 U.S. 233, 88 L. Ed. 692, 64 
Sup. Ct. 599. Moreover, a judicial review of the administrative findings is 
provided. We answer question one in the affirmative. 
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Having answered, we realize that expressions of individual opinion by us 
as to the application to a given situation to the Constitution of the United 
States may sometimes be of small value to our Legislature in determining 
their problems in that connection, since the United States Supreme Court has 
the final decision in that respect. Opinion of the Justices, 252 Ala. 351, 40 So. 
2d 849, In re Opinions of the Justices, 226 Ala. 565, 148 So. 107. 


The remaining questions in H. R. No. 37 are as follows: 


“2. In House Bill 272, has the Legislature of the State of Alabama con- 
stitutionally delegated powers for the more efficient administration of said law 
to the Superintendent of Insurance of the State of Alabama, or does House 
Bill 272 unconstitutionally delegate this administrative power to an agency 
other than the Legislature’s own appointed agency? 


“3. May the Legislature of Alabama, by the adoption of this general 
law, constitutionally provide for the establishment of a pension fund or retire- 
ment system or systems for the benefit of persons reqularly employed as, or 
enrolled as volunteer fire fighters by any municipality, political subdivision or 
governmental agency of the State of Alabama?” 


The inquiries in these two questions are too broad and indefinite. The 
questions refer to no specific section or provision of the Constitution that 
might be violated. Heretofore, the Justices have declined to answer questions 
as to whether a specific bill violated any provision of the Constitution. In re 
Opinion of the Justices, 216 Ala. 469, 113 So. 584; Opinion of the Justices, 
249 Ala. 511, 31 So. 2d 721; Opinion of the Justices, 252 Ala. 527, 41 So. 2d 
775. The queries, “has the Legislature * * * constitutionally delegated,” 
and “may the Legislature * * * constitutionally provide,” are just as 
general as those considered in the opinions cited supra, and we apply the same 
rule as to them.

College. He “read” law privately and was admitted to the Bar in 1932; and 


WHEREAS Mr. John A. “Buck” Jenkins was a former Alabama State 
Commander of the Veterans of Foreign Wars and the only Alabamian ever 
elected as National Commander in Chief of that organization; and 


WHEREAS Mr. Jenkins served as special advisor in veterans affairs to 
the President of the United States in 1965, and in cooperation with the De- 
partment of Defense, he toured the Far East, conferring with Generalissimo 
and Madam Kai-shek, and the Premiers of Indonesia, Singapore and South 
Viet Nam. Upon his return he conferred with President Johnson on the Viet 
Nam situation; and 


WHEREAS Mr. Jenkin’s civic activities were many and varied, he 
served as President of the Alabama Tuberculosis Association and at the time 
of his death was Chairman of the Alabama Clean Air Committee and Vice- 
Chairman of the Alabama Air Pollution Control Commission; now therefore 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That we hereby express our sorrow 
on the death of Mr. John “Buck” Jenkins and we extend our heartfelt sym- 
pathy to his widow, Louise, his two daughters, and his son.

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That there is hereby created an In- 
formation Office for the purpose of supplying to any person in this State, in- 
formation on request with respect to legislative matters, including the content 
and status of bills introduced in either House of the Legislature during any 
special or regular session of the Legislature. Such office shall operate only 
while the Legislature is in session and shall be equipped with a one-way 
WATS (Wide Area Telephone Service) line, which shall be made available, 
ih of charge, to anyone in Alabama desiring to call the Capitol for such in- 

ormation. 


Such office shall be under the joint management and control of the Clerk 
of the House and the Secretary of the Senate.

On motion of Mr. Gloor, the reading at length of the Journal of the 
House for the twelfth legislative day was dispensed with and the report of the 
Standing Committee on Rules was concurred in and adopted, and the Journal 
for the twelfth legislative day was approved. 


BILLS ON SECOND READING 


Mr. Fite, Chairman of the Standing Committee on State Administration, 
reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bills and 
ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and they were 
severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 970. Relating to Livingston University, a state educational institu- 
tion, formerly named Livingston State College: To amend Sections 1, 2, 3, 4, 
6 and 7 of Act No. 424, H. 541, Regular Session 1967 (Acts 1967, p. 1092), 
which created a board of trustees of Livingston State College, so as to in- 
crease the membership of the board of trustees, to provide further for meet- 
ings of the board and of its committees, to provide further for the powers and 
duties of the board, to prescribe a quorum of the board, to forbid members of 
the board and the chief executive officer of the University from engaging in 
certain activities and to ratify and confirm certain acts of the board of trus- 
tees and of the executive officer which have been heretofore done. 


H. 974. To amend Title 51, Section 223 Code of Alabama, 1940 so as 
to exempt tax collectors from filing an itemized report on the First day of 
January of each year and remitting five days thereafter. 
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H. 753. Relating to the total rehabilitation of certain persons both 
male and female convicted of a felony and sentenced to a term of confine- 
ment and treatment in a state correctional institution under the jurisdiction of 
the Board of Corrections. 


Mr. Pruitt, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Banking, reported 
that said Committee in session had acted on the following bill and ordered 
same returned to the House with a favorable report, with amendments, and it 
was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 221. (With Amendments): Creating a bureau of credit unions, the 
position of supervisor of the bureau of credit unions and a credit union 
board; providing for the qualifications, duties and responsibilities of the bu- 
reau, the supervisor and the board members; and further providing for the ex- 
amination and supervision of credit unions by the bureau and for the expen- 
ses of operating the bureau. 


Mr. Pruitt, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Banking, reported 
that said Committee in session had acted on the following bill and ordered 
same returned to the House with a favorable report, with amendment, and it 
was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 223. (With Amendment): Amending Code of Alabama 1940, Title 
28, Sections 291, 297, and 298, all of which relate to the business of credit 
unions, so as to provide further for the approval and making of loans by 
credit unions and for reserve funds and dividends of credit unions. 


Mr. Pruitt, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Banking, reported 
that said Committee in session had acted on the following bill and ordered 
same returned to the House with a favorable report, and it was read a second 
time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 264. Amending Code of Alabama 1940, Title 28, Sections 285, 293 
and 295, all of which relate to credit unions, so as to provide further for 
lending by such unions, for investments by such unions, for collection by such 
unions of entrance fees and for loans to officials of the union. 


Mr. Pruitt, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Banking, reported 
that said Committee in session had acted on the following bill and ordered 
same returned to the House with a favorable report, with amendments, and it 
was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 255. (With Amendments): Relating to usury; amending Code of 
Alabama 1940, Title 9, Sections 60, 61, and 66 so as to raise the legal rate of 
interest which may be charged and collected on a loan; to authorize the ag- 
gregation of principal and interest at such increased rate when arriving at the 
amount of periodic installments; and to provide that a banker who discounts 
a note, bill of exchange or draft at such increased rate will not forfeit the right 
to collect interest. 


Mr. Smith (P), Chairman of the Standing Committee on Agriculture, 
reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bills and 
ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and they were 
severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


S. 130. To propose an amendment to the Constitution of Alabama au- 
thorizing the Legislature to provide for promotion of production, distribution, 
marketing, use, improvement and sale of soybeans. 
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The above bill was read a second time at length as required by the Con- 
stitution. 


8. 131. To authorize and provide for the promotion of the production, 
marketing, use and sale of soybeans and soybean products by research, edu- 
cation, advertising and other methods; and prescribing a method whereby 
soybean producers may act jointly with handlers, buyers, processors, the State 
Board of Agriculture and Industries, and others, for a promotional program; 
providing that producers may by referendum levy upon themselves assess- 
ments for financing a promotional program and for the collection, disburse- 
ments and expenditures of funds collected from assessments, the regulations, 
requirements and authority relative thereto; providing for nonassessments, or 
refund of assessments; prescribing duties of the Commissioner of Agriculture 
and Industries and the State Board of Agriculture and Industries with respect 
to a promotional program for the soybean producers of Alabama; and provid- 
ing for the administration thereof by a nonprofit association which is fairly 
and substantially representative of the producers of soybeans throughout the 
State; and providing for collection and distribution of assessments by dealers, 
handlers, and buyers of soybeans; requiring an annual permit of such dealers, 
processors, and other buyers; and other administrative, enforcement, promo- 
tional, and penalty provisions. 


Mr. Bassett, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Local Legislation 
No. 1, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following 
bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and 
they were severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


S. 33. To allow prospective jurors to be excused without the presence 
of the defendant in the Twenty-Seventh Judicial Circuit of Alabama. 


S. 34. To abolish the drawing of special venires in capital cases in the 
Twenty-Seventh Judicial Circuit of Alabama. 


S. 35. Relating to judicial procedure in the Twenty-Seventh judicial 
circuit; regulating and providing further for the separation of the jury by con- 
sent in capital or non-capital felony cases in such circuit. 


S. 36. To provide for and regulate the selection and empaneling of al- 
ternate jurors for the trial of any case triable by jury in the circuit courts of 
the twenty-seventh judicial circuit. 


S. 37. Relating to Marshall County; to provide for the compensation 
of the Register of the Circuit Court of Marshall County, Alabama, and to re- 
peal conflicting general local or special laws. 


S. 167. Relating to Wilcox County; fixing the fee for issuance of a pis- 
tol permit by the sheriff and providing for the disposition and use of such 
fees. 


S. 261. To amend Section 35 of Act No. 30, S. 5 Approved May 31, 
1963. 


S. 263. Relating to Marshall County; regulating the keeping of records 
in the Marshall County Circuit Court; eliminating the recording of certain 
documents in what is commonly designated “Final record books” and provid- 
ing that the originals of such documents shall constitute the final record in 
Civil cases in such Court; and providing for the safe-keeping of such final 
records. 
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S. 264. To amend Section 2, (d) Act No. 180, H. 519 Regular Session 
1965, an Act changing the method of compensating certain officers of Mar- 
shall County. 


S. 265. To fix and regulate the fees of witnesses in criminal cases and 
in the County Court and Circuit Court of Marshall County, Alabama, and 
before the Grand Jury of said county, and to provide for the payment thereof 
and to provide for the collection of witness fees from defendant convicted 
and for the disposition of the same. 


S. 287. Relating to counties having populations of not less than 50,000 
nor more than 52,500 according to the most recent federal decennial census, 
to provide an expense allowance for the deputy or county solicitor in such 
counties. 


S. 288. To repeal Act No. 102, H. 40, Special Session 1969, approved 
May 14, 1969 entitled “An Act relating to counties having populations of not 
less than 42,000 nor more than 46,000 according to the most recent federal 
decennial census, to provide an expense allowance for the deputy or county 
solicitor in such counties.” (Acts 1969, p. 178). 


H. 780. To authorize and direct the county commission of Greene 
County to allow and pay the sheriff of said county four hundred dollars 
($400) monthly for expenses incurred in operation, upkeep, repair and main- 
tenance of his privately owned automobile used on official business. 


Mr. Bassett, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Local Legislation 
No. 1, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bill 
and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, with amend- 
ment, and it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 845. (With Amendment): To apply only in counties having popu- 
lations of not less than 55,000 nor more than 60,000; enabling the County 
Governing Body to pay dues and expenses to meetings for elected and ap- 
pointed county officials. 


Mr. Bassett, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Local Legislation 
No. 1, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following 
bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and 
they were severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 893. To provide that certain employees of Etowah County or the 
Etowah County Board of Education shall not be dismissed from employment 
or reduced to status as part-time employees except for certain causes; relating 
to the rights of employees dismissed or reduced to part-time status; establish- 
ing the Etowah County Personnel Board, granting the Board certain author- 
ity, providing for the compensation and duties of its members, and directing 
and authorizing the governing body of Etowah County to provide the mem- 
bers of the Board with reasonable and necessary legal counsel. 


H. 1008. To provide for the compensation of jurors in Cleburne 
County. 


H. 1009. To provide for the compensation of circuit court bailiffs in 
Cleburne County. 


Mr. Collins, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Local Legislation 
No. 3, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following 
bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and 
they were severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 
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H. 699. To repeal Act No. 267, H. 597, approved August 24, 1939 
(Local Acts 1939, p. 156) which prohibits the governing body of Mobile 
County from employing an auditor or accountant to examine the records of 
the governing body so long as there is a department or agency of the state au- 
thorized to make such audits. 


H. 865. To amend further the title and Section 1 of Act No. 529 of 
the 1949 Regular Session of the Alabama Legislature (1949 Acts, p. 827), as 
amended, which relates to plumbers and plumber examining boards in certain 
counties classified on a population basis. 


Mr. Turnham, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Education, re- 
ported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bill and or- 
dered same returned to the House with a favorable report, with amendment, 
and it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


S. 13. (With Amendment): Relating to mandatory education for ex- 
ceptional children, including but not limited to the mentally retarded, the 
speech impaired, the deaf and hearing impaired, the blind and vision im- 
paired, the crippled and otherwise physically handicapped, the emotionally 
conflicted, the socially maladjusted, those with special learning disabilities, the 
multiply handicapped, and the intellectually gifted; providing that each 
county, municipal or other board of education in the State of Alabama and 
the school district associated therewith shall provide not less than twelve 
years of appropriate instruction and related special services for such excep- 
tional children at public expense; providing for the implementation of said 
mandatory education for said exceptional children; providing for the respec- 
tive roles of the State Board of Education and the local boards of education 
in said implementation; providing for the judicial enforceability of implemen- 
tation plans through suits and actions authorized to be brought in the Circuit 
Court of Montgomery County, Alabama, in Equity; providing for the adop- 
tion of regulations by the State Board of Education and the effect of said reg- 
ulations; to provide for long-range implementation plans and the periodic re- 
view thereof by the State Board of Education; providing for teacher units for 
such exceptional children; providing for classification and placement of ex- 
ceptional children in school programs and classes; providing for the confiden- 
tiality of records of such exceptional children and providing for access to said 
records by appropriate persons; providing that certain state departments, 
boards and institutions shall make available to superintendents of local boards 
of education, certain information concerning persons who might be excep- 
tional children; providing for the furnishing of certain textbooks, equipment 
and materials to local boards of education for the use of vision and hearing 
impaired children and those having other special learning disabilities; provid- 
ing for allowances from the special educational trust fund (the minimum pro- 
gram fund) of certain amounts for bus transportation of such exceptional 
children who are unable to ride regular school buses; authorizing the State 
Board of Education to make certain training grants in exceptional child edu- 
cation to persons under certain conditions to qualify them to meet certain 
professional requirements; providing that this Act may be referred to as the 
“Alabama Exceptional Child Education Act”; providing that the provisions of 
this Act shall be severable; and providing for the effective date of this Act.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Section 16, as amended, of Act. No. 608, H. B. 700, Regu- 
lar Session 1951, an Act establishing a retirement fund and pension system 
for the benefit of policemen and firemen of the City of Anniston (Acts 
1950-1951, v. 2, p. 1045), is hereby further amended so as to read as fol- 
lows: 


“Section 16. Any member of the fire or police department who has 
been in service for as long as twenty years shall be retired from service in 
such department, without medical examination or disability, upon his making 
application to the Board therefor. Upon such retirement, the Board shall di- 
rect the payments to such retired member, monthly, from the Fund, the 
eneuat hereinafter provided for his particular position, office, salary or class 
of work: 


“To the chief of police and to the chief of the fire department, by what- 
ever title these two offices are designated,— 


“For at least 20 but less than 25 years of service, not less than $275 nor 
as much as $300 per month, 


“For at least 25 but less than 30 years of service, not less than $300 nor 
as much as $325 per month, 


“For 30 or more years of service, not less than $325 per month; 


“To the assistant chief of police and to the assistant chief of the fire depart- 
ment, and to the captain of detectives. 


“For at least 20 but less than 25 years of service, not less than $250 nor 
as much as $275 per month, 


“For at least 25 but less than 30 years of service, not less than $275 nor 
as much as $300 per month, 


“For 30 or more years of service, not less than $300 per month; 
“To captains,— 


“For at least 20 but less than 25 years of service, not Jess than $240 nor 
as much as $265 per month, 


“For at least 25 but less than 30 years of service, not less than $265 nor 
as much as $290 per month, 


“For 30 or more years of service, not less than $290 per month; 


“To lieutenants,— 


“For at least 20 but less than 25 years of service, not less than $230 nor 
as much as $255 per month, 
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“For at least 25 but less than 30 years of service, not less than $255 nor 
as much as $280 per month, 


“For 30 or more years of service, not less than $280 per month; 
“To sergeants and to detectives,— 


“For at least 20 but less than 25 years of service, not less than $220 nor 
as much as $245 per month, 


“For at least 25 but less than 30 years of service, not less than $245 nor 
as much as $270 per month, 


“For 30 or more years of service, not less than $270 per month; 
“To patrolmen and to firemen,— 


“For at least 20 but less than 25 years of service, not less than $210 nor 
as much as $235 per month, 


“For at least 25 but less than 30 years of service, not less than $235 nor 
as much as $260 per month, 


“For 30 or more years of service, not less than $260 per month.” 


Section 2. Section 17 of said Act. No. 608 of 1951, is hereby amended 
so as to read as follows: 


“Section 17. The Board shall retire from service in the police or fire 
department any member thereof upon his attaining the age of sixty years; 
provided, however, that any member of the fire or police department on Oc- 
tober 1, 1941, the effective date of this Act, who was over the age of forty 
years at the time he became a member shall not be retired by the Board prior 
to the completion by him of twenty years of service. The member retired 
from service as hereinabove provided shall receive from the fund maximum 
retirement benefits provided for his particular position, office, salary or class 
of work.” 


Section 3. Section 18 of said Act No. 608 of 1951, as amended, is 
amended further so as to read as follows:

years of service not less than $100 nor more than $125 per month; for 20 
years or more of service, the benefits provided in Section 16 of this Act, as 
amended.” 
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Section 4. Section 19 of said Act. No. 608 of 1951 is hereby repealed. 


Section 5. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or, upon its otherwise becoming a law. 


SPECIAL NOTICE RE LOCAL LAWS— 


No special, private, or local law can be passed, except in reference to 
fixing the time of holding courts, unless notice of the intention to apply there- 
for shall have been published, without cost to the State, in the county or 
counties where the matter or thing to be affected may be situated. The notice 
must state the substance of the proposed law and be published at least once a 
week for four consecutive weeks in some newspaper published in such county 
or counties. 


Proof by affidavit that the notice has been given must be exhibited to the 
House of Representatives and the Senate, and the proof must be spread upon 
the journals. 


The joint rules of the two Houses provide that no local or special bill 
may be introduced unless the introducer discloses at the time of introduction

This county or municipality affected by a local law introduced by a legis- 
ator must pay for advertising the notice, if the notice was signed by the legis- 
lator even though the bill is not passed.

TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To apply only in Elmore County; regulating further the possession, sale, 
storage, transportation, use and consumption of alcoholic beverages in such 
county; requiring any distributor or seller of malt and brewed beverages and 
spirituous and vinous liquors, other than the State Alcoholic Beverage Con- 
trol Board, to purchase a license before he can engage in such distribution 
and selling; levying, and authorizing the county governing body to provide 
for the collection of a county tax on the possession and sale of spirituous, vi- 
nous, and malt or brewed beverages; and providing for the distribution of the 
net proceeds thereof; prescribing penalties; and providing that this Act shall 
be retroactive and cumulative. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. This Act shall apply to Elmore County. It shall not have the 
effect of legalizing the sale, distribution, delivery, storage, taking out of stor- 
age, or possession in said county of any alcoholic beverages now or hereafter 
prohibited by law. Nor shall it have the effect of repealing or altering in any 
wise any statute now in effect. It shall be in addition to and cumulative of all 
laws now in effect. Except as hereinafter provided the provisions of Code of 
Alabama 1940, Title 29, Chapters 1 and 2 (Section 1-91), as heretofore 
amended and supplemented, shall apply to Elmore County to the same extent 
and with the same force and effect that such laws apply to other counties. 


REGULAR SESSION 863 


For the purposes of this Act all words and phrases herein used, which 
are defined in said Chapters 1 and 2 of Title 29, Code of Alabama 1940, shall 
have the same meanings there ascribed to them. 


Section 2. (a) It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or corpora- 
tion, including any State Alcoholic Beverage Control Board store, to sell or 
offer for sale any spirituous, vinous, or malt or brewed beverages in Elmore 
County: 


(1) Unless the tax hereinafter levied thereon has been paid; 
(2) To a minor; or 


(3) Between the hours of midnight on Saturdays and midnight on Sun- 
days. 


(b) It shall be unlawful for any person to purchase, or attempt to pur- 
chase, consume, possess, store or transport from a point outside the county to 
a point within the county or from one point to another point within the 
county any spirituous, vinous or malt or brewed beverages in Elmore County 
unless the tax herein levied thereon has been paid. This subsection shall not, 
however, apply to the Alabama Alcoholic Beverage Control Board or its 
agents. 


Section 3. It shall be unlawful for any wholesale or retail distributor 
or seller of malt or brewed beverages to make any sale distribution, or deliv- 
ery of malt or brewed beverages within the county without first having ob- 
tained a license from the probate judge. The charges for a license for the dis- 
tribution or sale at wholesale of malt or brewed beverages shall be seventy- 
five dollars. The charge for a license to distribute or sell such to distribute or 
sell such beverages at retail shall be twenty-five dollars. 


It shall also be unlawful for any person, firm, or corporation, other than 
the State Alcoholic Beverage Control Board, to sell at retail in Elmore 
County any spirituous or vinous liquors without first obtaining a license from 
the probate judge. The cost of the license shall be twenty-five dollars. 


Licenses required by this section shall be valid for one year from date of 
purchase. All proceeds from such licenses less the cost of issuance shall be 
placed in the general fund of the county. 


Section 4. In addition to all other taxes heretofore or hereafter levied 
on the possession or sale of alcoholic beverages in Alabama, a tax is hereby 
levied on the possession and sale in Elmore County of spirituous, vinous, and 
malt or brewed beverages in the following amounts: On each bottle or other 
container of spirituous or vinous liquor ten percent of the purchase price 
thereof. 


On malt or brewed beverages a sum and amount equal to four cents on 
each twelve fluid ounces or fractional part thereof. 


Section 5. The tax hereby levied shall be paid by and through the pur- 
chase of stamps or decals or such other device for evidencing the payment 
thereof as is prescribed by the governing body of Elmore County. The gov- 
erning body of Elmore County is hereby authorized and directed to prescribe 
the method of evidencing the payment of the tax and to have prepared and to 
purchase such stamps, decals, or other devices needed or convenient for the 
enforcement and collection of the tax hereby levied. Such governing body 
shall provide for the issuance by the judge of probate of Elmore County of 
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such stamps, decals, or other devices for use on containers of malt or brewed 
beverages, and shall provide for the payment of a reasonable compensation to 
the judge of probate for issuing such stamps, decals or other devices. The 
amount of such compensation shall be fixed by agreement between the judge 
of probate and the county governing body. Such governing body shall also 
adopt rules and regulations reasonably needed to facilitate the enforcement 
and collection of the tax. It may, in its discretion, provide for the collection 
of the tax hereby levied on spirituous or vinous liquors sold in State Alcoholic 
Beverage Control Board stores in either of the following ways: (1) It may 
appoint an Elmore County alcoholic beverage tax collector in each State Al- 
coholic Beverage Control Board store in each imcorporated municipality in 
such county. Such tax collectors shall compute the tax, issue, affix, to the bot- 
tle, or other container and cancel the proper amount of stamps, decals or 
other devices evidencing the payment of the tax as each sale at the store for 
which he is appointed is made. Such beverage tax collectors shall be bonded 
in such amount as prescribed by the county governing body and shall sign 
such receipts upon the issuance to them of stamps, decals, or other devices 
for evidencing the payment of the tax, and shall keep such records of the use 
of such stamps, decals, or other evidences of payment of the tax as the 
county governing body prescribes. Each such tax collector shall pay over all 
taxes collected pursuant to this Act at such time as prescribed by the county 
governing body. For his services in collecting such taxes and remitting them 
to the judge of probate of the county of Elmore, he shall be entitled to a 
commission in the amount of two and one-half percent of the amount col- 
lected, which sum he may deduct when remitting the proceeds of the tax. (2) 
The county governing body may make an agreement with the Alabama Alco- 
holic Beverage Control Board whereby such board agrees to collect the El- 
more County beverage tax on every sale of spirituous or vinous liquor sold at 
a State Alcoholic Beverage Control Board store in Elmore County, and to 
remit all such taxes, less a reasonable charge for collecting such tax to the 
judge of probate. Should such an agreement be made the county governing 
body shall provide for the furnishing of the stamps, decals, or other devices 
to evidence the payment of the tax to the Alabama Alcoholic Beverage Con- 
trol Board. 


The county governing body of Elmore County shall also provide rules, 
regulations, and administrative machinery for the enforcement and collection 
of the tax levied by this Act on malt or brewed beverages, and may also pro- 
vide reasonable compensation to sellers and distributors of malt and brewed 
beverages for affixing stamps, decals or other devices evidencing payment of 
the tax and collecting such tax from purchasers. 


Section 6. The proceeds of the tax hereby levied on spirituous and vi- 
nous liquor less the commissions above mentioned and all other costs of col- 
lecting and remitting the tax shall be distributed monthly in the following 
manner: Fifty percent of such proceeds of a tax on purchases within the cor- 
porate limits of a municipality within Elmore County shall be paid to the 
governing body of said municipality and shall be paid to the county board of 
education. If the purchase is made outside the corporate limits, then all of the 
proceeds of the tax shall be paid to the county board of education. 


Section 7. The proceeds of the tax hereby levied on malt or brewed 
beverages less the commissions above mentioned and all other costs of col- 
lecting and remitting the tax shall be distributed monthly as follows: Of the 
proceeds collected on sales outside the corporate limits and police jurisdiction 
of the municipalities of the county, fifty percent shall be paid to the Elmore 
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County Board of Education and fifty percent to the Elmore County general 
fund; of the proceeds collected within the police jurisdiction of a municipality 
of the county but outside the corporate limits of such municipality, fifty per- 
cent shall be paid to the Elmore County Board of Education, twenty-five per- 
cent to the Elmore County General Fund, and twenty-five percent to the mu- 
nicipality having the police jurisdiction; of the revenue collected inside the 
corporate limits of any municipality, fifty percent shall be paid to the Elmore 
County Board of Education and fifty percent to the municipality in which 
such revenue is collected. 


Section 8. All alcoholic beverages taxable under this Act found at any 
point within Elmore County, except such beverages as are in the possession 
of an Alabama Alcoholic Beverage Control Board store, not having affixed 
thereto stamps, decals, or other devices evidencing the payment of the tax 
hereby levied are declared to be contraband goods, and may be seized with- 
out a warrant by any beverage tax collector appointed pursuant to Section 5 
of this Act, or by any peace officer of Elmore County, or policeman or other 
authorized person of a municipality within the police jurisdiction of said mu- 
nicipality. Such goods shall be delivered to the Alabama Alcoholic Beverage 
Control Board and sold in the manner prescribed by law for selling alcoholic 
beverages which are confiscated pursuant to Code of Alabama 1940, Title 29, 
because stamps, crowns, or lids evidencing the payment of state taxes thereon 
have not been affixed. 


Section 9. Whoever manufacturers, buys, sells, offers for sale, or has 
in his possession any reproduction or counterfeit of the stamp, decal or other 
device adopted by the governing body of Elmore County to evidence payment 
of the tax hereby levied, is guilty of a felony, and upon conviction, shall be 
punished by imprisonment in the penitentiary for not less than a year and a 
day nor more than ten years, and in addition, may be fined not less than two 
thousand dollars nor more than ten thousand dollars. 


Section 10. Whoever removes or otherwise prepares any stamps, de- 
cals, or other devices for evidencing the payment of the tax hereby levied, 
after they have been once used to evidence the payment of such tax, with in- 
tent to re-use the same, and any person who re-uses or buys, sells, offers for 
sale or gives away any such washed, restored, or removed stamps, decals, or 
other devices for the purpose of paying the tax hereby levied is guilty of a fel- 
ony, and, upon conviction, shall be punished by imprisonment in the peniten- 
tiary for not less than a year and a day, nor more than five years, and in ad- 
dition may be fined not less than one thousand dollars nor more than five 
thousand dollars. 


Whoever alters any stamp, decal, or other device for evidencing the pay- 
ment of the tax hereby levied to indicate the payment of a different amount 
from that originally appearing thereon or whoever sells or offers for sale or 
buys any such stamp, decal or other device for evidencing the payment of the 
tax hereby levied to indicate the payment of a different amount from that 
originally appearing thereon or whoever sells or offers for sale or buys or of- 
fers to buy any such stamp, decal, or other device, otherwise than as author- 
ized pursuant to this Act, shall likewise be guilty of a felony and punished as 
prescribed above. 


Whoever violates a provision of this Act for which no specific punish- 
ment is prescribed shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and may be punished 
therefor as prescribed by law; and whoever violates Section 2, subsection (a), 
Items (2) or (3) shall in addition to the regular punishment prescribed by 
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law for a misdemeanor also be fined not less than five hundred dollars nor 
more than one thousand dollars or sentenced to imprisonment in the county 
jail or hard labor for the county for not less than thirty days nor more than 
six months, either or both. 


Section 11. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of the 
Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 12. The operation of this Act shall be retroactive to May 5, 
1970, and all taxes paid pursuant thereto are ratified and confirmed.

(c) Every person making application for license under this section to 
use a truck or truck tractor on the public highways of this state shall be re- 
quired to make an affidavit declaring the gross vehicle weight of such truck or 
truck tractor and file the said affidavit with the judge of probate, or other 
county licensing officer, in the county in which the said application is made. 
Upon payment of the applicable motor vehicle license tax or registration fee,

on his farm to a maximum of $30 where the gross vehicle weight of the truck 
does not exceed 30,000 pounds and to a maximum of $65 where the gross ve- 
hicle weight of the truck exceeds 30,000 but does not exceed 42,000 pounds 
and the said annual license tax and registration fee shall be limited with re- 
spect to trucks owned and used by any person for transporting forest prod- 
ucts from the point of severance to a sawmill, to a papermill, or to a concen- 
tration yard to a maximum of $40 where the gross vehicle weight of the 
truck does not exceed 30,000 pounds and to a maximum of $65 where the 
gross vehicle weight exceeds 30,000 pounds but does not exceed 42,000 
pounds. 


(b) For each truck or truck tractor, using the public highways of this 
State, (1) which has more than two axles when a single unit, or is used in 
combination with a trailer or semitrailer, and (2) which is either (i) used to 
transport goods, wares, merchandise or commodities of any kind or nature, 
for compensation of any kind, or (ii) operated under any rental, lease or 
other agreement where compensation is charged for the use of such truck or 
truck tractor, except trucks used for the transportation of household goods, 
personal furniture, or other household effects, the annual license taxes and

(c) Every person making application for license under this section to 
use a truck or truck tractor on the public highways of this state shall be re- 
quired to make an affidavit declaring the gross vehicle weight of such truck or 
truck tractor and file the said affidavit with the judge of probate, or other 
county licensing officer, in the county in which the said application is made. 
Upon payment of the applicable motor vehicle license tax or registration fee, 
the license to use the said truck or truck tractor on the public highways of 
this state shall be limited to the gross vehicle weight so declared by the owner, 
which shall be deemed to constitute the allowable gross vehicle weight for 
which the said vehicle is licensed. 


After having obtained a license under this section with respect to any 
truck or truck tractor, the owner thereof may during the then current tax 
year voluntarily increase the allowable gross vehicle weight for which his ve- 
hicle is licensed by making a new affidavit, applying for a new license appli- 
cable to the appropriate gross vehicle weight classification, surrendering the 
license plates or tags previously obtained, and paying the difference between 
the fees applicable to a license for the higher weight classification desired and 
the fee in respect of the license so surrendered. The license classification of a 
truck or truck tractor may not be decreased, however, except once a year at 
the time new license tags or plates are purchased for such truck or truck trac- 
tor. 


(d) Any truck or truck tractor, either new or used, that may be ac- 
quired or brought into this state during the first quarter of a tax year, or that 
may be operated in this state during such period, shall pay the full annual li- 
cense tax or fee specified herein. Any truck or truck tractor that may be ac- 
quired or brought into this state in any subsequent quarter of the tax year 
(and that shall not theretofore have become subject to license hereunder by 
virtue of operation on the highways of this state in any then preceding 
quarter of the tax year) shall be licensed on a quarterly declining basis, and 
the amount of the license tax or fee shall be an amount equal to one-fourth of 
the applicable license tax or fee multiplied by the number of quarter years in- 
tervening between the date such truck or truck tractor is acquired or brought 
into the state and the first day of the then succeeding tax year; provided, that 
for purposes of computing the amount of the license tax or fee on a quarterly 
declining basis, any part or fraction of a quarter year shall be counted as a 
full quarter year and any amount less than ten cents shall be figured to the 
nearest ten cents above the fraction thereof, and in no event shall the cost of 
the license be less than $3.25. The division of the tax year into quarters, as 
herein provided, shall be on the basis of calendar months of the entire tax 
year,

Upon receipt of such cer- 
tificate, the wholesale distributor shall thereupon give credit to the retailer for 
an amount equal to the said inspection fee. Any retailer receiving such credit 
must likewise give like credit to the consumer of such fuel exempt hereunder. 


The wholesale distributor shall receive credit for said inspection fee 
upon delivery of such certificate of the retail seller to the Commissioner of 
Agriculture and Industries.

Relating to Talladega County, to provide an additional and alternative 
method of assessing, paying taxes on and issuing license tags for motor vehi- 
cles, in such county. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
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Section 1. On or after September 1st of each year, the judge of pro- 
bate of Talladega County may, if he elects to do so, mail an application in the 
form and containing the information hereinafter provided to all owners of 
motor vehicles listed as such in the motor vehicle license records (including 
transfers) in his office or, at his option, to such owners as request that such ap- 
plication be mailed to them. 


Section 2. The application shall be on a form to be provided by the 
state department of revenue. The application form shall contain a space for 
the name and address of the owner of the motor vehicle and the make, 
model, year and motor number of his motor vehicle and such other informa- 
tion with respect thereto as the state department of revenue may prescribe. 
The application form shall also contain a space for the correct amount of ad 
valorem taxes (state, county, school districts and municipal) and the amount 
of the motor vehicle license tax due thereon and the issuance fee, including 
the mailing fee provided for by this Act. The application form shall also con- 
tain a space for the owner to fill in his present address, if different from that 
shown in the application form, and a space for his signature. 


Section 3. At the request of the judge of probate of the county, the tax 
assessor shall cause the application form to be filled in with the name and ad- 
dress of the owner, the description of the motor vehicle and the license tax 
and fees to become due on October Ist succeeding, as shown on the license 
registration and transfer records in his office. The tax assessor shall cause to 
be correctly filled in thereon the amount of ad valorem taxes on said motor 
vehicle for the preceding tax year as provided by Title 51, Section 704, Code 
of Alabama of 1940. The judge of probate shall thereupon cause the applica- 
tion, so filled in to be mailed to the owner of the motor vehicle at his address 
shown thereon or at the address to which such owner requests that the appli- 
cation form be mailed. 


Section 4. The owner of the motor vehicle shall, if he is still the owner 
of the motor vehicle and if he desires to pay his motor vehicle ad valorem 
taxes and license tax and secure his motor vehicle registration tag by mail, 
sign the application form, indicating thereon any change of address, and re- 
turn the same by mail together with his remittance for ad valorem taxes, li- 
cense taxes and fees as shown thereon to the judge of probate. Money orders 
for the payment of such taxes and fees shall be made payable to the judge of 
probate. Upon receipt of the signed application form and the remittance for 
the amount properly due for ad valorem taxes, license tax and fees, the judge 
of probate shall pay over to the tax collector the amount of ad valorem taxes. 
The tax collector shall verify the correctness of ad valorem taxes paid. The 
judge of probate shall thereupon mail a receipt for such taxes and fees and 
the license tag for his motor vehicle to the owner thereof. 


Section 5. When an application is returned to the judge of probate un- 
signed or when less than the correct amount of the taxes and fees due there- 
for has been paid, due to a change of address or other causes, such applica- 
tion shall be returned to the owner for correction or for signature. A return 
of such application or remittance shall not, however, extend the time within 
which taxes may be paid or a tag secured. If more than the correct amount of 
taxes and fees is received, the judge of probate shall retain the correct 
amount of taxes and fees and return the excess together with the tag for the 
motor vehicle. 


Section 6. All applications for motor vehicle tags by mail and the cor- 
rect amount of taxes and fees shall be received by the judge of probate on or 
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before November 10th preceding the November 15th on which the motor ve- 
hicle license tag is due and payable, and the judge of probate shall mail such 
tag on or before November 14th preceding such November 15th. 


Section 7. The judge of probate shall charge and collect an additional 
fee of one dollar for each motor vehicle license tag issued by mail. This fee 
shall be paid with the mailed request for license tags. Such additional fee 
shall be paid by the judge of probate into the county treasury and the actual 
expense of mailing application forms to the owners of motor vehicles and of 
mailing tags as hereinabove provided shall be paid from the county treasury 
upon warrant signed by the judge of probate and approved as provided by 
law. 


Section 8. All the forms necessary in the administration of this Act 
shall be furnished by the state department of revenue. 


Section 9. The procedure authorized by this Act for the payment of ad 
valorem taxes and motor vehicle license taxes and the issuance of license tags 
is optional, additional and alternative to the procedure now provided by law. 
Each owner of a motor vehicle shall continue to have the right to pay taxes and 
to receive his tag in person without the payment of any of the additional fees 
hereinabove provided. No judge of probate shall be required to collect taxes 
and issue license tags by mail unless he elects so to do. 


Section 10. In each county to which this Act applies in which motor 
vehicles are assessed for ad valorem taxes and the motor vehicle license taxes 
are paid to and tags issued by a commissioner of licenses or other like officer 
or officers, such commissioner of licenses or other officer or officers shall have 
the rights and options and perform the respective duties imposed by this Act 
upon the judge of probate, tax assessor and tax collector.

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Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Definitions. As herein used the following terms have the 
meanings hereby ascribed to them: “Sewer Amendment” means the Jefferson 
County Sewer Amendment (Amendment LXXIII) to the Constitution of 
Alabama which became effective on November 15, 1948; “the County” 
means Jefferson County; “the County Commission” means the Jefferson 
County Commission; “Act 619” means Act No. 619 of the Regular Session of 
the Legislature of Alabama of 1949, approved September 19, 1949; “sewer 
services charges” means the sewer service charges and rentals provided for by 
the Sewer Amendment; “sewer system” means the sewer system of the 
County. 


Section 2. Legislative findings and purpose of this Act. The Legislature 
has found that in recent years the need for sewers in the County and espe- 
cially in the unincorporated areas thereof has greatly increased, and that it is 
apparent that such need is continuing to increase; that there is a need for the 
improvement and expansion of the sewer system; that such improvement and 
expansion are to be financed by sewer service charges; and that determination 
of the amount of such charges is a complex, involved and intricate question 
which cannot be resolved intelligently without careful study and analysis by 
those administering the sewer system; that the Constitution and laws of Ala- 
bama vest in the County Commission the authority and responsibility to ad- 
minister the sewer system, including the authority and responsibility to estab- 
lish sewer service charges. 


The people of Alabama in adopting the Sewer Amendment, declared 
that the County Commission “shall have full power and authority to manage, 
operate, control and administer the sewers and plants herein provided for 
and, to that end, may make any reasonable and nondiscriminatory rules and 
regulations fixing rates and charges, providing for the payment collection and 
enforcement thereof, and the protection of its property.” 


In view of the broad, all inclusive language the people employed in dele- 
gating to the County Commission the power to levy sewer service charges, 
and in view of the many and complex factors to be considered in determin- 
ing the amount of such charges, the Legislature hereby declares that the es- 
tablishment of sewer service charges in the County is a matter to be resolved 
by the County Commission and not by the Legislature. 


Section 3. Section 5 of Act 619 is hereby amended so as to read as fol- 
lows: 


“Section 5. Such service charges, being in the nature of use or service 
charges, shall, as nearly as may be practicable and equitable, be uniform 
throughout the county for the same type, class and amount of use or service 
of the sewerage system, and may be based or computed either on the con- 
sumption of water on or in connection with the real property served, making 
due allowance or commercial use of water or for water not entering the sew- 
age system, or on the number and kind of water outlets on or in connection 
with such real property, or on the number and kind of plumbing or sewerage 
fixtures or facilities on or in connection with such real property, or on the 
number of persons residing or working on or otherwise connected or identi- 
fied with such real property, or on the capacity of the improvements on or 
connected with such real property, or on any other factors determining the 
type, class and amount of use or service of the sewerage system, or on any 
combination of any such factors, and may give weight to the characteristics 
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of the sewerage and other wastes and any other special matter affecting the 
cost of treatment and disposal thereof, including chlorine demand, biochemi- 
cal oxygen demand, concentration of solids and chemical composition.”

lating barber shops, barber schools and instructors; providing for the appoint- 
ment of a County Board of Barber Commissioners, and defining the duties of 
said Board; prescribing fees; defining certain misdemeanors and providing 
penalties for violation thereof. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The provisions of this Act shall apply to Tuscaloosa 
County. 


Section 2. DEFINITIONS—As used in this Act, unless the context 
otherwise required, the term: 


(a) “Barber” shall mean any person licensed under the provisions of 
this Act to do the work of a barber. 


(b) “Barber shop trade” includes shaving and trimming the beard, cut- 
ting and dressing the hair, massaging the face and head, giving facial and 
scalp massage or application of oils, creams lotions, or other preparations, ei- 
ther by hand or by mechanical appliances, singeing, shampooing or dyeing 
the hair or applying hair tonic, applying cosmetic preparations, antiseptics, 
powders, oils, clays, or lotions to scalp, face or neck, and rendering kindred 
personal services for compensation, provided, however, that such practices 
when done for the treatment of physical or mental ailments or diseases shall 
not constitute barbering. 


(c) “Barber Shop” means without limitation any establishment havings 
as its primary purpose the rendering for compensation of the several services 
constituting the barber shop trade. 


(d) “Barber School” means without limitation any establishment ren- 
dering for compensation the several services constituting the barber shop 
trade, but having for its primary purpose the teaching, for tuition fees, of the 
theories and practices of such services. 


(e) “Student” shall mean any person attending barber school for the 
purpose of learning the theories and practice of the barber shop trade and 
who receive no compensation for so doing. 


(f) “Apprentice” shall mean any person practicing in a barber or hair- 
cutting shop to acquire the skill of a barber or haircutter after having com- 
pleted the requirements of a student, under the provisions of this Act. 


(g) “Teacher” or “Instructor” shall mean any person who instructs or 
attempts to instruct another in the science, arts and skills of a barber or hair- 
cutter. 


(h) “Board” or “The Board” or “Barbers’ Commission” shall mean the 
Board or Board of Commissions created by this Act. 


(i) In this Act, words used in the masculine gender include the feminine 
and neuter genders, and words used in the neuter gender include the mascu- 
line and feminine genders. 


G) “Hairstylist” shall mean any journeymen barber who specializes in 
the styling of hair. 


Section 3. COUNTY BOARD OF BARBER COMMISSIONERS— 
There is hereby created a Barbers’ Commission for Tuscaloosa County. The 
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Governor shall appoint three persons, each of whom, immediately prior to 
the date of his appointment has been a resident of said county for the past 
three years, and who has had at least five years experience as a barber; one 
member to be appointed for a term of one year, one member to be appointed 
for a term of two years, and one member to be appointed for a term of three 
years; provided, however, that in the county to which this Act applies two 
members of said Commission shail be residents of the largest metropolitan 
area in said county and the third member of said Commission shall be a resi- 
dent of any smaller metropolitan area in said county; provided further, that 
in the county to which this Act applies which have in existence at the time of 
the passage of this Act, a Barbers’ Commission, the members of said Com- 
mission then serving as such Barbers’ Commission shall constitute the initial 
Board of Barbers’ Commissioners of said county and they shall continue in 
office until the expiration of their respective terms or unless sooner disquali- 
fied; thereafter the term of any member appointed and qualified to succeed 
the members of the Barbers’ Commission of said county first appointed shall 
be for three years and until their successors are appointed and qualified. Va- 
cancies shall be filled in the following manner: The Commission shall, sixty 
(60) days prior to the expiration of the term of any commissioner of the Bar- 
bers’ Commission for said county give notice in writing to the licensed bar- 
bers of said county that there will be a vacancy on the date of the expiration 
of the term of the commissioner whose term is about to expire; or if a va- 
cancy be caused for any reason other than the expiration of the term, the 
Barbers’ Commission shall within thirty (30) days after such vacancy occurs, 
give notice to the licensed barbers of said county of the existence of such va- 
cancy. In this event said barbers will be requested to nominate three barbers 
to fill each vacancy thus occasioned; and to that end a ballot shall be pre- 
pared and enclosed along with the letter notifying the barbers of the vacancy 
or vacancies; the said ballot reading as follows: “I hereby nominate for ap- 
pointment by the Governor of the State of Alabama to the Board of Barber 
Commissions for Tuscaloosa County the following named persons: ____._... 


The ballots shall be numbered and identified in such manner as to pre- 
vent anyone employing any ballot other than that forwarded the licensed bar- 
ber entitled to vote. In addition to the ballot, the Barbers’ Commission shall 
forward the licensed barber an envelope addressed to the Barbers’ Commis- 
sion and properly stamped with United States postage. When the ballots are 
returned they shall be opened on a day designated in the notification, in the 
presence of the Barbers’ Commission then serving, and the ballots shall be 
counted and the names of the three barbers who shall receive the greatest 
number of votes shall be selected as the three nominees. The Barbers’ Com- 
mission shall then certify to the Governor of the State of Alabama the names 
of the three barbers receiving the highest number of votes and the Governor 
shall appoint one of those three persons thus designated to fill the vacancy. If 
more than one vacancy exists at any time, there shall be nominated in the 
manner above designated and certified to the Governor three nominees for 
each such vacancy so that if there be one vacancy there shall be three nomi- 
nees, if there be two vacancies there shall be six nominees, and if there be 
three vacancies, there shall be nine nominees, certified to the Governor of 
Alabama, who shall select for appointment one nominee from each group 
thus nominated. The Commission, immediately upon the qualification of the 
member appointed each year, shall organize by selecting from its members a 
chairman, and may do all things necessary or convenient for carrying into ef- 
fect the provisions of this Act. The members of the Commission shall receive 
as full compensation for each day actually spent in the work of said Commis- 
sion the sum of Twenty Dollars ($20.00) per day; and his actual and neces- 
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sary expenses thereby incurred, not to exceed $4.00 per day. The Commission 
shall appoint and at its pleasure a Secretary-Treasurer and such assistants as 
may be deemed necessary to discharge and faithfully carry out the duties im- 
posed by the provisions of this Act; provided however, that no person hired 
hereunder shall be related by blood or marriage to any member of the Com- 
mission. The individual so appointed shall be required to enter into a bond to 
be approved by the Commission in the sum of not less than Ten Thousand 
Dollars ($10,000.00), conditioned to pay any shortage or loss of funds on 
hand by said Secretary-Treasurer during his term of office, or at the time that 
he is holding office. Said Commission shall outline the duties and fix the com- 
pensation of the Secretary-Treasurer. The Commission shall obtain such office 
space, furnishings, and other proper conveniences as shall be reasonably nec- 
essary for carrying out the provisions of this Act. The principal office of said 
Commission shall be located in the county seat of said county, provided, how- 
ever, that upon the request of said Commission, the County Commissioners 
of said county shall furnish an office in the Courthouse without charge. The 
Commission shall adopt a seal with such design engraved thereon as it may 
prescribe, by which it shall authenticate its proceedings. In addition thereto, 
the Board is empowered to make reasonable inspection of the barbers and 
barber shops and barber schools and barber colleges of said county to the end 
that proper methods of sanitation and sterilization are observed. Copies of all 
records and papers in the office of the Barbers’ Commission duly certified and 
authenticated by its seal shall be received in evidence in all courts with like 
effect as the original. All the records kept in the office of the Board and under 
authority of this Act shall be open to public inspection under such rules and 
regulations as shall be prescribed by the Commission. All fees and charges 
collected by the Board under the provisions of this Act, shall be paid to the 
Treasurer of the Commission; said funds shall be used and kept exclusively in 
the hands of the Treasurer of this Commission, and shall be used for pur- 
poses not inconsistent with this Act, under the direction of the Commission. 
Funds may be disbursed by order of the Board on a check being drawn by 
the Treasurer upon such funds, as may be on hand, and approved by the 
Chairman of the Board for the purpose of paying all of the expenses incurred 
by the Board, including the compensation of members of the Board and its 
employes, provided the total expenses for every purpose, incurred shall not 
exceed total fees and charges collected and paid in to the Treasurer. 


Section 4. PROMULGATION OF RULES AND REGULATIONS— 


(a) The Board shall have authority to make reasonable rules for the ad- 
ministration of the provisions of this Act. Copies of all rules adopted by said 
Board shall be furnished to each barber and each barber school or college. 


(b) No rule may be adopted or amended at the same meeting at which it 
is proposed. 


(c) All rules adopted hereunder shall have the same force and effect of 
law unless set aside by a Court of competent jurisdiction or replaced by said 
Board. 


Section 5. APPRENTICE QUALIFICATIONS— 


(a) Any person shall be qualified to receive a license as an apprentice 
barber provided 


1. He is at least eighteen (18) years of age and is of good moral charac- 
ter and temperate habits; and 
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2. He has graduated from an approved school or college of barbering, 
which school has been approved or licensed under the provisions of this Act; 
and 


3. He passes a satisfactory examination conducted by the Barbers’ Com- 
mission to determine his fitness to practice as an apprentice; and 


4. He has a 12th grade education or equivalent thereof; and 
5. He has obtained a medical certificate as required by this Act; and 
6. He has paid the required fee specified by this Act. 


(b) An applicant for a license who fails to satisfactorily complete an ex- 
amination conducted by the Commission may apply for re-examination at 
any future meeting of the Commission. Upon making application therefor 
and payment of the required fee, said applicant shall be permitted to again 
take said examination. 


(c) No apprentice may independently practice barbering, but he may, 
as an apprentice, do any and all of the acts constituting the practice of bar- 
bering under the immediate personal supervision of a licensed barber. 


Section 6. JOURNEYMAN QUALIFICATIONS— 


Any person having made application for a Journeyman barber license 
shall be qualified to receive such license to practice as a barber provided: 


(a) He is qualified under the provisions of Section 5 of this Act; and 


(b) He has practiced as an apprentice barber for a period of twenty- 
four (24) months on a full time basis under the immediate personal supervi- 
sion of a licensed Journeyman barber; and 


(c) He has passed a satisfactory examination conducted by the Board to 
determine his fitness to practice as a Journeyman barber; and 


(d) He has paid the required fee specified in this Act. 


Section 7. APPLICATION OF NON-RESIDENT BARBERS OR 
APPRENTICES— 


Any apprentice or non-resident barber who is at least eighteen (18) 
years of age and of good moral character and temperate habits and has a li- 
cense as an apprentice in another State or County which has substantially the 
same requirements for licensing an apprentice as is provided in this Act, or 
who can prove by sworn affidavits that he has practiced in another County or 
State for at least six months prior to making application in this State, shall 
upon payment of the required fee, be granted permission to take an examina- 
tion to determine his fitness to receive a license as an apprentice. Should he 
pass the required examination, and have complied with all other applicable 
provisions of this Act, a license as an apprentice shall be issued to him. In 
this event the time spent in such other State or County as an apprentice shall 
be credited upon the period of apprenticeship required by this Act, toward 
qualifying for the examination to determine his fitness to receive a license as 
a barber. 


Section 8. HOW TO MAKE APPLICATION FOR LICENSE: 


Any person desiring to practice barbering, or desiring to practice as an 
apprentice barber, shall file with the Secretary of the Board a written applica- 
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tion, under oath, on a form prescribed by the Board, together with two pho- 
tographs of the applicant 2 x 3 inches in size, and satisfactory proof that 
applicant is of good moral character and also furnish the Board with a certifi- 
cate issued by the County Health Department from a practicing medical phy- 
sician of said county showing that applicant is free from contagious, infec- 
tious or communicable, disease, including gonorrhea, syphilis and tuberculosis. 


Section 9. EXAMINATIONS— 


(a) The Board shall conduct examinations for applicants for licenses to 
practice as Journeyman, Hair Stylist, barbers and as apprentices at least four 
times each year, at such times and places as the Board shall determine. Such 
examination shall include both a practical demonstration and a written and 
oral test, and shall embrace the subjects usually taught in schools and colleges 
of barbering approved by the Board. Licenses to Journeyman, Hair Stylist, 
barbers or apprentices shall be issued by the Board to any applicant who shall 
have passed the examination therefore, by making an average grade of not 
less than 70% and who shall possess the other qualifications required by this 
Act. 


(b) Whenever the Board shall be requested to give a special examina- 


tion, the applicants taking such examinations shall pay an additional fee of 
$25.00. 


Section 10. BARBER SHOP OPERATOR QUALIFICATIONS— 


A person shall be qualified to receive a barber shop operator’s license 
provided: 


(a) He holds a Journeyman, Barber or Hair Stylist license; and 


(b) He is in compliance with the other applicable provisions of this Act. 


Section 11. PERSONS ENTITLED TO LICENSE WITHOUT INI- 
TIAL EXAMINATION— 


Any present resident of the county to which this Act applies, who is en- 
gaged in the practice of barbering for a livelihood without a license or who 
holds a license as a barber or apprentice, or any barber school or college in 
operation at the time of the passage of this Act shall automatically be granted 
a license without an examination by making application to the Commission 
on or before the Ist day of January, 1968, and upon paying the annual re- 
newal fee specified herein for barbers, apprentices, and barber schools or col- 
leges, provided that such applicant has been issued a medical certificate as re- 
quired herein. It is further provided that any person licensed under the provi- 
sions of this Act, who subsequent to such licensing is unable to obtain the 
physician’s certificate hereinbefore provided for, shall be entitled to an “inac- 
tive” license upon compliance with all the other provisions of this Act, and 
shall be again fully licensed without additional examination, at such time 
thereafter as he obtains and files the physician’s certificate hereabove re- 
quired. 


Section 12. PERSONS, FIRMS OR CORPORATIONS TO WHICH 
THIS ACT IS NOT APPLICABLE—The following are exempted from the 
provisions of this Act: 


(a) Persons licensed by law of this State to practice medicine, surgery, 
osteopathy, or chiropractry. 
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(b) Commissioned medical or surgical officers of the United States 
Army, Air Force, Navy or Marine hospital service. 


(c) Registered Nurses. 


(d) Hairdressers and beauty culturists, insofar as their usual and ordi- 
nary vocation and profession is concerned, including light hair trimming inci- 
dental to waving of all kinds. 


(e) Undertakers or morticians. 


(f) Ail barber schools and colleges and instructors employed therein by 
the State or County Department of Education. 


Section 13. DISPLAY OF CERTIFICATE—Every holder of a license 
shall display it in a conspicuous place in his place of business. 


Section 14. FEES—The Board of Barber Commissioners shall charge 
and collect the following fees: 


(a) The original as well as any subsequent examination fee for Journey- 
man, Hair Stylist, barber or apprentice shall be $25.00 per examination. Any 
such fee shall also include the cost of the issuance of any such barber or ap- 
prentice license which may thereafter be issued; and $10.00 thereof shall be 
refunded if such person fails to pass the examination. 


) For the annual renewal of a barber or apprentice license, a fee of 
$10.00 shall be charged, provided, however, that this fee shall be waived for 
any barber who has been sick and out of work for as much as one year next 
preceding that date such fee shall become due, a physician’s certificate and 
affidavit of such barber being submitted as proof of such facts. 


(c) For restoration of an expired barber or apprentice license, a fee of 
$15.00 shall be charged. Upon the payment of such fee such license shall be 
restored without examination provided application is made therefor, within a 
period of one year from the date of the expiration of any such license. 


(d) For the application and issuance of a new barber shop’s operator’s 
license a fee of $50.00 shall be charged. 


(e) For the annual renewal of a barber shop operating license, a fee of 
$5.00 shall be charged. 


(f) For the application and examination of teacher application and issu- 
ance of a teaching certificate or license a fee of $50.00 shall be charged. 


(g) For the annual renewal of a teacher’s certificate or license a fee of 
$25.00 shall be charged. 


(h) All licenses required under this Act shall be renewed annually on or 
before January 1. 


(i) A duplicate license will be issued upon the filing of a statement cov- 
ering the loss of such license, verified by the oath of the applicant, and ac- 
companied by the payment of a fee of $10.00 for the issuance of same. Each 
duplicate license shall have the word, “Duplicate” stamped across the front 
thereof and will bear the same number as the originally issued license. 


Section 15. EXEMPTIONS PERTAINING TO PERSONS IN 
ARMED FORCES—Any person who, after the passage of this Act, and ap- 
proval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law, shall enter the 
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active military or naval service of the United States, or of this State and who, 
at the time of such entry, was the holder of a license as a barber, or appren- 
tice, and which license was then in full force and effect, shall be granted a 
like license upon presentation to such Board of Barber Commissioners of an 
Honorable Discharge from such military or naval service, dated not more 
than one year prior to the time of such presentation, and a medical certificate 
as required under the provisions of this Act, attesting that the person present- 
ing it is free from any contagious or infectious or communicable disease, 
which certificate shall be dated not more than 30 days prior to the time of 
such presentation and provided further such person shall pay a tee of $10.00 
for the issuance of such license as required by this Act. 


Section 16. GROUNDS FOR SUSPENSION, REVOCATION OR 
REFUSAL TO ISSUE A RENEWED LICENSE—The Board is hereby 
vested with the power and authority to refuse to issue or renew as well as the 
power to suspend or revoke any license for any one or a combination of the 
following causes: 


(a) Conviction of a felony. 
(b) Malpractice or incompetency. 


(c) When applicant barber or apprentice barber is, or becomes, afflicted 
with an infectious or communicable disease. 


(d) Advertising by false or deceptive means. 


(e) Advertising, practicing, or attempting to practice under another’s 
trade name or under another’s name. 


(f) Habitual drunkenness or habitual addiction to use of morphine, co- 
caine, or other habit forming drugs. 


(g) The violation of any of the sanitary regulations promulgated by ei- 
ther the Barbers’ Commission or the Alabama State Department of Health 
for the regulation of barber shops and barber schools or colleges. 


(h) Conviction of a violation of any City Ordinance or County or State 
law pertaining to the regulations of barber shops or barber schools or col- 
leges. 


Section 17. HEARINGS. 


No action in refusing to issue or renew or in suspending or revoking a li- 
cense for any of the causes enumerated in the foregoing Section shall be 
taken until the accused has been furnished with a statement of the specific 
charges against him and notice of the time and place of hearing thereof. The 
accused may be present at the hearing in person and may be represented by 
counsel if he so desires. Statement of the charges and notice thereof must be 
served personally upon such person, or mailed to his last known address at 
least ten (10) days prior to the hearing. If upon such hearing the Board finds 
the charges to be true, it may refuse to issue or renew a license or may re- 
voke or suspend such license if the same has been issued. 


It shall be the duty of the Board to subpoena witnesses other than char- 
acter witnesses, for or against the accused upon written request and affidavit 
that their testimony is necessary, and the production of relevant books and 
papers may be also procured by subpoena. 
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A public hearing shall be ordered after not less than ten (10) days writ- 
ten notice to the parties at interest. The Board shall not be bound by the tech- 
nical rules of evidence but shall seek diligently all of the information and evi- 
dence bearing on the merits of the case. 


Within ten (10) days after the conclusion of the hearing, the Board shall 
render its decision in writing. Copies of the decision shall be delivered to all 
parties at interest. 


The Board may require that testimony introduced at hearings be re- 
corded by a court reporter, but same shall not be transcribed except upon 
further order. 


Any person aggrieved by the decision or ruling of the Board, as provided 
for in the preceding Section, may appeal from such action to the Circuit 
Court of said county within ten (10) days after such final determination of 
the Board, by filing written notice thereof with the Board. Upon any such ap- 
peal a trial shall be de novo. 


Section 18. BARBER SCHOOL PREREQUISITES— 


(a) An application for a license and approval as a registered school or 
college of barbering shall contain, under oath, the following: 


1. The full name of the applicant. 


2. The residence of the applicant, and if an Association or corporation, 
the same information of the members of the association and of the stockhold- 
ers and directors of the corporation. 


3. The exact location where the school or college is located or proposed 
to be located. 


4. Whether or not the school or college is owned or leased, and if 
leased, the name and residence of the owner, or if an Association or corpora- 
tion, the same information of the members of the Association and of the 
directors and stockholders thereof. 


5. Evidence that a bond in the amount of $25,000.00 has been filed with 
the State Treasurer and made payable to the State of Alabama, conditioned 
upon the faithful compliance of the barbering school or college with all the 
provisions of this Act. 


(b) No private school or college of barbering which does not come 
within the jurisdiction of the Alabama State Board of Education shall be ap- 
proved by the Commission and no license shall be issued to operate or con- 
duct any such school or college of barbering unless and until such school or 
college shall have complied with all of the required provisions of this Act. 


(c) No person, firm or corporation may be licensed to operate or con- 
duct said barber school or college in said county unless the owner be a citizen 
of the United States and a qualified elector of Alabama, and if a corporation, 
the officers thereof shall be so qualified, and unless each person who is di- 
rectly connected with the instructional program shall have had at least four 
years of continuous experience as a licensed barber in said county; that all of 
such teachers are citizens of the United States and have been resident citizens 
of said county for at least four years; provided, however, any licensed barber 
may be hired to assist in giving practical instruction in any barber school or 
college. 
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(d) Upon receipt of application for registration or license for a pri- 
vately owned and operated barber school or college not coming within the ju- 
risdiction of the Alabama State Department of Education, said Commission 
shall make investigation of the applicant, the qualifications of the teachers of 
the school or college and the equipment, appliances and sanitary facilities 
thereof and determine whether the course of study maintained by such school 
or college, practical and otherwise, is designed to equip students with suffi- 
cient knowledge of barbering so that they may pursue the same in said 
county, in accordance with the provisions of this Act, Alabama Statutes, and 
the rules and regulations prescribed by said County Barber Board and if upon 
such investigation, the Board finds that such applicant meets the requirements 
of law, and that said school or college has adopted a curriculum approved by 
the Board, a barbering school or college license shall be issued to said appli- 
cant upon the payment of a fee of $500.00. Unless otherwise disqualified, a 
school or college license may be renewed each year thereafter by the payment 
of a license fee of $50.00. All such licenses shall be renewed on or before 
January 1 of each year. Any school or college failing to renew its license on 
or before January 1 of each year, may renew said license, if otherwise quali- 
fied by paying a renewal fee, plus a penalty of $10.00 per month for each 
month or part thereof that said license is delinquent, provided that no such li- 
cense can be thus renewed after twelve months delinquency. 


(e) Every license barber school or college where students are instructed 
shall display a sign at each entrance to the school in at least six-inch lettering, 
stating that all work in said school or college is done by students. 


(f) Any licensed school or college which may register a student, or stu- 
dents, shall immediately certify all such students to the Board for a qualified 
certificate. The school or college shall submit names, addresses, a doctor’s 
certificate certifying each such student is free from any contagious disease, 
educational record showing the applicant to have graduated from the 12th 
grade or its equivalent as determined by the State Department of Education, 
and any other information which the Board may deem necessary. Each appli- 
cant shall be accompanied by a student’s registration fee of $2.00, upon re- 
ceipt of which, if the student is found to be qualified, the Board shail issue a 
qualified student certificate. 


(g) Every licensed barber school or college shall have not less than one 
instructor for every 15 students at such school or college. 


Section 19. MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS— 


(a) Nothing contained in this Act shall be construed to prevent the De- 
partment of Health of the State of Alabama or any local Board of Health or 
other board, or body, exercising the powers of such local boards, from enact- 
ing and enforcing ordinances, codes, rules and regulations pertaining to sani- 
tation in barber shops, in excess of the provisions of this Act, for which au- 
thority they have been or may be granted by law. 


(b) No owner or manager of a barber shop or barber college shall em- 
ploy any person as a maid or porter unless said person has on file a health 
certificate signed by a licensed practicing physician stating that said employee 
is free from any communicable or contagious disease or from a venerial dis- 
ease. 


(c) Any person or corporation who shall practice barbering or maintain 
a school of barbering or a barber shop, or act in any capacity where any cer- 
tificate or license is required under this Act without a certificate or license as 
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provided in the Act, or shall in any other form or manner violate any of the 
provisions of the Act or any rules and regulations of the Board, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be fined not more than 
$500 or imprisoned for not more than six months, or both. 


Section 20. SEVERABILITY— 


The Sections of this Act and the parts of each Section are hereby de- 
clared to be independent parts of Sections, and the holding of any Section or 
part thereof to be void, ineffective, or unconstitutional for any cause, shall 
not affect the other sections or parts thereof, and it is now declared that the 
other parts or sections would have been enacted regardless of any section or 
parts of sections which might be held unconstitutional, inoperative or ineffec- 
tive. 


Section 21. REPEALING CLAUSE— 


All laws or parts of laws inconsistent or in conflict with this Act are here- 
by expressly repealed, it being the legislative intent that the terms of this Act 
shall be fully effective and all laws or parts of laws heretofore enacted to the 
contrary, notwithstanding. 


Section 22. EFFECTIVE DATE OF ACT BECOMING LAW— 
The provisions of this Act shall become effective September 1, 1971.

The question shall be on the adoption of Act to be introduced in a 
Session of the Legislature, which alters, rearranges and extends the corporate 
limits of the Town of Pelham in Shelby County. Each voter may furnish his 
own ballot, and if he desires to vote for the adoption of said Act there shall 
be written or printed on such ballot the word “Yes”. If he desires to vote 
against the adoption of such Act the word “no” shall be written or printed on 
his ballot. The Town of Pelham shall pay all costs and expences incident to 
the election. 


If a majority of the votes cast in the election are “Yes” the provisions of 
this Act shall become operative immediately. If the majority are “No” this 
Act shall have no further effect.

H. 361. (With Substitute): To provide for safety inspection of bridges 
on public highways and streets; maintain written reports of safety inspections;

(With Amendment): To authorize and provide for the promo- 
tion of the production, marketing, use and sale of milk and milk products by 
research, education, advertising and other methods; prescribing a method 
whereby milk producers may act jointly with distributors, producer-distribu- 
tors, processors, and handlers of milk, the State Board of Agriculture and In- 
dustries and others for such a promotional program; to provide that milk 
producers may by referendum levy upon themselves monetary assessments 
for financing a promotional program and provisions for the collection, dis- 
bursement and expenditure of funds collected therefrom, the regulations, re- 
quirements and authority relative thereto; prescribing duties of the Commis-

BILLS ON SECOND READING 


Mr. Turnham, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Education, re- 
ported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bill and or- 
dered same returned to the House with a favorable report, with amendments, 
and it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 93. (With Amendments). Relating to Education: To declare 
teaching a profession with rights, responsibilities and privileges in keeping 
with the importance of the services performed; to create a professional board 
and to provide the method of selection; to provide for the adoption of a code 
or standard of ethics and the penalties for the violation thereof; to provide 
for the adoption of regulations by the board created by this act; to provide 
certain powers in the issuance, revocation or suspension of teachers’ certifi- 
cates. 


Mr. Smith (K), Vice-Chairman of the Standing Committee on Local 
Government, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the fol- 
lowing bill and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, 
with amendments, and it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, 
to-wit: 


H. 512. (With Amendments). To provide an additional alternative 
procedure whereby incorporated municipalities with populations of two thou- 
sand (2000) or more may alter their corporate limits to incorporate into their 
boundaries certain contiguous unincorporated territory. 


Mr. Smith (K), Vice-Chairman of the Standing Committee on Local 
Government, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the fol- 
lowing bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, 
with amendment, and they were severally read a second time and placed on 
the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 869. (With Amendment). To provide that any incorporated munici- 
pality having a population of 2,000 or more according to the last or any sub- 
sequent federal decennial census, shall have the authority, after notice, to re- 
move or demolish buildings, and parts of buildings, when they are found to be 
unsafe to the extent of being a public nuisance; to provide for public hearings; 
to provide for a special assessment constituting a lien on the property involved, 
and for the collection of such assessments. 


H. 1075 (With Amendment). To provide further for the compensa- 
tion of the sheriff of each county of the State; providing for the disposition of 
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all fees, commissions, and charges previously collectible for the use of the 
sheriff, and directing the county commissioners to furnish the sheriff with the 
necessary supplies and employees to operate his office. 


Mr. Smith (K), Vice-Chairman of the Standing Committee on Local 
Government, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the fol- 
lowing bill and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, 
and it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 1105. To authorize the county governing bodies of the several 
counties in the State to enter into contracts and agreements with the United 
States of America, the State of Alabama and other counties for the purpose 
of acquiring funds and facilities for public use.

No. 1 reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bills 
and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and they 
were severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 1080. Relating to counties having a population of not less than 
22,575 nor more than 23,800, according to the last or any subsequent federal 
decennial census; to provide for an expense allowance for the Chief Engineer 
of the Division of Public Roads payable from the general funds of the 
county. 


H. 1120. To alter, re-arrange and extend the boundaries and corporate 
limits of the Town of Pelham, Alabama and so as to incorporate certain terri- 
tory as described herein. 


Mr. Gloor, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Local Legislation 
No. 2, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following 
bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and 
they were severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 536. To authorize any county having a population of 500,000 or 
more according to the last or any succeeding federal census to acquire or 
construct off-street parking facilities, including real property therefor, within 
350 feet of a county courthouse, to provide parking for public officials, em- 
ployees, jurors, witnesses, litigants, taxpayers, voters and others having busi- 
ness with such county and with public officials having offices in the court- 
house, to operate or lease to others such off-street parking facilities, to levy 
and collect or to fix charges and fees for the use of such off-street parking fa- 
cilities and to accept grants with respect to such facilities, to authorize the is- 
suance of bonds, interest bearing warrants, certificates of indebtedness and 
other obligations to finance the cost of such acquisition and construction and 
to provide for the security, terms, provisions and conditions thereof, for the 
issuance and sale thereof, and the use of the proceeds thereof, to provide for 
the refunding of such securities, to provide that such securities shall be legal 
investments for fiduciaries and banks and insurance companies organized 
under the laws of this State, and that such securities, the interest thereon and 
any mortgage or indenture of trust under which such securities shall be issued 
and any lease of such off-street parking facilities shall be exempt from all 
taxes, to exempt interest bearing warrants issued under this Act from the re- 
quirements of Title 12, Chapter 6, Alabama Code of 1940, to provide that 
the approval of such interest bearing warrants by the governing body of such 
county shall be sufficient and that no other approval, registration, audit or al- 
lowance shall be required.

To amend Act No. 497 of the regular session of the Legislature of Ala- 
bama of 1965 (Ala. Acts 1965, p. 717 et seq.), as heretofore amended, which 
said act established a retirement and pension system for the officers and em- 
ployees of Jefferson County, Alabama. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Section 4 of Act No. 497 of the Regular Session of the Leg- 
islature of Alabama of 1965, approved August 20, 1965 (Ala. Acts, 1965, p. 
717 et seq.), is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 


Section 4 (a). Membership. All officers or employees including retired 
officers or employees, who are members of either of the previous retirement 
systems on the date of the establishment of this system shall become members 
of this system as of the date of its establishment. Except as herein otherwise 
provided, every person who is an employee of the County on the effective 
date of this Act, shall become a member of the system as of such date. Any 
person who is an employee of the County on the effective date of this Act 
and who is not a member of either of the previous retirement systems on said 
date shall not become a member of the system unless and until he exercises 
his option to become a member within the time and in the manner hereinafter

provided. The next foregoing sentence shall apply to every employee not be- 
longing to either of the previous retirement systems on the effective date of 
this Act, regardless of whether he is, or is not, subject to the civil service sys- 
tem applicable to the County. Except as herein otherwise provided, every per- 
son becoming an employee of the County subsequent to the effective date of 
this Act and occupying a position subject to the civil service system applica- 
ble to the County shall become a member of the system on the date he enters 
the service of the County. Except as herein otherwise provided, every person 
becoming an employee of the County subsequent to the effective date of this 
Act and occupying a position not subject to the Civil Service System applica- 
ble to the County shall not become a member of the system unless he exer- 
cises his option to become a member in the manner and within the time here- 
inafter specified. Anything to the contrary above notwithstanding, a person 
whose employment is temporary shall not become a member of the system so 
long as his employment remains temporary. A person’s employment shall be 
deemed to be temporary within the meaning of this Section 4 if such employ- 
ment is temporary as defined by the civil service system applicable to the 
County, or if the officer, board, commission or agency employing such person 
certifies in writing to the Pension Board that said employment is temporary. 
A person who is an officer of the County on the effective date of this Act and 
who does not belong to either of previous retirement systems on said date and 
any person who becomes an officer of the County subsequent to the effective 
date of this Act shall have the option to become a member of the system in 
the manner and within the time hereinafter specified. Any officer or employee 
who has the option to become a member of the system shall state, on a form 
furnished by the Pension Board, or by the Secretary of said Board, that he 
elects to become a member; and he shall become a member on the first day of 
the calendar month next succeeding the month in which he completes the said 
form and files it in the office of the Pension Board. A person serving as an 
employee or officer of the County on the effective date of this Act and who is 
granted such option shall have six (6) months from said date in which to ex- 
ercise the said option. A person becoming an officer or employee of the 
County subsequent to the effective date of this Act and who is granted such 
option shall exercise said option within six (6) months from the date on 
which he enters the service of the County. The period during which one is 
temporarily employed by the County shall not be considered in determining 
the said six (6) months. The option, once exercised, shall be irrevocable. 


If a person who has exercised his option to become a member of the sys- 
tem thereafter leaves the service of the County and returns to the service of 
the County, he shall become a member of the system upon the date on which 
he returns to the service of the County if he occupies a position rendering 
him eligible for membership in the system. 


(b). As used in this subsection (b) of this Section 4, the following 
terms have the meanings hereby ascribed to them: “effective date hereof” 
means the date on which this subsection (b) becomes a law; “request for ex- 
clusion” means the written request of a member signed by him and filed with 
the Board asking that he be excluded from the pension system; “person eligi- 
ble for membership” means a person not belonging to the system who is eligi- 
ble for membership on the effective date hereof, or who would be eligible for 
membership on said date if the time allowed him for becoming a member had 
not expired; “date deductions commence” means the first day of the first cal- 
endar month following the effective date hereof if that day is as much as 15 
days subsequent to the effective date hereof, and if that day is not as much as 
15 days subsequent to the effective date hereof “date deductions commence” 
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means the first day of the second calendar month following the effective date 
hereof. 


On the effective date hereof all persons eligible for membership shall be- 
come and shall remain members of the system; provided, however, that any 
person hereby made a member may be excluded from membership by filing 
his request for exclusion within the time below stated. On and after the date 
deductions commence, as above defined, the total salary proviso, as defined in 
subsection (d) of Section 9 of this Act, shall apply to the salaries of all per- 
sons hereby made members earned after said date and retroactively to all sal- 
aries earned by them prior to that date, except those members who before 
said date file a request for exclusion. Such proviso shall not apply to any per- 
son who files such request before the date such deductions commence. 


After the salary deductions commence as to any person, the total salary 
proviso shall continue to apply to him so long as he is a member, unless 
within 30 days after the date deductions commence he files his request for ex- 
clusion. Upon his filing such request for exclusion within said 30 days, he 
shall be excluded from the system; and the deduction shall no longer apply 
to his salary. Upon a person filing his request for exclusion, within the pre- 
scribed time, the Board shall promptly return to him any salary deductions 
the pension fund received from his salary on account of his becoming hereby 
subject to the total salary proviso; and the Board shall promptly return to the 
County any matching payments the pension fund received from the County 
on account of such member becoming subject to such proviso hereunder. 


A person’s liability as to his deficiency of deductions, resulting from his 
becoming a member hereunder, as to salary earned by him before he hereby 
becomes a member and as to interest in respect to such deficiency, and the 
method of his discharging such liability, shall be governed by the provisions 
of subsection (h) of Section 9; provided, however, that all the unpaid mem- 
bership time of one becoming a member hereunder must be converted to paid 
membership time. 


(c). Report of County Officials. It shall be the duty of the county per- 
sonnel board and the head of each agency of the County government employ- 
ing persons who are members, or entitled to become members, of the system 
to submit to the Board such statements as the Board shall require as to the 
name, title, compensation, duties, date of birth, and length of service of each 
such person. 


Section 2. Subsection (d) of Section 9 of Act No. 497 of the Regular 
Session of the Legislature of Alabama of 1965, approved August 20, 1965 
(Ala. Acts 1965, p. 717 et seq.), is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 


(d) Part (1). The term “total salary proviso” shall mean the provi- 
sions contained in this subsection (d) of Section 9 of the Act which accord 
any person who is a member of the system on September 2, 1966, the option 
to subject to the salary deductions provided for in this Section 9 all salary 
earned by him from the County, including salary earned by him prior to ex- 
ercising such option. 


Any person who is a member of the system on September 2, 1966 may 
elect, within the time and in the manner hereinafter stated, to make all of his 
salary, including salary theretofore received by him subject to the salary de- 
ductions provided for in this Section 9 or provided for by Acts governing the 
previous retirement systems. If a member elects to become subject to the total 
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salary proviso, within the time and in the manner hereinafter provided, then 
all of his salary paid to him by the County shall be subject to said deductions 
at the rate of six percent (6%) of his monthly salary commencing on the first 
day of the calendar month next succeeding the month in which he exercises 
said option. The total salary proviso shall not apply retroactively to the salary 
earned by him prior to his exercising said option unless he expressly elects 
that the total salary proviso shall have retroactive application; and the total 
salary proviso shall have retroactive application only for such period of time 
as the member elects. In order to make such election, the member shall state, 
on a form furnished by the Pension Board or by the Secretary of said Board, 
that he elects to become subject to the total salary proviso; and if he elects to 
make the total salary proviso apply retroactively, he shall state the period for 
or during which the said proviso shall have retroactive application. If he 
elects to make the total salary proviso apply retroactively, on a part of his 
prior service, then he shall subject to the retroactive effect of the total salary 
proviso that period of his previous service during which his average monthly 
salary was higher than, or as high as, his average monthly salary during any 
other period of his previous service of the same duration as the period se- 
lected by him to be subject to the said total salary proviso. Such election, both 
as to the future and retroactive application of the total salary proviso may be 
made at any time within six (6) months from September 2, 1966. The elec- 
tion once made shall be irrevocable. For the purpose of deductions from sal- 
ary of a member who elects to make the total salary proviso apply retroac- 
tively to any period of his service he shall be deemed to earn, or to have 
earned, during all of the period for which he elects to make the total salary 
proviso apply retroactively, salary at his actual rate of salary. 


Part (2). As used in this Part (2) of subsection (d) of Section 9, the 
following terms have meanings hereby ascribed to them: “hereof” means of 
this Part (2); “hereby” means by this Part (2); “effective date hereof” means 
the date on which this Part (2) becomes a law; “herein” means in this Part 
(2); “subject hereto” means subject to this Part (2); “excluded therefrom” 
means excluded from the total salary proviso; “said proviso” means the total 
salary proviso; “service not subject to said proviso” means any part of a 
member’s paid membership time which on the effective date hereof had not 
been subject to said proviso; “request for exclusion” means the written re- 
quest for exclusion signed by a member and delivered to the Board, whereby 
the member requests that he be excluded from said proviso; “date deductions 
commence” means the first day of the first calendar month following the 
effective date hereof, if that day is as much as 15 days subsequent to the 
effective date hereof, and if that day is not as much as 15 days subsequent to 
the effective date hereof, “date deductions commence” means the first day of 
the second calendar month following the effective date hereof. 


On the effective date hereof all members shall be subject to the total sal- 
ary proviso, and shall remain subject thereto; provided, however, that any 
person hereby made subject to said proviso may be excluded therefrom by 
filing his request for exclusion with the time below stated. 


After the date deductions commence, as above defined, the total salary 
proviso shall be applied to the salaries of all members earned after said date 
and retroactively to all salaries earned by them prior to that date, except those 
members who before said date file the request for exclusion. Such proviso shall 
not apply to any person who files such request before the date deductions com- 
mence. 
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After the date deductions commence as to a member, as provided for 
above, the total salary proviso shall continue to apply to him so long as he is 
a member, unless within 30 days from the date deductions commence he files 
his request for exclusion. Upon his filing the request for exclusion, within said 
30 days, said proviso shall no longer apply to his salary. Upon a person filing 
his request for exclusion, within the prescribed time, the board will promptly 
return to him any salary deductions the pension fund received from his salary 
on account of his becoming hereby subject to the said proviso; and the Board 
will promptly return to the County any matching payments the pension fund 
received from the County on account of such member becoming subject to 
said proviso hereunder. 


A member’s liability as to his deficiency of deductions, in respect to salary 
earned by him before the date deductions commence and his liability for in- 
terest in respect to such deficiency, and the method of his discharging such 
liability, shall be governed by the provisions of subsections (f) and (g) of 
this Section 9. 


No member subject to the total salary proviso prior to the effective date 
hereof shall have the right hereunder to be excluded from said proviso. 


Section 3. Subsection (a) of Section 10 of Act No. 497 of the Regular 
Session of the Legislature of Alabama of 1965, approved August 20, 1965 
(Ala. Acts 1965, p. 717, et seq.), as heretofore amended, is hereby further 
amended so as to read as follows: 


(a) Within the meaning of this Section 10 two (2) periods of service 
shall be deemed to be consecutive if the latter period of service commences 
within ninety (90) days of the termination of the earlier period of service. 


Anything herein to the contrary notwithstanding, no pension shall be 
payable hereunder, based upon length of service, unless the person receiving 
the pension shall have been in the service of the County for three (3) consec- 
utive years immediately preceding his retirement; provided, however, that the 
requirement of three (3) consecutive years service, immediately preceding re- 
tirment, shall not apply to any member who retired, or became eligible for re- 
tirement, under this Act prior to the adoption of the provision imposing the 
said requirement of three (3) consecutive years service immediately preced- 
ing retirement. 


When any member of the retirement system established by this Act has 
not less then ten (10) years paid membership time, as defined in Section 1 of 
this Act, and has attained the age of sixty (60) years, he shall be eligible for 
retirement for superannuation but such retirement shall not be compulsory. 


Subject to the limitation stated in the sentence next following this sent- 
ence, it is hereby provided that any member who has attained the age of fifty- 
five (55) years on January 1, 1962, and has made contributions to the system 
for a period of not less than five (5) years, and has attained the age of sixty 
(60) years shall be eligible for retirment for superannuation but such retire- 
ment shall not be compulsory. The provision of the next foregoing sentence 
shall not apply to any person except one who retired under this Act prior to 
September 1, 1969, or one who on said date was employed by the county and 
was also on said date a member of this pension system. 


Any member shall be eligible for retirement for superannuation upon the 
completion of thirty (30) years or more of service with the County, at least 
ten (10) years of which shall be paid membership time; provided, however, 
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that if at the time of retirement such member has not attained the age of sixty 
(60) years, the amount of his monthly pension computed in accordance with 
the formula set forth in subsection (b) hereof, shall be reduced as hereinafter 
provided. Any member who is eligible for retirement and who desires to re- 
tire, shall be granted the benefits herein provided for upon a written applica- 
tion by himself, or, in the event he is mentally or physically incapacitated, by 
someone acting in his behalf, upon application to be filed in the office of the 
Pension Board. 


Any member not entitled to voluntarily retire under the foregoing provi- 
sions who shall be involuntarily retired after having accummulated eighteen 
(18) years of service with the County, at least ten (10) of which shall be 
paid membership time, shall be entitled to receive a monthly pension com- 
puted in accordance with the formula set forth in subsection (b) hereof, the 
payment of which pension will commence at the time hereinafter stated; pro- 
vided, however, that no member shall be entitled to such pension unless he 
pays into the fund of the system between the date of his retirement and the 
date on which the pension will commence the amounts hereinafter specified. 
The term “deferred pension,” as used herein, means the pension provided for 
in the next foregoing sentence. If a member be involuntary retired after hav- 
ing accumulated eighteen (18) years of service with the County, at least ten 
(10) of which years shall be paid membership time, and if he shall make the 
payments to the fund of the system hereinafter prescribed, payment of his de- 
ferred pension shall commence upon that date of the two following dates 
which first comes: (1) the date on which he attains the age of sixty (60) 
years; or (2) the date on which he would have completed thirty (30) years 
service with the County, if instead of retiring he had continued in the service 
of the County; provided, however, that if at the time payment of the deferred 
pension commences he has not attained the age of sixty (60) years, the 
amount of his monthly pension computed in accordance with the formula set 
forth in subsection (b) hereof shall be reduced as hereinafter provided. No 
person shall be entitled to receive the deferred pension unless he pays to the 
fund of the system, between the date of his retirement and the date on which 
payment of the deferred pension is to commence, the amount hereinafter pre- 
scribed. In order to be entitled to receive the deferred pension, the member, 
during the period specified in the next foregoing sentence, shall pay to the re- 
tirement fund before the last day of each calendar month the sum of the fol- 
lowing amounts: (1) The amount which would have been deducted from. his 
salary and paid into the fund of the system during the month if he had con- 
tinued to be employed by the County at the same salary he was earning on 
the date of his retirement; and (2) the amount which the County would have 
paid to the system during the month to match his salary deduction for the 
month, if he had continued to be employed by the County at the same salary 
he was earning on the date of his retirement. In order to become entitled to 
the deferred pension a member so retired shall make the payments prescribed 
in the next foregoing sentence not later than the time prescribed in said sent- 
ence; but he may make all or any part of said payments in advance of the 
time prescribed in the said sentence. 


Any member not entitled to voluntarily retire under the foregoing provi- 
sions who shall be involuntarily retired after having accumulated twenty (20) 
years of service with the County, at least ten (10) of which shall be paid 
membership time, shall be entitled to receive a monthly pension computed in 
accordance with the formula set forth in subsection (b) hereof, the payment 
of which shall commence upon his retirement if he is then as much as fifty- 
five (55) years of age, and if he is less than fifty-five (55) years of age when 
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he retires the payment of such pension shall commence upon his attaining the 
age of fifty-five (55) years. In order for a member to be entitled to the de- 
ferred pension provided for in the next foregoing sentence it shall not be nec- 
essary that any payments to the retired fund be made by him for any period 
following his involuntary retirement. 


No person shall be entitled to receive a deferred pension if his separation 
from the service of the County was due to his misappropriation of funds or 
property of the County, or to moral delinquency on his part. 


Section 4. Section 12 of Act No. 497 of the Regular Session of the 
Legislature of Alabama of 1965, approved August 20, 1965 (Ala. Acts 1965, 
p. 717, et seq.), is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 


Section 12. Disability Allowances. (a) Non-Service Connected. Any 
member who, after having accumulated ten (10) years paid membership 
time, shall become so disabled, either mentally or physically, for any cause 
except as hereinafter provided, that in the opinion of the Board and the Med- 
ical Advisor he is incapacitated for further performance of his duties, shall 
during the continuance of such disability be entitled to receive monthly disa- 
bility benefits to be determined by the formula as provided under Section 10, 
above, such formula to be applied as though the disabled employee were enti- 
tled to retirement for superannuation at the commencement of the disability. 
No disability allowance shall be made if a veneral disease or the use of intoxi- 
cating liquor or liquors or narcotic drugs or drug or willfull misconduct of 
the disabled person be the cause of, or substantially contribute to, the disabil- 
ity or if the cause of disability be voluntarily and willfully brought about by 
the disabled person. (b) Service Connected. Any member who shall become 
so disabled that in the opinion of the Board and the Medical Advisor he is in- 
capacitated for further performance of his duties by reason of personal injury 
received as a result of an accident arising out of and in the course of his em- 
ployment in the service of the County and not due to his intoxication or will- 
ful misconduct, shall be entitled to receive a monthly benefit allowance in the 
amount equal to sixty percent (60%) of such part of the member’s monthly 
salary as was subject to deductions for pension purposes at the time of the 
commencement of the disability. (c) Partial Disability. In cases of partial dis- 
ability arising under either (a) or (b) of this Section, the Board and the 
Medical Advisor shall determine the percentage of disability suffered and the 
member shall be entitled to that proportion of the amount which would have 
been payable to him if totally disabled which his percentage of disability is of 
total disability. (d) Payment of the benefits provided for by this Section 12 
shall commence when the member ceases to receive his salary subject to the 
deductions prescribed by Section 9 of this Act. 


Section 5. This Act shall become effective upon its approval by the 
Governor or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

Section 1. Section 2 of Act No. 45, H. B. 29 Special Session 1967, ap- 
proved April 3, 1967, an act creating the Covington County Intermediate 
Court, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


Section 2. JURISDICTION. (a) Except as provided in Subsection (b) 
the Court shall have power to exercise jurisdiction in all actions, causes, mat- 
ters, proceedings, and cases and all matters under Article 3 of Chapter 4, 
Title 34, Code of Alabama 1940 as last amended including paternity proceed- 
ings under the provisions of Title 27, Section 12 (1)-12(10) Code of Ala- 
bama, Recompiled 1958, and actions for unlawful detainer and for the recov- 
ery of possession of land without limitation as to the value of the property in- 
volved cognizable before the Circuit Court, or a county court, or the Juvenile 
Court or the Probate Court, or Justice of the Peace, or courts created in lieu 
thereof, and all courts of like jurisdictions. It shall have the authority to pun- 
ish contempts by fine not exceeding Fifty Dollars ($50.00) and imprisonment 
not exceeding five (5S) days. It may adopt and enforce rules and regulations 
relative to pleadings, procedure, and practice, provided such rules and regula- 
tions are not contrary to the Constitution and statutes of the State and law- 
made rules governing the practice and procedure of courts of record. In exer- 
cising jurisdiction in Juvenile court cases the provisions of Chapter 7 Title 13 
of the Code of Alabama 1940 and amendments, shall apply. (b) The Court 
shall not have power to try persons charged with felonies. It shall not have ju- 
risdiction of actions of ejectment or any civil action when the matter of sum 
in controversy exceeds $1500.00. It shall have exclusive jurisdiction of all 
Civil matters where the amount in controversy does not exceed $1500.00 and 
which is not herein above excluded. The Circuit Court of Covington County 
Alabama shall not have jurisdiction of any matter cognizable before this 
court, except upon appeal, as provided in Section II hereof. The Court herein 
created shall not take cognizance of any matter or proceeding in equity. (c) 
In actions for the recovery of personal property pledged, mortgaged, or oth- 
erwise aliened to secure the payment of a debt, the amount or sum in contro- 
versy shall be the amount due on the debt. (d) The Judge of the Court shall 
have and exercise preliminary jurisdiction in felony cases, and the Clerk and 
Clerk’s deputy shall have power to take complaints and issue warrants in pre- 
liminary proceedings commenced in said court. 


Section 2. Section 8 of said Act No. 45 of the Special Session of 1967 
is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 


Section 8. COSTS. (a) For attendance upon the Court, witnesses shall 
be entitled to the fees and allowances prescribed by law for witnesses in the 
Circuit Court, which fees and allowances shall be taxed. collected, and paid 
in the same manner and according to the same regulations as apply in the 
Circuit Court. 

(b) In addition to the fees for witnesses the Court shall have authoritv 


to tax costs and fees for the use of the officers of the county as follows: (1) 
In each civil action at law the same as in Circuit Court. (2) In each criminal 
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case the same as provided in Code of Alabama, Title II, Section 89 (2), as 
amended. (3) In every criminal case a solicitor’s fee of $5.00 shall be 
charged; except violation of any provisions of statutes contained in Title 8 or 
36 of Code of Alabama 1940 as recompiled 1958; except herein otherwise 
provided. 


(c) A trial tax of $3.00 shall be collected for the use of the county in 
each civil action and criminal case. (d) No costs shall be taxed in juvenile 
cases. (e) The fees of the Clerk and of the Sheriff in criminal cases, if the 
State fails to convict of if the State fails to pay or where a nolle prosequi is 
ordered, or where the case is abated by the death of the defendant, or where 
an execution is returned “no property found” shall be paid out of the fine and 
forfeiture fund of the county. (f) All fines and forfeitures, except those re- 
quired by law to be paid or remitted to the State Treasurer, or other state of- 
ficer of department, shall be deposited by the Clerk in the fine and forfeiture 
fund of the county. The Clerk shall be entitled to commissions of five percent 
on all money remitted to the State or to the County. The Clerk shall retain 
his own fees and the fees of the Sheriff and witnesses and shall pay them to 
the parties entitled thereto. All other items of costs shall be deposited in the 
general fund of the county, unless otherwise provided by State law. 


Section 3. Section II of said Act No. 45 of the Special Session of 1967 
is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 


Section II. APPEALS. Any party aggrieved by a judgment rendered 
against him may appeal to the Circuit Court as herein provided. (1) If the 
case is a civil case the appeal is taken by giving written notice within fifteen 
days after rendition of the judgment and execution of a bond, with sufficient 
securities, for payment of costs in the case, in both the Intermediate Court 
and the Circuit Court. Upon giving such notice and bond for costs execution 
on the judgment is thereby stayed pending the appeal to the Circuit Court.

(c) The Clerk shall have power and authority: (1) to administer oaths 
and take acknowledgments and affidavits; (2) to sign and issue all processes 
issuing out of the Court, including warrants, affidavits, summonses, sub- 
poenas, writs, executions, commitments, and releases and for taking affidavits 
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and issuing warrants of arrest and signing commitments in criminal cases he 
shall be entitled to a fee of $1.00; (3) to approve bonds in civil cases; (4) to 
enter all judgments, orders, and decrees of the Court; (5) to certify all ap- 
peals and transcripts; (6) to execute all powers and authority which are now 
or may hereafter be conferred on clerks in circuit courts. 


(d) The Clerk shall attend the sessions of the Court in person or by 
Deputy. 


Section 5. Section 13 of said Act No. 45 of the Special Session of 1967 
is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 


Section 13. The Sheriff shall attend the sessions of the Court in person 
or by Deputy, except in juvenile court proceedings where attendance shall be 
within the discretion of the judge. He shall execute all writs and processes of 
the Court, and perform such other duties as he may be required to perform 
in the Circuit Court. 


Section 6. Section 15 of the said Act No. 45 of the Special Session of 
1967 is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 


Section 15. TRANSFER OF CASES. (a) The presiding Judge of the 
Circuit Court of Covington County shall, on the effective date of this Act or 
as soon thereafter as is practicable transfer to the Court created herein (1) 
all civil cases pending in the Circuit Court in which the amount in contro- 
versy is less than $1500.00 and such cases shall proceed as though begun 
therein (2) and all cases thereafter filed in the Circuit Court of Covington 
County in which the amount in controversy is less than $1500.00, all cases 
pending in the Circuit Court against persons charged with a misdemeanor, 
and such cases shall proceed as though begun therein. After the effective date 
of this Act, every indictment returned by a grand jury of Covington County 
which charges a person with a misdemeanor shall be transferred immediately 
to the Court herein and all subsequent proceedings on the indictment shall be 
had therein. (b) The Probate Judge of Covington County shall, on the effec- 
tive date of this Act or as soon thereafter as is practicable, transfer to the 
Court herein created all juvenile, criminal and quasi-criminal cases pending in 
the Probate Court of Covington County and such cases shall proceed as 
though begun therein. 


Section 7. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of the 
Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not effect 
the part which remains. 


Section 8. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Any motor vehicle, or any gun, rifle, ammunition or other 
hunting equipment which has been or is used for illegal nighttime deer 
hunting in Shelby County shall be contraband, and, in the descretion of the 
circuit court of such county, may be forfeited to the State of Alabama, as 
hereinafter provided. 


Section 2. The sheriff or any other person authorized to enforce the 
game and fish laws of this state who apprehends any person hunting deer in 
Shelby County in the nighttime, or who finds any vehicle which is being or 
has been used in such illegal nighttime hunting shall seize such vehicle and 
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any gun, rifle, ammunition or other deer hunting equipment found in the pos- 
session of or on the person of such person or in or on such vehicle and shall 
report such seizure and the facts connected therewith to the solicitor or other 
prosecuting official in the county. The report shall contain a full description 
of the vehicle or other equipment seized and detained, the name of the person 
in whose possession it was found, the name of the person making claim to the 
same, or any interest therein, if the name is known or can be ascertained, the 
date of seizure, and a statement of the circumstances surrounding the seizing 
of the property. 


Section 3. The solicitor or other prosecuting officer of the county upon 
receiving such report shall at once institute or cause to be instituted, condem- 
nation proceedings in the circuit court of Shelby County in equity, in the 
same manner that he is directed by law to institute proceedings for the con- 
demnation and forfeiture of automobiles and other vehicles used in the illegal 
transportation of alcoholic beverages. Except as herein otherwise provided, the 
procedures for the condemnation, forfeiture and sale of motor vehicles and 
hunting equipment under this Act shall be governed in all things by and shall 
conform to the law relative to proceedings for the condemnation, forfeiture, 
and sale of vehicles used in the illegal transportation of alcoholic beverages. 
Without limiting the generality of the foregoing sentence the provisions of 
Code of Alabama 1940, Title 29, Sections 248 and 149, shall apply to and 
govern all such proceedings. 


Section 4. In order to condemn and confiscate any of the property set 
out in Section 1 it shall not be necessary for the solicitor or other prosecuting 
authority to prove possession of deer killed in the county while hunting in the 
nighttime or that the hunter be apprehended in the actual act of killing deer; 
but it shall be sufficient to prove possession upon the person or in the motor 
vehicle of a gun, rifle, ammunition and other equipment at such time and 
place and under such circumstances as would support a conviction for ille- 
gally hunting deer in the nighttime. 


Section 5. The proceeds of the sale of any property condemned and 
forfeited to the state under authority of this Act, after payment of all expen- 
ses in the cause, including the cost of seizure and a keeping of the property 
pending the proceedings, shall be paid into the state treasury to the credit of 
the state conservation fund. 


Section 6. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act are re- 
pealed.

To create and establish the Shelby County Inferior Court; to prescribe 
its jurisdiction and procedure; to provide for its officers and employees and 
for their duties, power, qualifications, compensation, and the manner of their 
appointment or election; and to repeal conflicting laws. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. There is hereby established in and for Shelby County, Ala- 
bama, an Inferior Court of Law, both civil and criminal, which shall be 
called the Shelby County Inferior Court. It shall have preliminary jurisdiction 
only of all felonies, and its civil jurisdiction shall not exceed the sum of 
$1,500.00, exclusive of the interest and cost, except, that in any civil action 
filed where a cross-action counter-claim, set-off or plea in recoupment is filed 
claiming in excess of $1,500.00, the Court shall have jurisdiction of said ac- 
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tion and shall proceed with it to a conclusion; and said Court shall have con- 
current jurisdiction with justices of the Peace of Shelby County in all civil 
matters; and shall have exclusive original jurisdiction in all misdemeanors 
committed in Shelby County, except misdemeanors returned by the Grand 
Jury to the Circuit Court; and shall have exclusive original jurisdiction of pa- 
ternity proceedings and of unlawful detainer, and other criminal or quasi- 
criminal proceedings cognizable before Justices of Peace Courts. The Shelby 
County Inferior Court shall have exclusive jurisdiction over children and the 
Judge of said court shall be Judge of the Juvenile Court; it being the intention 
to confer complete, full, unlimited and exclusive jurisdiction upon said Shelby 
County Inferior Court of all juvenile matters and juvenile jurisdiction in 
Shelby County, Alabama, as now provided under Title 13, Chapter 7, Sec- 
tions 350 to 383, both inclusive, of the Code of Alabama of 1940, or as here- 
after amended, appeals in such cases shall be as provided by law. The Clerk 
of said Shelby County Inferior Court is hereby made the Clerk of such Court 
exercising such jurisdiction over juvenile matters. Shelby County Inferior 
Court shall also have exclusive and original jurisdiction of all cases arising 
under Title 34, Article 3, Section 89 to 104, both inclusive, of the Code of 
Alabama of 1940, as Recompiled, which Article 3 is entitled Desertion and 
Non-Support and of paternity proceedings arising under Title 27, Chapter 2- 
A of the Code of Alabama of 1940, as recompiled. The trial of such cases 
shall be by the Court without a jury and appeals in such cases shall be as pro- 
vided by law. The Judge of said Shelby County Inferior Court shall be the 
Judge of the Domestic Relations Court, it being the intention to confer com- 
plete, full, unlimited and exclusive jurisdiction upon said Shelby County Infe- 
rior Court of all domestic relations matters arising under Title 34, Article 3, 
Section 89 to 104, both inclusive, of the Code of Alabama of 1940, as recom- 
piled or as amended or as hereafter may be amended. 


Section 2. The Governor of the State of Alabama shall appoint a 
Judge to serve as Judge of said Court until the next general election to be 
held in 1972; his interim term shall begin immediately after his appointment 
by the Governor and he takes his oath of office. A judge of said Court shall 
be elected by the qualified electors of Shelby County, at the general election 
to be held in 1972, and each six years thereafter, and the term of the Judge 
of said Court shall commence on the second Tuesday after the first Monday 
in January following his election, and shall continue for a period of six years 
and until his successor shall be elected and qualified. The Judge of said 
Court, before entering upon the duties of said office, shall take the oath re- 
quired by law to be taken by Judges of the Circuit Courts of Alabama. The 
said Judge shall be a domiciled resident and a qualified elector of Shelby 
County, Alabama, shall be learned in the law, and shall be a member in good 
standing of the Alabama State Bar or shall have had at least 4 years experi- 
ence serving as a Judge of a municipal recorder’s court or of a municipal 
Mayor’s court, and shall not be less than twenty-five years of age. The said 
Judge shall devote his entire time to the duties of his office, and if a lawyer, 
shall be barred from the practice of law during his term of office. Said Judge 
may be removed from office in the manner and for the causes now provided 
by law for the removal! of Circuit Judges. Vacancies in the office of the Judge 
of said Court shall be filled by appointment by the Governor, and the person 
so appointed shall hold office as required by the Constitution and law of this 
State. The Judge of said Court shall receive a salary of $10,000 per annum, 
payable in twelve equal monthly installments out of the county treasury at the 
end of each month. 


Section 3. (a) The clerk of the Circuit Court of Shelby County, Ala- 
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bama, shall be ex-officio clerk of the Shelby County Inferior Court and shall 
have the same powers and discharge the same duties as Clerks of the Circuit 
Courts, and shall be subject to the same pains and penalties with regard to the 
duties of the office. 


(b) It shall be the duty of the clerk to keep all the books, papers, files, 
and dockets of the court in an orderly manner and to perform all other duties 
required by the judge. 


(c) The clerk shall have power and authority: 


(1) to administer oaths and take acknowledgments and affidavits; 


(2) to sign and issue all processes issuing out of the court, including 
warrants, summonses, subpoenas, writs, executions, commitments, and re- 
leases; 


(3) to fix bail and approve bonds; 

(4) to enter all judgments, orders, and decrees of the court; 
(5) to certify all appeals; 

(6) to issue certificates of judgment, and 


(7) to exercise all powers and authority which are now or may be here- 
after conferred on clerks of circuits courts. 


(d) The clerk shall attend all sessions of the court in person or by dep- 
uty. 


Section 4. The Deputy Solicitor of Shelby County, Alabama, shall be 
the Solicitor of said Court and in addition to the duties now imposed upon 
said Solicitor, he shall be required to attend said Court and therein prosecute 
all cases of a criminal or quasi-criminal nature wherein the State is a party to 
the case; and for such services he shall receive a salary of $5,800.00 per 
annum which shall be in lieu of the amount now fixed by law for his salary as 
Deputy Solicitor, and is to be paid in twelve equal monthly installments out 
of the County Treasury at the end of each month, his signed receipt being re- 
quired. The Deputy Solicitor may employ a clerical assistant who shall serve 
at his will and pleasure and perform such duties as he may prescribe. The 
clerical assistant shall be entitled to a salary of $1,200.00 per annum, which 
salary shall be paid in equal monthly installments out of the County Treasury 
on warrants drawn in the manner prescribed by law. 


Section 5. The said Shelby County Inferior Court shall be held at the 
court house of Shelby County, Alabama, and that said court shall be open at 
all times for the trial of cases and transactions of business. In case of sickness 
or disqualification of the Judge of said Court, the said Clerk of said Court 
shall appoint a special judge and the special judge appointed shall receive for 
his services the same pay that special Circuit Judges receive for their services 
and the same to be paid out of the general funds of Shelby County, Alabama, 
on the certificate of the Clerk making the appointment. The Judge of said 
Court shall be subject to the same penalties for failure to attend upon the 
Court as are Circuit Judges of this State. The Judge of said court shall keep 
an Office in the court house of Shelby County, Alabama, or at such other suit- 
able place as may be provided by the Commissioners of Shelby County, Ala- 
bama, and it shall be the duty of said commission to provide such office and 
supply the same with all furnishings, fixtures, stationery, telephone and other 
supplies necessary to enable the Judge of said court to efficiently conduct the 
affairs of his office. 
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Section 6. The Judge of said Court shall have the right and power to 
determine and fix the time of holding the sessions of said Court for the trial 
of all cases, as he may deem expedient; provided, however, a session of said 
Court for the trial of criminal and civil cases shall be held at least once each 
calendar month. 


Section 7. Any party feeling aggrieved from the judgment of said 
Court rendered in any civil cause, may appeal from said judgment to the Cir- 
cuit Court of Shelby County, Alabama, by giving security for the costs, the 
same to be approved by the Clerk of Judge of said Shelby County Inferior 
Court, or if the party desiring to appeal, wishes to supersede the judgment of 
said court, then he may give security for costs and a supersedeas bond in dou- 
ble the amount of the judgment, to be approved by the Judge or Clerk of said 
court. All appeals from judgments in civil causes in said court shall be taken 
to the Circuit Court within thirty days after the rendition of the judgment, 
and all appeals taken from said court shall be tried de novo in the Circuit 
Court in any case appealed from said Court to the Circuit Court. The appel- 
lant, within ten days, after the perfection of his appeal and the appellee, 
within ten days after notice of appeal is served on him, may have the issues 
of fact tried by a jury in the Circuit Court by filing with the Clerk of the Cir- 
cuit Court written demand for a trial of said cause by a jury. 


Section 8. In all criminal cases of conviction in said Shelby County In- 
ferior Court, the defendant shall have the right to appeal to the Circuit Court 
of Shelby County, on entering into bond, with sufficient surety, to appear at 
the term of the Court to which the appeal is taken, and from term to term 
until discharged; the bond to be in such penalty as the Judge of the Shelby 
County Inferior Court may prescribe, and to be approved by the Judge or 
Clerk of said Court. If the defendant does not make the bond required he 
shall remain in custody and defendant may, within ten days after taking said 
appeal, demand in said Circuit Court a trial by jury; otherwise, said case shall 
be tried by the Court without a jury. 


Section 9. The Supreme Court and the civil and criminal Courts of 
Appeal of this State shall have appellate and supervisory jurisdiction over said 
court and the Judge thereof, which may be exercised in the same manner as 
such jurisdiction may be exercised over the Circuit Courts of the State, and 
the Judge thereof. 


Section 10. There shall not be any jury trials in the Shelby County In- 
ferior Court in the trial of civil and criminal cases. 


Section 11. Any civil cases now or hereafter pending in the Circuit 
Court of Shelby County, Alabama, may be by agreement of the parties 
thereto, transferred from the said Circuit Court to the Shelby County Inferior 
Court and any civil cases pending in the Shelby County Inferior Court may 
be, by agreement of the parties thereto. transferred from said Shelby County 
Inferior Court to the Circuit Court of Shelby County, Alabama. 


Section 12. The procedure, practice and rules governing the Circuit 
Courts of Alabama now, or which hereafter may be adopted, shall in all 
things apply to and govern the procedure and practice of the Shelby County 
Inferior Court, except as otherwise provided herein. 


Section 13. The Sheriff of Shelby County shall, in person or by a dep- 
uty, appointed by him, with approval of the Judge of said court, be required 
to attend upon said court in preserving order, and execute all writs of process 
issued out of and returnable to this court and perform such other duties in all 
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respects as in the Circuit Court of this State, except as herein otherwise pro- 
vided. No other persons, including constables, shall perform any duties set 
out herein. 


Section 13 (a). A bailiff shall be appointed by the Sheriff to serve 
upon this Court at the request and on the approval of the Judge of said 
Court. 


Section 14. If, for any reason, forfeiture be taken on any bond on the 
criminal side of said court, the court may order the alias capias returnable in- 
stanter or within ten days, and unless the party or parties against whom the 
forfeiture is taken shall appear and show cause, when the forfeiture is return- 
able, why the forfeiture should be set aside, then, the court is hereby author- 
ized and empowered to make the judgment final. 


Section 15. The Judge of said Shelby County Inferior Court shall 
adopt a seal for said Court, which shall be kept in the custody and control of 
the Clerk of the Court. 


Section 16. When the summons, writ of attachment, summons and 
complaint in attachment, or other process in law has been executed on the de- 
fendant or service perfected on him, as required by law, the defendant shall 
appear and plead, answer or demur thereto within the time now, or which 
hereafter may be, provided by law, in the Circuit Court. 


Section 17. Prosecutions for misdemeanors committed in Shelby 
County may be instituted in the said court by making an affidavit before the 
Judge, Clerk or the Solicitor of said Court, the writ on said affidavit to be is- 
sued by the Judge, Clerk or the Solicitor of said Court, and when the defend- 
ant is arrested on said affidavit and warrant, the case shall go on the docket 
for trial, and be tried as though the defendant has been indicted by a grand 
jury, provided, however, that the affidavit or complaint may be amended, as 
now provided for amendment of such papers by Section 347, Title 13, of the 
Code of Alabama of 1940 as recompiled. All affidavits or warrants for crimi- 
nal or quaisi criminal acts of whatever kind issued by the Justices of Peace of 
Shelby County shall be returnable to this Court. 


Section 18. The Judge or Solicitor of said Shelby County Inferior 
Court and Justices of the Peace shall have the power to issue search warrants. 
The Judge of said court shall have the power to issue writs of habeas corpus 
and certiorari writs, and the procedure, practice and rules of the Circuit 
Courts of Alabama relating to such writs as are now, or which hereafter may 
be provided by law, except as otherwise provided in this Act, shall prevail in 
the Shelby County Inferior Court, and the Judge thereof shall have the same 
powers and authority including punishment for contempt as is or hereafter 
may be conferred upon the Judge of the Circuit Courts of Alabama, unless 
otherwise provided by this Act. 


Section 19. The Judge of the Shelby County Inferior Court shall have 
the power and the authority to secure the services of a competent Court Re- 
porter to attend the sessions of the Court and report all criminal preliminary 
hearing cases tried when request therefore is made by any party to the suit. 
The Reporter shall serve at the will and pleasure of the Judge of said Court. 
The Reporter shall receive a minimum of $10.00 and a maximum of $25.00 
for each day, or fraction thereof, that he or she is called upon to serve, to be 
paid out of the Countv Treasury of the County on a warrant drawn thereon 
by the Judge of said Court and in addition he or she shall receive for his or 
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her own use from the parties interested, at their request, fifteen cents (15¢) 
per hundred words for making a transcript of evidence taken by such re- 
porter and appending thereto his or her certificate to the correctness of the 
same; and five cents (5¢) per hundred words for each copy thereof, to be 
paid to said Reporter in advance, upon ordering such transcript or copy 
thereof. The Reporter shall be required to keep his or her notes for public use 
and inspection. 


Section 20. Upon the effective date of this Act all fines and forfeitures 
assessed and collected in the Shelby County Court shall be deposited in the 
General Funds of Shelby County, except as otherwise provided by law. 
Claims accruing in the Shelby County Inferior Court will be claims against 
said fund, and such claims must be paid in the order in which they are regis- 
tered, as provided by law. 


Section 21. It shall be the duty of the clerk of said court to keep a rec- 
ord upon which shall be recorded all affidavits made before the Judge, Clerk 
or Solicitor of said Shelby County Inferior Court or returnable by a Justice of 
the Peace to said court, and if any of said affidavits should be lost or de- 
stroyed, a certified copy of the said record shall be used the same as the origi- 
nal affidavit and for recording each of said affidavits, the Clerk shall charge a 
fee of seventy-five cents to be taxed as costs in case of the defendant’s convic- 
tion, and which shall be paid into the county treasury. 


Section 22. Judgments or decrees rendered by said Shelby County In- 
ferior Court shall be a lien on the property of the judgment debtor which is 
subject to levy and sale under execution in the same manner and for the same 
period of time as is now, or as hereafter may be, provided by law for courts 
which are not courts of record of this state upon the filing in the office of a 
Judge of Probate of a certificate of the said judgment or decree issued by the 
Clerk of the said court as is now, or as hereafter may be, provided by law; 
and the said judgment or decree may be revived in the manner now, or as 
hereafter may be, provided by law. 


Section 23. The venue of any case in the said Shelby County Inferior 
Court may be changed to other counties as it is now, or as it hereafter may 
be, provided by law. 


Section 24. Final judgments rendered in said Shelby County Inferior 
Court shall, after the expiration of thirty days from their rendition, be taken 
and deemed to have passed beyond the control of said court, as if the term of 
court at which judgments were rendered had ended, provided, however, that 
nothing herein contained shall prevent the parties applying for a new trial or 
rehearing within thirty days, or change or destroy the office of motion for 
new trials or rehearings, when so made, or shall prevent parties from apply- 
ing to said court for rehearing under statutes authorizing applications for re- 
hearing in the Circuit Court. 


Section 25. The Law and Equity Court of Shelby County Alabama, as

privileges and rights necessary to carry out the purposes hereof; and to pro- 
vide for the dissolution of the authority and the disposition of its property. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Legislative Findings. It is hereby determined and declared 
that the free circulation of traffic of all kinds through the streets of Tusca- 
foosa County is necessary to the health, safety and general welfare of the 
public; that in recent years the greatly increased use by the public of motor 
vehicles of all kinds has caused serious traffic congestion in the streets of such 
county; that the movement as well as the parking of motor vehicles in the 
streets has contributed to this congestion; that such congestion prevents the 
free flow of traffic in, through and from municipalities and unincorporated 
areas in such county, impedes the rapid and effective fighting of fires and dis- 
position of police forces, threatens irreparable loss in the values of urban 
property which can no longer be readily reached by vehicular traffic, and en- 
dangers the health, safety and welfare of the general public; that this traffic 
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congestion is not capable of being adequately abated except by provision for 
an adequate transit system and for sufficient off-street parking facilities; that 
adequate off-street parking facilities have not been provided; that privately 
owned transit systems have proven unsatisfactory; that parking spaces now ex- 
isting must be forthwith supplemented by off-street parking facilities provided 
by public undertaking and an efficient transportation system must be publicly 
supplied; and that enactment of the provisions of this act is hereby declared 
to be a public necessity. 


Section 2. Definitions. When used in this act, unless the context plainly 
indicates otherwise, the present tense shall include the future tense, the singu- 
lar shall include the plural, the plural shall include the singular and the fol- 
lowing words and phrases shall have the meanings respectively ascribed to 
them in this section: 


“Authority” means a public corporation organized pursuant to the provi- 
sions of this act. 


“Authorizing subdivision” means Tuscaloosa County or any municipality 
therein. 


“Board” means the board of directors of the authority. 


“Bond” means any bond authorized to be issued pursuant to the provi- 
sions of this act. 


“Coupon” means any interest coupon evidencing an installment of inter- 
est payable with respect to a bond. 


“Director” means a member of the board of directors of the authority. 


“Indenture” means a mortgage, an indenture of mortgage, deed of trust, 
trust agreement, or trust indenture executed by the authority as security for 
its bonds. 


“Parking facility” means any building, structure, land, right-of-way, 
equipment of instrumentality used or useful in connection with the acquisi- 
tion, construction, leasing, enlargement, development, maintenance or opera- 
tion of an are or building for off-street parking of motor vehicles, or in 
connection with the exercises of any power of the authority. 


“Passenger Transity Vehicle” means and includes any of the following 
that has space for seven or more seated passengers: street railway cars, trol- 
ley coaches propelled by electric power drawn from an outside source by 
means of connection with fixed overhead apparatus, and self-propelled motor 
vehicles whether or not operated on tracks. 


“State” means the state of Alabama. 


“Transit System” means any plan, property or facility used or useful in 
connection with the transportation of the public as passengers for hire by pas- 
senger transit vehicles, including the said passenger transit vehicles, tracks, 
overhead apparatus and other appurtenances thereto, garages, shops and 
other facilities for the storing, parking, maintenance and repair of such vehi- 
cles, administrative buildings, and other structures, equipment and properties 
necessary or convenient to the operation of passenger transit, vehicles for 
transportation of the public as passengers for hire. 


Section 3. Authority and Procedure to Incorporate’ Pursuant to the 
provisions of this act, parking and transit authorities may be organized as 
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public corporations with the powers herein set forth. To organize such a cor- 
poration, not less than three natural persons shall file with the governing body 
of Tuscaloosa County and the governing body of any one or more municipal- 
ities in said county an application in writing for permission to incorporate a 
public corporation under the provisions of this act and shall attach to such 
application a proposed form of certificate of incorporation for such corpora- 
tion. If each governing body with which the application is filed shall adopt a 
resolution (which need not be published or posted) approving the form of 
such certificate of incorporation and authorizing the formation of such a pub- 
lic corporation, then said applicants shall become the incorporators of and 
shall proceed to incorporate the authority as a public corporation in the man- 
ner hereinafter provided, using for that purpose the form of the certificate so 
approved. 


Section 4. Contents of Certificate of Incorporation. The certificate of 
incorporation of the authority shall state: (a) the names of the persons form- 
ing the authority together with the residence of each thereof, and a statement 
that each of them is a duly qualified elector of and owner of property in the 
county; (b) the name of the authority (which name shall include the words, 
“PARKING AND TRANSIT AUTHORITY”; (c) the period for the dura- 
tion of the authority (if the duration is to be perpetual that fact shall be so 
stated); (d) the names of the authorizing subdivisions together with the date 
or dates on which the governing bodies thereof adopted resolutions authoriz- 
ing the incorporation of the authority; (f) a statement as to whether employ- 
ees of the authority shall or shall not be subject to civil service laws, retire- 
ment laws, and disability laws applicable to employees of one of the authoriz- 
ing subdivisions, and if so, the name of such authorizing subdivision, and (g) 
and other matter relating to the authority that the incorporators may choose 
to insert which is not inconsistent with this act or with the laws of the state. 


Section 5. Execution and Recording of Certificate of Incorporation. 
The certificate of incorporation of the authority shall be signed and acknowl- 
edged by the incorporators before an officer authorized by the laws of the 
state to take acknowledgements to deeds and shall have attached thereto a 
certified copy of the resolution provided for in Section 3 of this act and a cer- 
tificate by the Secretary of State that the name proposed for the authority is 
not identical to that of any other corporation organized under the laws of the 
state or so nearly similar thereto as to lead to confusion and uncertainty. The 
certificate of incorporation of the authority, together with the documents re- 
quired by the immediately preceding sentence to be attached thereto, shall be 
filed for record in the Office of the Judge of Probate of Tuscaloosa County. 
The Judge of Probate shall forthwith receive and record the same. When such 
a certificate of incorporation and attachments thereto have been so filed, the 
authority referred to therein shall come into existence and shall constitute a 
public corporation under the name set forth in such certificate of incorpora- 
tion, where upon the authority shall be vested with the rights and powers herein 
granted. 


Section 6. Board of Directors of the Authority. Any such authority 
shall be governed by a board of directors of seven or more members, a ma- 
jority of which shall be elected by the governing body or bodies of the munic- 
ipality or municipalities within Tuscaloosa County which they represent. Such 
members shall be residents of the respective municipality or municipalities 
they represent. Each municipality which is an authorizing subdivision shall be 
entitled to at least two members on the board. The governing body of Tusca- 
loosa County shall be entitled to elect a number of directors equal to a minor- 
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ity of one. Those members elected by the governing body of the county shall 
be residents of the county but not of any municipality therein. No officer of 
the state or any county or municipality therein shall, while holding such of- 
fice, be eligible to serve as a director. The term of office of each director shall 
be four years. If any director resigns, dies or becomes unable or ineligible to 
act as a driector, a successor to serve the unexpired portion of his term shall 


be elected in the manner prescribed hereinabove. Directors shall be eligible 
for reelection. 


A majority of the members of the board of directors shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of business, but any meeting of such board may 
be adjourned from time to time by a majority of the directors present or may 
be so adjourned by a single director if such director is the only director pres- 
ent at such meeting. No vacancy in the membership of the board of directors 
shall impair the right of a quorum to exercise all the powers and duties of the 
authority. The board of directors shall hold regular meetings on the second 
Tuesday in each month, and at such other times, as may be provided in the 
by-laws of the authority; and such board may hold other meetings at any time 
and from time to time, provided that upon call of the chairman of the author- 
ity of any two directors, a special meeting of the board must be held. Any 
matter on which the board of directors is authorized to act may be acted 
upon at any regular, special or called meeting. At the request of any director, 
the vote on any question before the board shall be taken by yeas and nays 
and entered upon the record. All proceedings of the board shall be reduced to 
writing by the secretary of the authority, recorded in a well bound book and 
open to each director and to the public at all times. Copies of such proceed- 
ings, when certified by the secretary of the authority under its seal, shall be 
received in all courts as evidence of the matters and things therein certified. 
Each director shall be reimbursed for expenses actually incurred by him in 
and about the performance of his duties. If the certificate of incorporation so 
provides, each director shall also be compensated by the authority in an 
amount not to exceed $20.00 per month, at a rate authorized by the board 
and by the certificate but not to exceed $10.00 for each board meeting at- 
tended by him. Any director of the authority may be impeached and removed 
from office in the same manner and on the same grounds provided by Section 
175 of the Constitution of Alabama and the general laws of the state for im- 
peachment and removal of officers mention in said Section 175. 


Section 7. Officers of the Authority. The officers of the authority shall 
consist of a chairman, a vice-chairman, a secretary, a treasurer and such 
other officers as the board shafl deem necessary to accomplish the purposes 
for which the authority was organized. The chairman, vice-chairman and sec- 
retary of the authority shall be elected by the board from its membership, but 
neither the treasurer nor any of the other officers of the authority need be a 
member of the board of directors. The offices of secretary and treasurer may, 
but need not be, held by the same person. The chairman, and secretary of the 
authority shall be elected by the board for a term of one year, and the treas- 
urer and the other officers of the authority shall be elected by the board for 
such term as it deems advisable. Subject to the provisions of its certificate of 
incorporation, the authority shall also have the authority to employ all per- 
sonnel, and as it deems necessary, to fix the terms and conditions of the em- 
ployment. The duties of the officers of the authority shall be such as are from 
time to time prescribed by the board. 


Section 8. Powers of the Authority—in General. The authority shall 
have the following powers, together with all powers incidental thereto or nec- 
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essary to the discharge thereof: (1) to have succession by its corporate name 
for the duration of time (which may be in perpetuity) specified in its certifi- 
cate of incorporation; (2) to sue and be sued in its own name in civil suits 
and actions; (3) to adopt and make use of a corporate seal and to alter the 
same at pleasure; (4) to adopt and alter by-laws for the regulation and con- 
duct of its affairs and business; (5) to acquire, receive, take and hold, 
whether by purchase, gift, lease, devise, or otherwise, property of every de- 
scription, whether real, personal or mixed, and to manage said property, and 
to develop any undeveloped property owned, leased or controlled by it; (6) 
to execute such contracts and other instruments and to take such other action 
as may be necessary or convenient to carry out the purposes of this act or the 
exercise of any powers granted hereunder; (7) to plan, establish, develop, ac- 
quire, construct, lease, enlarge, improve, maintain, equip, operate, regulate 
and protect parking facilities in Tuscaloosa County; (8) to plan, establish, de- 
velop, acquire, construct, lease, enlarge, improve, maintain, equip, operate, 
regulate and protect transit systems in Tuscaloosa County including the ac- 
quisition; construction, installation, equipment, maintenance and operation of 
buildings and other facilities for transit systems and the servicing of passenger 
transit vehicles or for the comfort and accomodation of passengers on such 
vehicles and the purchase and sale of supplies, goods and commodities as are 
incident to the operation of its transit system; (9) subject to approval of the 
governing bodies of the authorizing subdivision, to lease or let such transit 
system or parking facilities or any one or more of them to such tenant or ten- 
ants, for such term or terms, at such compensation or rental and subject to 
such provisions, limitations and conditions as the authority may require or 
approve; (10) to issue interest bearing revenue bonds payable from the lim- 
ited sources hereinafter referred to; (11) to pledge for payment of such 
bonds any revenues and funds from which such bonds are made payable; 
(12) to make and enter into contracts, leases and agreements incidental to or 
necessary for the accomplishment of any purpose or purposes for which the 
authority was incorporated; (13) to appoint, employ, contract with and pro- 
vide for compensation of such officers, employees and agents, including engi- 
neers, attorneys, consultants, fiscal advisers and such other employees as the 
business of the authority may require, including the power to fix working 
conditions by general rule and other conditions of employment and, subject 
to the provisions of the certificate of incorporation of such authority, the 
power at its option to provide a system of disability pay, retirement compen- 
sation and pensions, or any of them, and to hire and fire servants, agents, em- 
ployees and officers at will; (14) to fix, establish, collect and alter parking 
fees, tolls, rents and other charges for the use of any parking facility or other 
property owned or controlled by the authority; (15) to fix, establish, collect 
and alter rates, fares, tolls, and other charges for the use of any transit system 
of the authority; (16) to make and enforce rules and regulations governing 
the use of the transit system or any parking facility owned or controlled by 
the authority; (17) to secure such insurance, including use and occupancy in- 
surance, and liability insurance, as the board may deem: advisable; (18) to 
enter into agreements with any authorizing subdivision for the management 
by the authority of any transit system or parking facility useful to the author- 
ity, whether within or without the corporate limits of any municipality in 
Tuscaloosa County, upon such terms and conditions as may be mutually 
agreeable; (19) to invest any funds of the authority that the board may deter- 
mine are not presently needed for its corporate purposes in any obligations 
which are direct general obligations of the United States of America or which 
are unconditionally guaranteed as to both principal and interest by the United 
States of America, or in bonds of the state or any county, city or town 
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therein; (20) to cooperate with the state and any county, city, town, public 
corporation, agency, department, or political subdivision of the state, and to 
make such contracts with them or any of them as the board may deem advis- 
able to accomplish the purposes for which the authority was established; (21) 
subject to the approval of the governing bodies of the authorizing subdivi- 
sions, to sell and convey any of its properties that may have become obsolete 
or worn out or that may no longer be needed or useful; (22) to receive and 
accept grants for or in aid of the construction, extension, improvement, main- 
tenance or operation of any parking facility or transit system from the United 
States of America or any agency thereof, and from the state, any department 
or agency thereof, or any county, city or town therein, and to receive and ac- 
cept money, property, labor or other things of value from any source what- 
ever; and (23) to purchase equipment and supplies necessary or convenient 
for the exercise of any power of the authority. Nothing herein shall be con- 
strued to authorize the acquisition by eminent domain of any real property or 
rights owned or held by railroads or utilities, both public and private. 


Section 9. Leases of Parking Facilities. Before or within a reasonable 
period of time after acquisition or construction by any authority organized 
hereunder of any off-street parking facility for the use of which tolls, charges 
or rentals are to be collected, such authority shall by published notice invite 
the submission of bids for the lease and operation of said facility by the high- 
est satisfactory bidder. The notice of the invitation for such bids shall be pub- 
lished at least once a week for three successive weeks preceding the date re- 
quired for submission of bids in a newspaper of general circulation in Tusca- 
loosa County. Said published notice shall set out such terms, provisions, and 
conditions for the lease of the facility as the board may deem necessary or 
desirable to be included in the lease agreement. The board shall have the 
power to reject all bids in the event no bids is received which conforms to the 
provisions, terms and conditions set out in the published notice provided for 
hereinabove, but in that event the authority shall promptly advertise, in the 
manner prescribed hereinabove, for new bids to be submitted not more than 
three months after the date prescribed for the original submission. Prior to 
leasing any such parking facility, the board must determine and find the fol- 
lowing: (1) the amount necessary in each year to pay the principal of and in- 
terest on any bonds of the authority issued hereunder or proposed to be is- 
sued hereunder to finance the acquisition and construction of said facility; 
(2) the amount necessary to be paid each year into any reserve funds which 
the board may deem it advisable to establish in connection with the retire- 
ment of said bonds and the maintenance and insurance of said parking facil- 
ity and, unless the terms under which said facility is to be leased provide that 
the lessee shall maintain said facility and carry all insurance (including liabil- 
ity insurance) deemed proper by the board with respect thereto, (3) the esti- 
mated cost of maintaining said facility in good repair and securing such in- 
surance. The agreement for the lease of any such parking facility by an au- 
thority hereunder shall provide for payment of rentals, based on such findings 
and determinations, as are sufficient (a) to pay the principal of and interest 
on any bonds of the authority issued hereunder to finance the acquisition and 
construction of that facility, (6) to build up and maintain any reserves 
deemed by the board to be advisable in connection therewith, and (c) unless 
the agreement of lease provides that the lessee shall maintain and carry all in- 
surance (including liability insurance) deemed proper by the board with re- 
spect to said facility, to pay the cost of maintaining said facility in good re- 
pair and paying for such insurance. The lease agreement may, at the discre- 
tion of the board, contain provisions prescribing minimum operating hours, 
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maximum charges to be collected by the operator, and other terms to be ob- 
served by the lessee. 


Section 10. Use of Public Roads. Each authority organized under this 
act is hereby authorized to use in the operation of its public transit system the 
rights-of-way of all public roads within any authorizing subdivision; all with- 
out securing the prior approval of the state or of its agencies or ratatnie 
or the governing body of the said authorizing subdivision and subject only to 
the necessity of obtaining any consent by a municipal corporation outside the 
county in which the authority is incorporated that is required by Section 220 
of the Constitution of Alabama; provided, however, that nothing herein shall 
be construed to exempt any such authority from the requirements of Section 
28 of Title 23 of the Code of Alabama of 1940; and provided, further, that 
each such authority shall have the duty to restore at its expense any public 
rights-of-way in which it may have done any work in laying tracks or per- 
forming other functions in the operation of its public transit system. 


Section 11. Federal and State Aid. The authority is hereby authorized 
to accept, receive, receipt for, disburse and expend federal and state moneys 
and other moneys, public or private, made available by grant or loan or both, 
to accomplish, in whole or in part, any of the purposes of this act. All federal 
moneys accepted under this section shall be accepted and expended by the 
authority upon such terms and conditions as are prescribed by the United 
States and are not inconsistent with the laws of this state, and all state mon- 
eys accepted under this section shall be accepted and expended by the author- 
ity upon such terms and conditions as are prescribed by law. 


Section 12. Cooperation. For the purpose of aiding and cooperating 
with the authority in the planning, development, undertaking, construction, 
extension, improvement or operation of parking facilities and a transit sys- 
tem, the governing body of any authorizing subdivision upon such terms as it 
may determine, may: 


(a) Lend or donate money to the authority; 


(b) Donate, transfer, assign, sell or convey to the authority any right, 
title or interest which it may have in any lease, contract, license or property; 


(c) Do any and all things, whether or not specifically authorized in this 
section and not otherwise prohibited by law, that are necessary or convenient to 
aid and cooperate with the authority in the planning, undertaking, construc- 
tion, acquisition, leasing or operation of parking facilities and a transit sys- 
tem. 


Section 13. Bonds of the Authority. Subject to approval of the govern- 
ing bodies of the authorizing subdivisions, the authority shall have the power 
and is hereby authorized at any time and from time to time to issue and sell 
its interest bearing revenue bonds for any of its corporate purposes. The prin- 
cipal of and the interest on all such bonds shall be payable solely from, and 
may be secured by a pledge of, the revenues derived by the authority from 
the operation of any or all of its parking facilities and any or all of its transit 
systems and other property. None of the bonds issued or contracts entered 
into by the authority shall every constitute or create an obligation or debt of 
the state, or of any county, city or town within the state, or a charge against 
the credit or taxing powers of the state, or of any county, city or town within 
the state. Bonds of the authority may be issued at any time and from time to 
time, may be in such form and denominations, may be of such tenor, may be 
payable in such installments and at such time or times not exceeding forty 
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years from their date, may be payable at such place or places whether within 
or without the state, and may bear interest at such rate or rates payable and 
evidenced in such manner, all as shall not be inconsistent with the provisions 
of this act and as may be provided in the proceedings of the board wherein 
the bonds shall be authorized to be issued. Any bond having a stated maturity 
more than ten years after its date shall be made subject to redemption at the 
option of the authority not later than the expiration of ten years from its date 
and on any interest payment date thereafter at such price or prices and after 
such notice or notices and on such terms and in such manner as may be pro- 
vided in the proceedings of the board wherein it is authorized to be issued. 
Bonds of the authority may be sold at public or private sale in such manner 
and from time to time may be determined by the board. The authority may 
pay all reasonable expenses, premiums, fees and commissions that the boards 
may deem necessary or advantageous in connection with the authorization, 
sale and issuance of its bonds. All bonds shall contain a recital that they are 
issued pursuant to the provisions of this act, which recital shall be conclusive 
that they have been duly authorized pursuant to the provisions of this act. 
Neither a public hearing nor consent of the State Department of Finance 
shall be prerequisite to the issuance of bonds by any authority. Notwithstand- 
ing the fact that they are payable solely from a specified source, all bonds is- 
sued under the provisions of this act shall be deemed negotiable instruments 
within the meaning of the negotiable instruments law of the state if they oth- 
erwise possess all the characteristics of negotiable instruments under the laws 
of the state. 


Section 14. Execution of bonds. All bonds shall be signed by the chair- 
man or vice-chairman and the secretary or treasurer of the authority and the 
seal of the authority shall be affixed thereto; provided that a facsimile of the 
signature of one, but not both, of the officers whose signatures will appear on 
the bonds may be imprinted or otherwise reproduced thereon in lieu of his 
manually signing the same; and provided further, that a facsimile of the seal 
of the authority may be imprinted or otherwise reproduced on the bonds in 
lieu of being manually affixed thereto. Coupons shall be signed by the chair- 
man or vice chairman and the secretary or treasurer and a facsimile of the 
signatures of such officers may be impressed or otherwise reproduced on any 
such interest coupons in lieu of their manually signing the same. Delivery of 
bonds so executed shall be valid notwithstanding any changes in officers or in 
the seal of the authority after the signing and sealing of the bonds. 


Section 15. Security forbonds. In the discretion of the authority any 
bonds may be issued under and secured by an indenture between the author- 
ity and a trustee. Said trustee may be a private person or corporation, includ- 
ing but not limited to any trust company or bank having trust powers whether 
such bank or trust company is located within or without the state. In any 
such indenture or resolution providing for the issuance of bonds the authority 
may pledge, for payment of the principal of and the interest on such bonds, 
any of its revenues to which its right then exists or may thereafter come into 
existence and may assign, as security for such payment, any of its leases, 
franchises, permits and contracts; and in any such indenture, the authority 
may, with the approval of the governing bodies of the authorizing subdivi- 
sions, mortgage any of its properties, including any that mav be thereafter ac- 
quired by it. Any such pledge of revenues shall be valid and binding from the 
time it is made, and the revenues so pledged and thereafter received by the 
authority shall immediately become subject to the lien of such pledge without 
any physical delivery thereof or further act. The lien of such pledge shall be 
valid and binding against all parties having claims of any kind in tort, con- 
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tract or otherwise against the authority, irrespective of whether the parties 
have actual notice thereof, from the time a statement is filed in the office of 
the Judge of Probate of Tuscaloosa County. Such notice need state only the 
date on which the resolution authorizing the issuance of the bonds was 
adopted by the board, the principal amount of bonds issued, a brief descrip- 
tion of the revenues so pledged and a brief description of any property the 
revenues from which are so pledged. In any indenture or resolution authoriz- 
ing the issuance of bonds and pledging for the benefit thereof revenues from 
any one or more of its parking facilities or transit systems, the authority shall 
have the power to include provisions customarily contained in instruments se- 
curing evidence of indebtedness, including without limiting the generality of 
the foregoing, provisions respecting the collection, segregation and application 
of any rental or other revenues due to or to become due to the authority, the 
terms to be incorporated in any lease agreement respecting any property of 
the authority, the maintenance and insurance of any building or structure 
owned by the authority, the creation and maintenance of special funds for 
any revenue of the authority and the rights and remedies available in the 
event of default to the holders of the bonds or the trustee under the iden- 
ture, all as the board shall deem advisable and as shall not be in conflict with 
the provisions of this act. If there be any default by the authority in payment 
of the principal or of the interest on the bonds or in any of the agreements on 
the part of the authority that may properly be included in any indenture se- 
curing the bonds, any holder of any of the bonds or any of the coupons, or 
the trustee under any indenture if so authorized in such indenture, may (in 
addition to any other remedies herein provided or otherwise available) either 
at law or in equity, by suit, action, mandamus or other proceedings, enforce 
payment of such principal or interest and compel performance of all duties of 
the board and officers of the authority, and shall be entitled as a matter of 
right and regardless of the sufficiency of any such security to the appointment 
of a receiver in equity with all the powers of such receiver for the operation 
and maintenance of the property of the authority covered by such indenture 
and the collection, segregation and application of revenues therefrom. The in- 
denture may also contain provisions restricting the individual rights of action 
of the holders of the bonds and coupons. 


Section 16. Use of Proceeds from Sale of Bonds. The proceeds derived 
from the sale of any bonds (other than refunding bonds) may be used only 
to pay the cost of acquiring, constructing, improving, leasing, enlarging and 
equipping the parking facilities and the transit system or property with re- 
spect to which they were issued, as may be specified in the proceedings in 
which the bonds are authorized to be issued. Such cost shall be deemed to in- 
clude the following: the cost of any land forming a part of such parking fa- 
cilities or transit system; the cost of labor, material and supplies used in any 
such construction, improvement or enlargement, including architects’ and en- 
gineers’ fees and the cost of preparing contract documents and advertising for 
bids; the purchase price of and the cost of installing equipment for the park- 
ing facilities or the transit system; the cost of landscaping the lands forming a 
part of such parking facilities and of constructing and installing roads, side- 
walks, curbs, gutters and utilities in connection with the parking facilities; 
legal, fiscal and recording fees and expenses incurred in connection with such 
parking facilities or transit system; and interest on said bonds for a reasona- 
ble period prior to and during the time required for such construction and 
equipment and for not exceeding twelve months after completion of such 
construction and equipment. If any of the proceeds derived from the sale of 
said bonds remains undisbursed after completion of such work and payment 
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of all of the said costs and expenses, such balance shall be used for retirement 
of the principal of the bonds of the same issue. 


Section 17. Refunding Bonds. The authority may at any time and 
from time to time issue refunding bonds for the purpose of refunding the 
principal of and the interest on any bonds of the authority theretofore issued 
hereunder and then outstanding, whether or not such principal and interest 
shall have matured at the time of such refunding, and for the payment of any 
expenses incurred in connection with such refunding and any premium neces- 
sary to be paid in order to redeem, retire or purchase for retirement the 
bonds to be refunded. The proceeds derived from the sale of any refunding 
bonds shall be used only for the purposes for which the refunding bonds were 
authorized to be issued. Any such refunding may be effected either by sale of 
the refunding bonds and the application of the proceeds thereof, or by ex- 
change of the refunding bonds for the bonds of interest coupons to be re- 
funded thereby; provided that the holders of any bonds or coupons so to be 
refunded shall not be compelled without their consent to surrender their 
bonds or coupons for payment or exchange prior to the date on which they 
may be paid or redeemed by call of the authority under their respective pro- 
visions. All provisions of this act pertaining to bonds of the authority that are 
not inconsistent with the provisions of this section shall, to the extent applica- 
ble, also apply to refunding bonds issued by the authority. The authority may 
at any time and from time to time issue bonds for the purpose of so refund- 
ing the principal of and the interest on any of its bonds and for any other 
purpose for which it is authorized to issue bonds, in which event the provi- 
sions hereof respecting refunding bonds shall apply only to the portion of 
such combined issue authorized for refunding purposes and the provisions 
hereof respecting other financing shall apply to the remaning portion of such 
combined issue. 


Section 18. Exemption from Taxation. The bonds issued by the au- 
thority and the income therefrom shall be exempt from all taxation in the 
state. All property and income of the authority shall be exempt from all state, 
county, municipal and other local taxation, provided, however, this exemp- 
tion shall not be construed to exempt concessionaires, licensees, tenants, oper- 
ators or lessees of or on any parking facility owned by any authority from 
the payment of any taxes, including license or privilege taxes levied by the 
state, the county or any municipality in the state. 


Section 19. Investment of County and Municipal Funds in Bonds of 
the Authority. The governing body of any county, city or town within this 
state is authorized in its discretion to invest in bonds of the authority any idle 
or surplus money held in its treasury. 


Section 20. Eligibility of Bonds as Investments for Trust Funds. Bonds 
issued under the provisions of this act are hereby made legal investments for 
executors, administrators, trustees and other fiduciaries, unless otherwise di- 
rected by the court having jurisdiction of the fiduciary relation or by the doc- 
ument that is the source of the fiduciary’s authority. Such bonds shall be legal 
investments for savings banks and insurance companies organized under the 
laws of this state. 


Section 21. Notice of Bond Resolution. Upon the adoption by the 
board of any resolution providing for the issuance of bonds, the authority 
may in its discretion cause to be published once a week for two consecutive 
weeks, in a newspaper that is customarily published in Tuscaloosa County 
not less than five days in each calender week and distributed therein, a 
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notice is substantially the following form (the blanks being properly filled 
in) at the end of which there shall be printed the name and title of either 


the chairman or secretary of the authority: 0... ......, a public 
corporation of the State of Alabama, on the day of 2. 
authorized the issuance of $___._. principal amount of revenue bonds of 


the said corporation for purposes authorized in the act of the Legislature of 
Alabama under which the said corporation was organized. Any action or pro- 
ceeding questioning the validity of the said bonds, or the pledge and any in- 
struments securing such bonds, or the proceedings authorized the same, must 
be commenced within thirty days after the first publication of this notice.” 
Any action or proceeding in any court to set aside or question the proceeding 
for the issuance of the bonds referred to in said notice or to contest the valid- 
ity of any such bonds or the validity of the pledge and any instruments made 
to secure such bonds must be commenced within thirty days after the first 
publication of such notice. After the expiration of the said period no right of 
action or defense questioning or attacking the validity of the said proceedings, 
the said bonds or the said pledge or instruments shall be asserted, nor shall 
the validity of the said proceedings, bonds, pledge or instruments be open to 
queston in any court on any ground whatsoever except in an action com- 
menced within such period. 


Section 22. Contracting and Purchasing Restrictions. Laws, regulations 
and ordinances relating to the advertising and award of construction contracts 
and purchase contracts may by or in behalf of the authorizing subdivisions 
shall be applicable to any authority granted permission to incorporate by said 
authorizing subdivisions. Nothing herein shall exempt such authorities from 
laws relating to surety bond requirements for such contracts. The board of 
directors of the authority shall make annual reports to the governing bodies 
of the authorizing subdivisions and the books, records, and accounts as the 
governing body of the authorizing subdivisions electing a majority of the 
directors may direct. 


Section 23. Suits against the Authority or any Director. No action or 
suit shall be brought or maintained against the authority or any director 
thereof, for or on account of the negligence of such authority or director, or 
its or his agents, servants or employees, in or about the construction, mainte- 
nance, operation, superintendence or management of any parking facility 
transit system or other facility owned or controlled by the authority. 


Section 24. Dissolution of Authority. At any time when no bonds of 
the authority are outstanding, the authority may be dissolved upon the filing 
with the Judge of Probate of Tuscaloosa County of an application for dissolu- 
tion, which shall be subscribed by each of the members of the board and 
sworn to by each member before an officer authorized to take acknowledge- 
ments to deeds. Upon the filing of such application for dissolution, the au- 
thority shall cease to exist. Said Probate Judge shall receive and record the 
application for dissolution in an appropriate book of record in his office. 
Upon dissolution, all rights, title and interest of the authority in property 
shall be vested in the authorizing subdivisions. 


Section 25. Provisions are Cumulative. The provisions of this act are 
cumulative and shall not be deemed to repeal existing laws, except to the ex- 
tent such laws are clearly inconsistent with provisions of this act. 


Section 26. Severability Clause. In the event any section sentence, clause 
or portion of this act should be declared invalid by any court of competent juris- 
diction, such invalidity shall not affect the validity of any of the remaining 
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sections, sentences, clauses or portions of this act, which shall continue 
effective. 


Section 27. Effective Date. This act shall become effective immediately 
upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becom- 
ing a law.

This court is hereby invested 
with and shall have and exercise in said county, except as hereafter provided, 
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original and final jurisdiction of all misdemeanors committed in said county, 
provided, however, that the jurisdiction of the court created by this Act shall 
not extend over offenses arising in any of the following precincts of said 
County of Jefferson, to-wit: 1 and 2, and concurrent jurisdiction with the Cir- 
cuit Court of said county in misdemeanor cases, the same as is now or as here- 
after may be conferred by law on said Circuit Court, but shall try all per- 
sons charged with an offense without a jury provided, however, that the juris- 
diction of said court to try cases shall not include those offenses triable in the 
Juvenile Court of said county; and said Criminal Court of Jefferson shall 
have preliminary jurisdiction in all felony cases committed in the County of 
Jefferson that is now or such as hereafter may be conferred by law upon the 
justices of the peace of said county or upon Inferior Courts created in lieu of 
justices of the peace of said county. Said court, except as in this Act other- 
wise provided, in exercising the jurisdiction and powers conferred by this Act 
in all cases wherein the defendant is charged with a felony, shall conform to

cedure of criminal cases in the county courts in this State, shall govern and 
apply as far as applicable to this court, provided, however, that the presiding 
judge of this court shall have the authority to adopt such rules of practice and 
procedure as is not inconsistent with this Act as in his discretion is necessary 
for the proper dispatch of the business of the court. That no trial or prosecu-

The question shall be on 
the adoption of Act No. ____.. Pe > Pee , of the 1970 Regular Session of the 
Legislature, which alters, rearranges, and extends the corporate limits of the 
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City of Hollywood in Jackson County. Each voter may furnish his own bal- 
lot, and if he desires to vote for the adoption of said Act there shall be writ- 
ten or printed on such ballot the word “Yes.” If he desires to vote against the 
adoption of such Act the word “No” shall be written or printed on his ballot. 
The Town of Hollywood shall pay all costs and expenses incident to the elec- 


tion. 


If a majority of the votes cast in the election are “Yes” the provisions of 
this Act shall become operative immediately. If the majority are ‘“‘No” this 
Act shall have no further effect.

To amend Act No. 679, H. 1377, Regular Session 1961 (Acts 
1961, p. 953), which act regulates and licenses barbers and barber colleges in 
Morgan County, by prohibiting the employment of non-licensed barbers in 
barber shops; by exempting certain barbers from paying the license fees; and 
by providing a penalty for failure to renew a barber’s license within a certain 
perlod, and by fixing standards of qualification for instructors in barber col- 
eges.

NOTICE is hereby given that a bill substantially as follows will be intro- 
duced in the Legislature of Alabama and application for its passage and en- 
actment will be made, to-wit:

To amend Act No. 679, H. 1377, Regular Session 1961 (Acts 1961, p. 
953), which act regulates and licenses barbers and barber colleges in Morgan 
County, by prohibiting the employment of non-licensed barbers in barber 
shops; by exempting certain barbers from paying the license fees; and by pro- 
viding a penalty for failure to renew a barber’s license within a certain pe- 
riod; and by fixing standards of qualification for instructors in barber col- 
leges. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Section 1 of Act No. 679, H. 1377, Regular Session 1961 
(Acts 1961, p. 953), is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 1. After this Act takes effect it shall be unlawful for any per- 
son, co-partnership, association or corporation to act as a barber, operate a 
barber college, barber shop or other like business, or to instruct in a barber 
college or, to advertise or assume to act as such without a license issued by 
the Barbers’ Commission of Morgan County. No co-partnership, association 
or corporation shall be granted a license, unless every member or officer of 
said co-partnership, association or corporation, who actively engages in the 
barber business, barber college or like business of such co-partnership, asso- 
os or corporation, shall hold a license as a barber as hereinafter provided 
or. 


“No operator or proprietor of a barber shop or barber college as defined 
herein shall employ any person, no matter how such employee may be com- 
pensated, who actively engages in the barber business, or as an instructor un- 
less such employee has been duly licensed as required in sections 4 or 5 of 
this act.” 


Section 2. Section 4 of Act No. 679, H. 1377, Regular Session 1961 
(Acts 1961, p. 953), is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 4. 


A. A barber’s college or school, before it shall be issued a license by the 
Barbers’ Commission, must comply with the requirements and standards as 
follows: 


(a) Require as a prerequisite to admission, a diploma or other proof of 
graduation from a grammar school, or satisfactory completion of an examina- 
tion devised or approved by the Commission, showing knowledge equal to 
such education. 


(b) Require a prerequisite to graduation, satisfactory completion of a 
course of instruction of not less one thousand (1,000) hours, to be completed 
over a period of not less than nine months of continuous instruction of not 
more than eight hours in any one day. 


(c) Such course of instruction shall include the following, or like and 
equal, subjects: scientific fundamentals of barbering; hygenic bacteriology; 
histology of the hair, skin, muscles, and nerves; structure of the head, face, 
and neck; elementary chemistry relating to sterilization and antiseptics; dis- 
eases of the skin and hair; massaging and manipulating the muscles of the 
tg face, and neck; and haircutting, shaving, and bleaching and dyeing of 
the hair. 
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B. In order to receive a license as an instructor in a barber college or 
school licensed under this Act an applicant must meet the following require- 
ments: 


(a) He must be a high school graduate. 


(b) He must furnish suitable evidence that he has either: (i) been ac- 
tively engaged as a licensed barber for seven (7) years immediately preceding 
the filing of the application, or, (ii) been actively engaged as a licensed bar- 
ber for three (3) years immediately preceding the filing of the application 
and be a graduate of a barber college or school licensed, conducted or ac- 
credited by the State of Alabama or some agency or political subdivision 
thereof. 


(c) An instructor’s license can be renewed for no more than three (3) 
years unless the applicant furnish satisfactory proof to the Commission that 
he has received credit for a minimum of 8 hours instruction in the field of ed- 
ucation from an accredited college or university. 


C. In order to receive a license as an apprentice barber an applicant 
must meet the following requirements: 


(a) He must have graduated from a barber’s school or college that, is 
approved by the Commission. 


(b) Be seventeen years of age, or older. 
(c) Be of good moral character and temperate habits. 


(d) Pass an examination conducted by the Commission to determine his 
fitness to practice as an apprentice barber. 


(e) Meet all the other requirements of this Act as it applies to appren- 
tice barbers. 


D. In order to receive a license as a barber an applicant must meet the 
following requirements: 


(a) He must be a licensed apprentice barber and have practiced as such 
under the immediate personal supervision of a licensed barber for a period of 
not less than twelve months. 


(b) Be eighteen (18) years of age, or older. 
(c) Be of good moral character and temperate habits. 


(d) Pass an examination conducted by the Commission to determine his 
fitness to practice barbering, such examination to include factors to determine 
the applicants general educational level as well as his knowledge and skill of 
barbering. The examination shall be conducted with a view of determining 
whether the applicant has general knowledge equal to an elementary school 
education or its equivalent, whether he has a thorough knowledge of the sub- 
jects required to be taught in barber’s school or college, and in examining him 
as to his knowledge of barbering he shall be taken to a barbers chair in a bar- 
ber shop where barbers licensed under this Act are practicing barbering and 
given an examination that will determine his skill as a barber, by requiring 
him to perform any act or acts of barbering and to name any of the instru- 
ments and their parts which are used in a barber shop. 


(e) Meet all the other requirements of this Act as it applies to a barber. 
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E. A barber’s license shall be issued without examination by the Com- 
mission to any person who, for two years immediately preceding the effective 
date of this Act, has been continuously engaged in the practice of barbering 
at one or more established places of business in Morgan County, provided he 
shall make application before the expiration of three years after the effective 
date of this Act, which application shall be accompanied by the recommenda- 
tions of at least two licensed barbers doing business in Morgan County, not 
related to the applicant by blood or marriage, certifying that the applicant is 
of good reputation and qualified to practice barbering. 


F. A licensed apprentice barber shall not independently practice barber- 
ing, but may do any and all acts constituting the practice of barbering under 
the immediate personal supervision of a licensed barber.” 


Section 3. Section 5 of Act No. 679, H. 1377, Regular Session 1961 
(Acts 1961, p. 953), is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 5. Words used in the masculine gender in this act includes the 
feminine gender. 


“Every applicant for a barber’s license, apprentice barber’s license, or 
for a license to operate a barber shop, barber college or other like business or 
for a license as an instructor in a barber college shall apply therefor in writ- 
ing on blanks prepared and furnished by the Commission. Such application 
sha!l be accompanied by the recommendation of at least two licensed barbers 
doing business in Morgan County, not related to the applicant by blood or 
marriage, certifying that the applicant is of good reputation, is qualified to 
practice the trade of barbering, and recommending that a license be granted 
him. The application shall be accompanied by a doctor’s certificate certifying 
that the applicant has no communicable, contagious, or infectious disease. 


“An applicant for any license provided for under this Act who is refused 
such license shall be so notified in writiting, along with the reason or reasons 
therefor, such notice to be personally delivered to the applicant or sent to his 
last known address by registered mail. 


“An applicant for a license who fails to satisfactorily complete an exami- 
nation conducted by the Commission may apply for re-examination at any fu- 
ture meeting of the Commission. 


“When an applicant shall pass the examination where required, and meet 
the other requirements provided for in this Act the Commission shall issue a 
license, the form and contents to be prescribed by the Commission, showing the 
Seal of the Commission and the signatures of the Commissioners. This license 
shall be publicly displayed in the place of business where the licensee works 
or operates. The Commission shall also issue to each licensee a pocket card 
on which shall be imprinted the Seal of the Commission and certifying that 
the person whose name appears thereon is a licensed barber, apprentice bar- 
ber, or operator of one of the businesses named herein. 


“The original and annual renewal fee for each apprentice barber’s, bar- 
ber’s and barber instructor’s license shall be ten dollars ($10.00). The origi- 
nal and any subsequent examination fee for apprentice barber or barber or 
barber instructor shall be fifteen dollars ($15.00). The original and annual 
renewal fee for operating a barber college or school shall be one thousand 
dollars ($1,000.00). 


“Any licensed barber who reaches the age of 65 years shall be exempt 
from the renewal fee of ten dollars ($10.00) for the year in which he attains 
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age 65, and for each year thereafter, provided he has been a duly licensed 
barber for the next five years preceding the year he attains age 65. Applica- 
tion for this exemption must be made to the Barber’s Commission of Morgan 
County, who shall determine the applicant’s eligibility for such exemption. 


“Any licensed barber or apprentice barber who retires from the practice 
of barbering and fails to keep his license renewed, may, for a period of two 
years after the expiration date of his last license, renew his license upon pay- 
ment of a restoration fee of ten dollars ($10.00) in addition to the license 
fee, and by furnishing the proper health certificate and meeting the other re- 
quirements of this Act; provided, that he need not take another examination 
unless more than two years has elapsed. 


“Every license shall expire on the thirty-first day of December of each 
year. A licensee whose license has expired, may, within thirty (30) days 
thereafter, have his license renewed upon making a satisfactory showing to 
the Commission, supported by his personal affidavit, which, in the opinion of 
the Commission will excuse the applicant for having failed to renew his li- 
cense within the time required by this Act. A penalty of 25 per cent of the 
annual license fee will be added to the fee charged any person who renews his 
license after January 31st of each year. 


“The Commission shall issue a new license to each applicant for the 
ensuing year, in the absence of any reason or condition that might warrant 
the refusal of granting the license, upon the receipt of the written request of 
the applicant, accompanied by the annual fee therefor and the proper physi- 
cians certificate. 


“The Commission may upon its own motion, and shall upon the written 
complaint of any three persons making out a prima facie case, investigate the 
actions of any licensee, and shall have the power to suspend or revoke any li- 
cense issued under the provisions of this Act where the licensee has fraud- 
ently obtained his license, or where the licensee is guilty of the violation of 
any state, county, or city statute or ordinance pertaining to barbering or the 
operation of a business affected hereby, the violation of any provision of this 
act, or the violation of any rule or regulation established by the Commission. 


“The Commission shall, before denying an application for a license, or 
before suspending or revoking any license, set the matter down for hearing, 
and at least ten days prior to the date set for the hearing notify the applicant 
or licensee in writing, which notice shall contain an exact statement of the 
charges made, and the date and place of hearing. Such notice shall be person- 
ally delivered to the applicant or licensee or by mailing the same by registered 
mail to the last known address of such applicant or licensee. At all hearings 
the applicant or licensee shall have the opportunity to be heard in person or 
by counsel or both and shall have the right of attendance of witnesses in his 
behalf. In the preparation and conduct of the hearings, the Commission shall 
have the power to require by subpoena the appearance and testimony of wit- 
nesses and the production of papers, and any member of the Commission 
may issue subpoenas, administer oaths, and examine witnesses. The fees and 
mileage shall be the same as prescribed by law in judicial procedure in the 
courts of the State in civil cases. In case of disobedience to a subpoena, any 
member of the Commission may invoke the aid of any court of competent ju- 
risdiction in requiring the attendance and testimony of witnesses and the pro- 
duction of papers, and such court may issue an order requiring the persons to 
appear before the Commission, and give evidence or produce papers, as the 
case may be, and any failure to obey such order of the court may be pun- 
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ished by the court as a contempt thereof. Any person so refusing to appear 
and give testimony required by such Commission shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction thereof by a court of competent jurisdiction, 
shall be punished as provided by law. If the Commission shall determine that 
any applicant is not qualified to receive a license, or that any licensee is guilty 
of a violation of any of the provisions of this Act, a license shall not be 
granted, or the same shall be revoked as the case may require. Upon request 
of the applicant or licensee in writing, the Commission shall furnish said 
party with a definite statement of its findings of facts and its reason or rea- 
sons for refusing to grant the license or for its suspension or revocation of 
same. The findings of the Commission may be appealed to the Circuit Court 
of Morgan County, provided an appeal is taken within ten days after such 
final determination of the Commission. Any person desiring to appeal under 
this section shall file with the Commission or some member thereof, a notice 
in writing that he appeals to the Circuit Court with at least one solvent surety 
payable to the County of Morgan, conditioned to prosecute such appeal to ef- 
fect, and upon failure to do so, to pay all costs and damages which may be 
taxed against him by the Circuit Court of Morgan County, and any cause so 
appealed shall be tried de novo in said Circuit Court. In any of the aforesaid 
Commission hearings or court cases the Commission shall be represented by 
the County or Circuit Solicitor. 

“The Commission shall at least every three months hold an examination 
for the purpose of determining the qualifications of any applicants to become 
barbers or apprentice barbers, and shall conduct said examination in accord- 
ance with the provisions hereof and in accordance with the rules and regula- 
tions promulgated by said Commission not inconsistent with this Act. Said 
examination to be conducted in the city, town, or village where the principal 
office of the Commission is located.” 


Section 4. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Section 223 of Title 52 of the Code of Alabama of 1940 is 
hereby amended so that the said section shall read as follows: 


§ 223. Sale of Warrants. All warrants issued hereunder shall be sold 
to the highest bidder at public sale unless sold at a better price within thirty 
days after failure to receive any acceptable bid at a duly advertised public 
sale in accoreance with this section. A public sale shall be either on sealed 
bids or at auction. Bidders may be invited to name the rate or rates of interest 
which the warrants are to bear or the board of education may name a rate or 
rates of interest and invite bids thereon. The notice of a public sale shall state 
whether the sale is to be on sealed bids or at auction and shall also state the 
amount of the warrants to be sold, the maturities thereof, whether county or 
district tax is to be pledged, the amount payable at each maturity and either 
the rate or rates of interest which the warrants are to bear or that the bidders 
are invited to name the rate or rates of interest and shall also state the time 
and place of the meeting of the board of education at which bids are to be re- 
ceived and the amount of the good faith check required to be deposited. Such 
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notice shall be published once in each of two consecutive weeks in a newspa- 
per published in the county within which the warrants are being issued, and if 
there should be no such newspaper the notice shall be published in a daily 
newspaper published in Montgomery or Birmingham. The first of such two 
publications shall be not less than ten days before the date of sale. The board 
of education shall have the right to reject all bids. In the marketing of the 
said warrants the said board shall be entitled to have such assistance as can 
be rendered by the governor, the treasurer, the director of finance, the state 
superintendent of education, or any other appropriate state officer or agency. 
If the warrants are offered for sale at public auction, the highest bidder shall 
be that bidder whose bid names the lowest net interest cost to the board of 
education as shown in standard bond tables; if the warrants are offered for 
sale on sealed bids, the highest bidder shall be that bidder whose bid names 
the lowest total net interest cost to the board of education determined by as- 
certaining the total amount of interest that would be payable by the board, 
computed at the applicable rate or rates of interest stated in the bid from the 
date of the warrants to their respective absolute maturities, and deducting 
from the total so ascertained the amount of any premium stated in the bid in 
excess of the face value of the warrants or adding to the total so ascertained 
the amount of any discount stated in the bid below the face value of the war- 
rants; provided, that the determination by the board of education as to the 
highest bidder shall be final. Bidders shall be required to submit a good faith 
check, drawn on a member of Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation, in the 
form of a certified check or a bank cashier’s check or a bank treasurer’s 
check, in an amount not less than two percent of the principal amount of the 
warrants offered for sale.
